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PREFACE 


This  volume  was  written  primarily  to  tell  the 
story  of  Charles  Heber  Bird,  pioneer  dentist,  and 
his  wife  Alice  Ann  Evans  Bird,  The  compilation  of 
this  work  grew  from  a  request  of  Myron  E.  Bird 
to  Charlotte  B,  Booth,  family  historian,  for  a 
history  of  their  parents.  The  life  sketches  cover 
five  generations,  the  genealogy  extends  into  seven 
generations. 

The  history  begins  in  England  with  James 
and  Harriet  Goble  Bird,  parents  of  Charles  who 
were  converts  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  Although  research  has  been 
done  in  some  thirteen  parishes  in  the  area  of  his 
birth,  Norfolk,  England,  only  threads  of  Grand¬ 
father  James'  history  has  been  found. 

The  greater  part  of  the  volume  is  given  to 
the  story  of  Charles  Heber  and  Alice  Ann  Evans 
Bird,  and  their  descendants.  The  history  and 
genealogy  of  William  Mins  hall  and  Charlotte 
Hyder  Evans,  parents  of  Alice  Ann  is  recorded 
in  the  appendix. 

An  honest  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  a 
true  portrayal  of  the  lives  and  works  of  the  family 
members.  May  their  life  sketches  stimulate  an 
increased  family  pride  and  a  desire  to  do  better 
because  our  ancestors  did  their  best.  We  trust 
this  volume  will  be  useful  for  future  research  and 
record  keeping  in  generations  to  come.

(Father  of  Charles  Heber) 

Almost  a  hundred  years  have  passed  since 
James  and  Harriet  Goble  Bird,  parents  of  Charles 
Heber,  left  their  native  England  and  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica,  as  converts  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints* 

For  generations  the  Birds  had  been  shepherds 
caring  for  sheep  on  the  rolling,  green  hills  of 
eastern  rural  England*  James  and  Harriet  had 
lived  at  Brandon,  Monford  and  Wrethem,  all  small 
parishes  in  Norfolk  Shire  (county)* 

Harriet  learned  of  the  Mormon  religion  while 
they  were  living  at  Monford,  Norfolk,  and  walked 
five  miles  to  hear  the  elders  speak*  She  was  there 
guided  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  to  accept  the  Gos¬ 
pel  (see  Life  Sketch  of  Harriet  Goble  Bird,  in 
Appendix  I),  A  short  time  later,  James  accepted 
the  gospel*  This  was  in  the  year  1850,  a  few  years 
before  the  birth  of  their  son  Charles  Heber*

James  Bird  was  born  March  1815  in  Snetter- 
ton,  Norfolk,  England,  He  was  the  son  of  John 
Bird  who  was  the  son  of  William  Bird*  Like  most 
young  men  of  working  families  at  that  time,  James 
had  no  opportunity  for  schooling.  He  followed  his 
father's  occupation  as  a  shepherd* 

James  married  Lydia  Jacobs  in  Stowboden, 
Norfolk,  England  (no  date  available).  She  bore  a 
son  they  named  Jacob,  but  the  child  died  in  infancy. 
Lydia  died  24  August  1848  in  Stowboden  when  she 
was  thirty  -four  years  of  age.  The  following  year, 
17  September  1849,  James  married  Harriet  Goble, 
He  was  nine  years  older  than  Harriet*  The  mar¬ 
riage  was  solemnized  at  the  Parish  Church,  County 
of  Norfolk,  at  Hockham.  They  were  later  endowed 
and  sealed  at  the  Salt  Lake  Endowment  House  on  14 
September  1867.  Lydia  was  also  sealed  to  James 
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James  Bird  2 

at  this  date. 

We  have  no  information  as  to  how  James 
and  Harriet  met;  they  were  born  in  areas  some 
one  hundred  fifty  miles  or  more  apart.  Harriet 
was  born  1Z  June  1824  at  Goodwood,  Sussex, 
England.  Goodwood  was  the  seat  of  the  Duke  of 
Richmond.  Also,  the  famous  Goodwood  race 
course  was  there.  Harriet  had  worked  as  a  maid 
at  the  estate  of  nobility  which  we  think  was  lo¬ 
cated  at  Hampnet,  Sussex,  England. 

We  know  little  of  James'  life  since  we  find 
no  history  of  him.  His  wife,  Harriet,  often  des¬ 
cribed  him  as  a  tall,  stately,  handsome  man. 

She  mentions  his  big,  dark  eyes  which  contrasted 
with  her  blue  ones.  He  was  stern  of  nature,  a 
man  of  honor  and  high  standards.  James  was 
successful  as  a  shepherd  and  thorough  in  the  care 
of  sheep.  However,  the  pattern  of  his  life  was  to 
change  from  the  herding  of  sheep  in  the  beautiful 
lowlands  of  England  to  pioneer  life  in  the  desolate - 
appearing  land  of  Utah. 

During  the  years  that  followed  their  con¬ 
version,  membership  in  the  Church  became  a 
barrier  for  friends  and  relatives,  but  the  fullness 
of  the  Gospel  sustained  them.  It  was  the  most 
important  truth  in  their  lives --more  important 
than  worldly  goods  or  the  generations  that  had 
tied  them  and  their  family  to  England.  It  was 
only  natural  that  their  great  desire  was  to  emi¬ 
grate  to  Zion  where  they  could  share  their  relig¬ 
ious  faith  with  their  neighbors  and  give  their 
young  family  an  opportunity  to  mature  in  the 
strength  of  the  Church  community. 

Their  wish  was  fulfilled  in  1864  when  they 
sailed  down  the  river  Thames  on  the  third  day  of 
June.  "The  Life  Sketch  of  Harriet  Goble  Bird,  " 
graphically  recounts  the  story  of  the  trip. 

"We  left  London  on  the  third  of  June, 
1864.  We  sailed  on  the  ship  Hudson  with 
1100  Saints  on  board,  down  the  river 
Thames  out  into  the  ocean  singing,  'Oh 
Babylon,  Oh  Babylon.  '  We  had  a  splendid 
voyage  without  storm  or  accident  of  any 
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Note  the  birthplace  of  Harriet  Goble  at  Goodwood,

kind.  We  arrived  in  New  York  early  in 
August.  From  there  we  went  up  the  river 
Hudson  to  Albany  and  then  took  the  train  to 
Buffalo  and  on  to  St.  Joe's  and  by  boat  to 
Omaha  where  we  were  met  by  the  ox  team 
sent  from  Salt  Lake.  We  left  Omaha  on  the 
17th  of  August  and  I  with  several  others, 
walked  all  the  way  to  Weber,  as  there  was 
no  room  in  the  wagon  for  the  healthy  ones. 

We  crossed  the  plains  in  Warren  Snow's 
Company  (the  last  Company  with  ox  teams 
for  that  season). 

Part  of  the  way  a  train  of  Gentiles 
joined  us,  which  made  our  train  five  miles 
long.  They  joined  us  for  safety,  which  was 
a  mutual  benefit  as  the  Indians  were  very 
aggressive  at  the  time. 

We  stayed  a  day  or  two  at  Weber, 
where  we  were  met  by  several  of  the  saints 
sent  by  Brigham  Young  with  wagons  and 
teams  to  carry  the  sick,  aged  and  weary 
the  rest  of  the  way,  and  very  welcome  they 
were.  We  reached  Salt  Lake  November  2, 
1864.  My  sister  and  her  husband,  John  and 
Fannie  Wood,  met  us  there  and  took  myself 
and  family  to  Farmington,  seventeen  miles 
north  of  Salt  Lake,  for  a  month,  and  then 
my  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Carter  brought 
us  to  Nephi.  " 

The  James  Bird  family  settled  in  Nephi 
December  7,  1864.  Their  first  home  was  a  dug- 
out  located  southwest  of  town  where  they  had 
taken  up  land.  It  was  outside  the  Old  Fort  Wall 
built  by  the  first  settlers  eleven  years  before  the 
Bird  family  arrived.  Later  the  family  built  a  two- 
room  adobe  house  on  the  land. 

In  1865,  a  year  after  the  family  had  settled 
in  Nephi,  the  Black  Hawk  Indian  War  broke  out  and 
it  was  two  years  before  peace  was  declared  and 
attacks  of  the  Indians  ceased.  James  went  on  with 
sheep  raising,  which  kept  him  away  from  home. 
During  these  years  the  Bird  family,  like  many 
others,  were  in  constant  fear  of  the  Indians. 
Charles  was  the  oldest  boy  at  home,  then  only 
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eleven  years  of  age.  He  was  appointed  to  stand 
guard,  ready  to  do  what  he  could  in  the  event  of 
trouble.  The  fear  of  Indians  worked  on  his 
nerves  and  he  frequently  had  nightmares  and 
would  call  out  in  the  night.  This  struck  terror 
in  the  hearts  of  the  family,  who  feared  some 
prowling  Indian  might  be  near  and  be  attracted 
to  the  dwelling  by  the  noise. 

Just  thirteen  months  after  their -arrival  in 
the  valley,  the  oldest  daughter,  Elizabeth,  died 
from  a  fever  (likely  typhoid).  She  was  a  very 
beautiful  girl  of  sixteen  years  and  had  been  a 
great  help  and  comfort  to  her  mother.  At  the 
time  of  her  death,  she  was  being  seriously 
courted  by  a  prominent  young  man  in  Nephi. 

All  members  of  the  James  and  Harriet  Bird 
family  were  born  in  England.  The  children  were 
William  Goble,  Elizabeth  Ann,  Cathleen  Blanch, 
Charles  Heber,  and  Edward  Harry.  William  was 
born  to  Harriet  before  her  marriage  to  James. 

The  child  took  the  name  of  Bird,  but  according  to 
temple  endowment  records  of  21  June  1883,  he 
lists  his  name  as  William  Goble  Cottrell,  his 
father  as  John  Cottrell,  and  his  mother  as  Harriet 
Goble.  William  did  not  come  to  America  in  1864 
with  the  family.  We  think  he  came  in  the  early 
1870's. 


James  continued  as  a  shepherd,  caring  for 
sheep  owned  cooperatively  which  were  pastured 
in  the  valley  south  of  Nephi.  The  sheep  coopera¬ 
tives  set-up  by  the  Church  throughout  the  terri¬ 
tory  were  later  absorbed  by  Zions  Cooperative 
Mercantile  Institute  after  its  establishment  in 
1868.  The  sheep  camp  was  about  three  miles 
from  their  home  where  Harriet  could  signal 
James  by  standing  on  top  of  the  dugout  where  they 
lived  and  waving  a  white  tablecloth.  His  signal 
was  the  smoke  from  his  campfire.  One  day  when 
the  smoke  failed  to  appear,  Harriet  became 
alarmed  and  sent  help.  The  neighbor  who  went  to 
investigate  found  James  in  a  dying  condition.  His 
illness  was  never  diagnosed;  they  simply  termed 
it  "fever.  "  His  burial  was  in  the  lower  cemetery 
at  Nephi.  His  untimely  death  was  a  great  loss  to

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his  family,  who  were  left  with  small  means  to 
provide  for  their  daily  needs.  Their  hopes  and 
plans  for  better  living  conditions  were  now  delayed. 
Though  sad  of  heart  with  the  death  of  two  dear 
family  members  since  their  arrival  in  Zion,  they 
picked  up  the  broken  threads  and  with  faith,  cour¬ 
age  and  hard  work,  carried  on  to  better  days  and 
the  realization  of  some  cherished  dreams, 

Harriet  and  family  had  as  income  only  the 
small  amount  she  and  her  sons  made  working  in 
the  fields  and  at  odd  jobs.  They  raised  their  own 
vegetables,  gleaned  grain  from  the  fields,  made 
their  own  clothes,  and  knit  their  stockings.  Har¬ 
riet  did  some  carding  and  spinning  of  wool.  Soon 
after  the  railroad  came  to  Utah  in  1869,  William 
went  to  work  as  section  hand.  This  income  helped 
the  family. 

Two  years  after  the  death  of  her  husband 
James,  Harriet  married  Samuel  Ringrose.  The 
marriage  was  of  short  duration  because  they  were 
not  compatible.  During  the  years  that  followed, 
her  daughter  Blanch  married  and  moved  to  Farm¬ 
ington.  Her  nephew,  Thomas  Carter,  lost  his 
wife  leaving  a  family  of  two  children  motherless 
and  Harriet  took  these  children  into  her  home  to 
rear.  Later  the  goodness  of  her  heart  compelled 
her  to  take  the  three  children  of  Sam  Reed  to  rear. 

When  she  was  relieved  of  the  responsibility 
of  the  foster  children,  she  married  Benjaman 
Riches,  5  April  1888.  He  was  a  kindly  old-time 
resident  of  Nephi  with  whom  she  hoped  to  find 
peace  and  happiness  as  they  lived  happily  in  his 
little  home.  We  quote  from  her  diary  of  April, 
1888: 

Tuesday  4.  Brother  Riches  was  there 
bright  and  early  to  take  me, to  Manti 
Temple  to  be  sealed  to  him  for  time. 
Wednesday  5.  Went  through  the  House 
of  the  Lord  and  after  getting  through  was 
sealed  to  Benjamin  Riches,  After  leaving 
the  Temple  we  went  back  to  Ephraim  there 
being  a  theatre  there. 

Thursday  6.  Returned  home  found  all  well 
and  everybody  congratulated  us,  eat  2 
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suppers^  (sic)  (Exact  quotation  of  spell¬ 
ing,  etc,  ) 

Again  her  hopes  were  dashed  for,  soon  after 
their  marriage,  Brother  Riches  met  with  a  ser¬ 
ious  accident  from  which  he  did  not  recover. 

Again  we  quote  from  her  diary: 

January  3,  1889.  I  have  never  put  a  scratch 
of  a  pen  to  tell  my  troubles  but  I  have  buried 
Brother  Riches  and  all  my  happiness  for  a 
while  is  dashed  to  the  ground. 

March  30,  1889.  I  have  been  called  to  pass 
through  another  heavy  trial.  William  has 
buried  May.  She  died  on  the  9th  of  March 
1889  and  left  him  with  three  little  children 
under  five  years  of  age  and  as  I  am  so  un¬ 
happy  at  the  home  Brother  Riches  left  me 
I  have  left  all  and  am  here  taking  care  of 
William  and  children.  Surely  this  has  been 
a  winter  of  sorrow  and  trouble  to  me  but  I 
hope  there  is  something  better  for  me  in  the 
sweet  by  and  bye.  I  desire  to  overcome  all 
my  evil  propensities  and  shortcomings  and 
be  prepared  to  enter  into  that  rest  that 
remains  for  the  faithful,  (sic) 

This  charitable  woman  actually  reared  three 
families  plus  her  own.  One  beautiful  bit  of  her 
philosophy  was  expressed  in  her  advice  to  young 
mothers,  "Raise  your  children  in  faith.  " 

Most  of  Harriet's  life  was  spent  in  service 
to  others.  She  was  a  faithful  church  worker  and 
gave  much  compassionate  service  in  the  homes 
of  the  sick  and  needy. 

Harriet  Goble  Bird  was  indeed  a  heroine  in 
her  day,  great  in  the  virtues  found  in  the  soul  of 
a  noble  pioneer.  She  endured  hardships,  hunger, 
toil,  sorrow  and  pain,  but  nothing  embittered  her 
or  weakened  her  faith. 

She  died  4  May  1915  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
one  years  of  age,  lacking  one  month.

A  Tribute  to  My  Grandmother

And  with  the  children  near  her  side 
They'd  glean  precious  kernels  through  rain  and 
shine. 

In  the  spring,  when  the  sheep  were  shorn 
She  would  follow  their  trails  all  day  long 
To  gather  the  wool  from  their  backs  torn 
As  they  wound  through  tall  sagebrush,  long 
since  gone. 

The  golden  grains  provided  them  bread. 

The  wool  hand-carded  and  home  spun 

Was  made  into  clothes  and  covers  for  each  bed. 

Thus  life  was  lived  from  sun  to  sun. 
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Though,  oft  they  dined  on  roots  and  wild  game, 

And  she  had  to  sew  and  mend  by  tallow-light, 

She  was  never  want  to  quit  or  complain 
Through  the  longest  day  or  the  darkest  night.

Grandmother's  was  a  busy  life  in  very  deed, 

Rearing  three  young  families  besides  her  own 

And  giving  service  to  others  in  need 

While  making  for  her  children  a  happy  home. 

Faithful  to  the  cause  of  Relief  Society  work 
She  nursed  the  sick  and  helped  the  poor. 

Never  a  job,  great  or  small,  would  she  shirk 
Or  ever  turn  the  needy  from  her  door. 

Though  long  now  she's  been  at  rest, 

Memory  recalls  the  greatness  of  her  career, 

While  her  name  is  honored,  revered,  and  blessed 
Befitting  the  life  of  a  noble  woman  pioneer. 

I  should  like  to  add  here  a  few  of  the  many 
fond  and  endearing  memories  of  grandmother 
Harriet  Goble  Bird,  particularly  in  my  childhood 
days  when  we  lived  near  her  home.  There  was  a 
well-beaten  path  between  the  two  places.  Her  kind 
and  understanding  heart  has  solved  many  childish 
problems  and  healed  many  little  hurts.  She  was 
ever  near  when  we  were  in  trouble.  I  well  remem¬ 
ber  how  she  would  come  and  with  the  corner  of  her 
big  kitchen  apron,  such  as  she  always  wore  around 
home,  she  would  dry  our  eyes  and  with  tender 
caresses,  say:  "There,  there  save  your  tears 
for  greater  sorrows,  "  and  soon  we'd  be  off  to 
play  again,  our  troubles  forgotten.  And  how  I 
loved  to  eat  a  meal  at  grandmother's  home,  just 
we  two,  simple  though  that  meal  may  be,  it  was 
a  highlight  in  my  young  life,  many  of  which  I  have 
enjoyed  while  listening  to  interesting  stories  she 
would  tell.  When  she  had  us  all  there  for  a  family 
dinner,  it  was  a  pleasure  we  fully  enjoyed  and 
looked  forward  to  with  great  anticipation.  Many 
such  joyous  occasions  were  ours  during  our  grow¬ 
ing  up  years.  As  we  grew  to  adulthood  her  exem¬ 
plary  life  and  influence  for  good  was  ever  a 
guiding  light  to  help  us  onward  and  upward  in  the 
path  of  truth  and  righteousness.

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CHARLES  HEBER  BIRD 


Charles  Heber  was  the  third  child  of  James 
and  Harriet  Goble  Bird.  He  was  born  23  Novem¬ 
ber  1854  at  Wrethem,  Norfolk,  England.  We  have 
little  account  of  Charles1  life  up  to  his  tenth  year 
when  he  came  from  England  to  Zion  with  his 
family.  The  trip  by  boat  to  New  York  and  the  long 
trek  across  the  plains  by  ox  team  was  a  lark  for 
young  Charles.  He  walked  along  with  his  mother 
almost  the  entire  distance,  helping  in  various 
ways,  doing  errands  and  picking  up  buffalo  chips 
for  his  mother  to  carry  in  her  big  apron  ready  to 
build  the  camp  fire. 

He  had  a  sweet  singing  voice  and  a  cheery 
disposition  and  enjoyed  life  fully,  but  found  he  had 
to  make  many  adjustments  to  his  new  life  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  His  English  brogue  was  amusing  to  his  new 
friends  and  they  often  provoked  him  to  use  such 
expressions  as  "leave  off  nipping"  and  other  typi¬ 
cally  English  phrases.  It  was  not  long,  though, 
until  he  was  one  with  the  crowd,  enjoying  good 
times  with  them.  On  one  of  these  occasions 
while  playing  crack-the -whip  on  ice,  he  was 
thrown  from  the  end  and  severly  injured  in  his 
left  leg. 

When  Charles'  father,  James,  passed  away, 
Charles  shared  responsibility  for  the  family  with 
his  mother.  He  worked  side  by  side  with  her, 
tilling  the  soil,  planting,  harvesting  and  helping  in 
such  way§  as  he  could.  Occasionally  he  found 
time  to  hire  out  to  a  farmer  who  paid  him  fifty 
cents  a  day  and  gave  him  board.  The  working  day 
started  at  dawn  and  ended  at  dark,  with  chores, 
such  as  milking  cows,  feeding  all  the  livestock, 
bringing  in  the  days  supply  of  wood  and  all  to  be 
done  before  and  after  the  day's  work  in  the  field. 

When  still  in  his  teens,  Charles  entered  the 
freighting  business  with  Andrew  Love  and  Sons  of 
Nephi,  first  as  a  hired  hand  and  then  with  a  fine 
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team  of  mules  and  a  wagon  of  his  own.  He 
freighted  between  Willow  Creek  north  of  Nephi 
to  Frisco,  Leeds,  Pioche,  St.  George,  and  other 
southern  posts. 

When  Charles  began  to  see  a  source  of  in¬ 
dependent  means,  he  felt  that  he  could  support  a 
wife.  He  asked  the  little  girl  of  his  dreams, 

Alice  Ann  Evans,  to  marry  him. 

Alice  Ann  Evans,  third  child  of  William  M. 
and  Charlotte  Hyder  Evans  [see  appendix  III],  was 
born  1  February  1856  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
where  her  parents  were  living  temporarily.  They 
returned  to  their  home  in  Nephi  soon  after  Alice's 
birth.  It  was  there  she  grew  to  womanhood  and 
became  part  of  the  pioneer  life.  She  was  dark 
haired,  full  of  enthusiasm,  peppy,  keenly  sensitive 
and  alert.  She  loved  to  dance  and  was  an  artist  at 
the  highland  fling. 

Alice  was  her  father's  "chore  boy"  and  helper 
in  many  ways  since  there  were  no  sons  old  enough 
at  that  time  to  work.  The  oldest  son  died  in  infan¬ 
cy,  the  next  two  died  just  one  year  apart  in  early 
young  manhood.  Following  the  death  of  Charles, 
the  last  of  the  two  brothers  to  die,  Alice  had  a 
very  impressive  dream  or  vision.  Her  brothers 
appeared  to  her  with  a  message  for  their  parents 
who  were  greatly  grieved  over  the  loss  of  their 
sons.  The  things  they  told  Alice  greatly  com¬ 
forted  and  reconciled  the  parents. 

MY  DREAM 

"I  saw  Charles  and  David  standing  at  the 
foot  of  the  bed,  I  imagined  myself  sitting  up  in 
bed.  I  said,  'Is  that  you,  Charles?'  He  said, 

‘Yes,  I  did  not  know  whether  to  come  or  not  as 
I  did  not  know  whether  I  could  get  you  to  see  me 
or  not.  '  I  asked  him  if  he  was  happy,  he  said  that 
he  was  and  he  would  not  come  back  as  he  could  do 
us  all  so  much  more  good  than  he  could  if  he  had 
stayed  to  help  Father.  He  said,  ‘Tell  Father  and 
Mother  they  must  not  grieve  after  us.  Mother 
thinks  that  if  she  had  commenced  to  doctor  me 
sooner,  I  would  have  got  well,  but  if  she  had 
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commenced  before  I  was  sick,  it  would  not  have 
saved  me,  for  I  had  to  go.  '  He  said,  'It  is  too  bad 
Lottie  is  not  home,  but  it  will  be  all  right.  Uncle 
Isaac  wanted  me  to  talk  to  Aunt  Elizabeth  on  Satur¬ 
day,  but  she  did  not  listen  good  enough.  If  she  had 
listened,  my  voice  would  have  come  back  to  me, 
but  I'll  tell  you  some  now,  tell  her  that  he  don't, 
want  her  to  grieve  for  him  if  she  knew  how  much 
good  he  is  doing,  she  would  rejoice.  ‘ 

"I  then  looked  at  David  and  saw  he  looked 
happy.  I  said,  'What  is  the  matter  you  don't  speak 
to  me.  Aren't  you  happy?'  He  said,  'Yes,  but 
Charles  had  come  to  talk  and  I  have  come  with 
him.  '  I  then  saw  Giddy  Wilson.  I  asked,  'Who  is 
that?  Is  it  Giddy?'  David  said,  'Yes,  of  course.  ' 

I  said,  'Giddy,  are  you  happy?'  He  did  not  speak 
but  whispered  to  David.  David  said,  'Yes,  he  is 
happy.  '  He  whispered  again  and  then  David  said, 
'He  wants  you  to  tell  his  mother  not  to  grieve  for 
him.  '  I  then  said,  'You  are  all  dressed  alike.  ' 
David  said,  'Yes,  I  am  glad  Charles'  are  like 
ours.  Thank  Aunt  Elizabeth  for  getting  them 
made  alike.  '  Charles  said,  'Thank  her  for  me, 
too.  '  And  Giddy  nodded  his  head  to  me  and  then 
whispered  to  David  and  David  nodded  to  him  and 
Giddy  went  away. 

"I  then  asked  David  if  he  would  have  died  if 
he  had  not  been  ordained.  He  said,  'No,  but  I 
would  have  died  on  Friday  when  I  was  so  bad  if  I 
had  of  been  ordained.  '  I  said,  'Charles,  would 
you  have  died?'  He  looked  at  me  but  did  not  an¬ 
swer.  David  said,  'No,  he  would  have  lain  and 
suffered  for  weeks  for  we  had  a  work  to  do  that 
we  could  not  do  unless  we  were  ordained.  Uncle 
Isaac  came  for  me  and  wanted  me  to  come  for 
Charles,  but  I  did  not  like  to  come  so  soon.  The 
Lord  appointed  this  work  for  Charles  and  me  and 
I  had  done  all  I  could  until  Charles  came  to  help 
me,  so  Uncle  Isaac  and  I  came  for  Charles.  '  Then 
Charles  said  they  were  going  to  work  with  Uncle 
Isaac.  David  said,  'No,  not  with  him  but  near 
him.  We  don't  have  to  work  hard.  We  can  go  and 
see  him  when  we  like.  '  I  then  asked  what  work 
they  were  going  to  do.  David  said  work  that 
would  benefit  all  especially  our  families.  He 
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said  be  often  visited  his  friends.  He  had  found 
brother  Willie  and  said  he  was  happy  and  that  he 
had  a  good  mother.  He  had  visited  his  two  sis¬ 
ters.  Charles  had  seen  all  his  friends  and  he  was 
going  to  visit  them  before  he  went  to  work. 

David  said,  ‘Do  you  remember  Father  tell¬ 
ing  Aunt  Anne  that  he  Imew  if  he  had  got  home 
with  the  medicine  in  time  it  would  have  cured  me  ? 
Tell  him  not  to  have  such  thoughts  for  I  had  to  go. 
If  Father  and  Mother  knew  how  much  good  we  can 
do,  they  would  be  willing  to  part  with  you  all  if  it 
was  necessary.  '  I  asked  David  why  he  did  not 
come  to  see  us.  He  said,  'I  do  come.  '  I  asked 
him  why  we  would  not  see  him.  He  said,  'Because 
you  would  be  afraid.  ‘  I  said,  'No,  we  would  not.  ' 
He  said,  'Yes,  you  would.  '  I  said,  'Not  if  you 
come  in  the  day  time.  '  He  said,  'It  is  night  you 
need  me  the  most  to  watch  over  you.  But  one  of 
you  have  seen  me  a  number  of  times.  '  He  men¬ 
tioned  the  name.  It  was  Sarah  or  Martha- -I  have 
forgot  which- -and  said  all  three  of  them  and  Uncle 
Isaac  were  coming  tomorrow. 

"I  then  asked  Charles  what  was  the  matter 
with  him.  He  did  not  answer.  David  said,  ‘The 
Lord  said  there  would  be  diseases  that  no  man 
would  understand.  '  I  asked  them  if  any  more  of 
us  had  to  go.  David  said  he  could  not  answer 
that.  He  then  said,  'It  is  time  for  us  to  go.  '  I 
saw  Giddy  waiting  at  the  door.  I  felt  bad  and 
said  I  wished  I  had  not  asked  that.  David  turned 
and  said,  'That  is  not  the  reason  we  are  going.  ' 

He  said  he  could  talk  for  hours  but  their  time  was 
up  and  they  had  to  go  now.  I  asked  them  to  kiss 
me.  Charles  laughed  and  said  kissing  would  not 
do  any  good.  They  then  left.  M 

"This  is  all  that  I  can  remember.  " 

Alice  had  received  a  stern  grammar  school 
training  at  Nephi.  Following  six  weeks  of  training 
she  had  received  a  teacher's  certificate  at  the 
University  of  Deseret  in  Salt  Lake  City.  When 
Charles,  the  young  man  of  19,  proposed  to  her, 
she  readily  accepted,  feeling  marriage  more  im¬ 
portant  than  teaching.  She  was  only  18  years  old 
at  the  time.  They  chose  21  September  1874  as 
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their  wedding  date,  and  plans  were  made  for  their 
trip.  They  traveled  by  team  and  wagon  from 
Nephi  to  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
accompanied  by  two  other  couples.  The  first 
night  they  camped  at  Springville  and  during  the 
evening  made  contact  accidentally  with  Richard 
Bird  while  sitting  around  the  campfire  enjoying 
each  other's  company.  Alice  said  to  Charles: 
"Charles  Bird,  don't  you  do  that!  "  A  Springville 
man  in  the  vicinity  heard  the  name  and  came  to 
make  himself  acquainted  stating  that  his  name 
was  Richard  Bird  and  that  his  family  had  come 
from  England.  A  friendship  was  established  be¬ 
tween  the  two  families,  but  no  genealogical  con¬ 
nection  has  yet  been  made. 

The  second  stop  was  the  "half-way  camp", 
the  Jordan  Narrows.  The  third  day  brought  them 
to  Salt  Lake  where  they  were  privileged  to  have 
Wilford  Woodruff  perform  their  marriage  cere¬ 
mony  iii  the  Endowment  House. 

The  first  home  of  Charles  and  Alice  Bird 
was  one  small  room  in  his  mother's  home.  It 
was  furnished  with  the  bare  necessities  for  living: 
a  bed,  table,  a  couple  of  chairs,  a  few  shelves, 
and  a  box  chest  all  made  by  Alice's  father,  Will¬ 
iam  Evans.  Added  to  this  was  a  small  stove  and 
a  few  dishes.  With  these  meager  essentials  they 
started  housekeeping,  happy  in  their  humble  be¬ 
ginning. 

A  few  years  later  they  built  a  two- room 
adobe  home  on  the  Bird  property  near  the  home 
of  Charles '  mother.  Additional  rooms  were 
added  as  the  family  grew.  The  house  stood  on 
enough  acreage  to  grow  feed  for  their  animals 
and  wheat,  fruit  and  vegetables  for  the  family 
needs . 

Charles'  leg  injury  in  youth  had  developed 
into  "white  swelling"  (tuberculosis  of  the  bone). 
After  more  than  two  years  of  severe  suffering  he 
consented,  as  a  last  resort,  to  have  the  limb  am¬ 
putated.  The  operation  was  performed  by  Doctors 
D.  and  J.  M.  Benedict,  then  known  as  the  best 
surgeons  in  the  Territory  of  Utah.  The  amputa¬ 
tion  took  place  August  28,  1878  at  the  Holy  Cross 
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Hospital  (then  very  small)  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
Charles  was  critically  ill  for  he  suffered  serious 
hemorrhage  following  the  surgery.  Lis' recovery 
after  long  weeks  of  suffering  and  uncertainty,  was 
due  mainly  to  the  faithful  prayers  of  his  dear  ones. 

During  the  time  of  his  convalescence  in  their 
humble  little  home  at  Nephi,  he  found  means  of 
passing  the  time  in  various  helpful  ways.  He 
learned  to  knit,  and  since  most  stockings  were 
hand  knit  in  those  days,  his  work  was  indeed 
worthwhile.  He  knit  stockings  for  his  wife,  their 
two  children  and  his  wife's  sisters.  He  sat  with 
the  one  empty  pant  leg  folded  under  him  and  sang 
or  told  stories  to  his  little  ones  while  he  worked. 
But  his  cheerful  attitude  did  not  reveal  his  real 
feelings.  Charles  was  worried  about  his  future, 
he  was  now  confronted  with  the  problem  of  making 
a  living  and  he  knew  he  could  not  continue  freight¬ 
ing  with  only  one  leg. 

Dr.  J.  N.  Christensen,  itinerant  _deni at, 
had  set  up  iri  a  room  at  the  John  Vickers  home  in 
Nephi.  Sarah  Vickers,  a  daughter  of  John,  had 
the  idea  that  Charles  Bird  could  learn  to  be  a  den¬ 
tist.  She  encouraged  him  to  contact  Dr.  Christen¬ 
sen,  suggesting  that  a  dentist  was  needed  in  Nephi. 
The  contact  was  made  and  Dr.  Christensen  con¬ 
sented  to  teach  Charles  dentistry  under  the  con¬ 
dition  that  Charles  agree  to  give  him  his  fine  team 
of  mules  and  freighting  wagon  in  return  for  pro¬ 
fessional  training  and  dental  tools.  The  training 
period  was  brief;  Dr.  Christensen  soon  left  Nephi. 

Then  began  a  difficult  period.  Alice,  his 
loving  wife,  helped  him  read  instructions,  inter¬ 
pret  the  dental  literature,  solve  problems,  and 
work  out  techniques  in  dentistry.  She  was  part¬ 
ner,  advisor,  and  office  girl  through  the  years  of 
his  dental  practice.  Charles'  endurance,  perse¬ 
verance  and  ambition,  along  with  the  help  of  his 
wife,  became  the  key  to  his  success.  His  mother 
was  also  helpful- -she  allowed  him  to  experiment 
on  her  teeth.  The  first  denture  Charles  made  was 
for  his  mother  and  the  quality  of  the  work  is  evi¬ 
denced  in  the  fact  that  she  wore  the  same  plate 
throughout  her  life. 
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Charles  under  went  surgery  for  leg  amputation  in 

this  hospital  August  28,  1878. 


The  older  Bird  children  attended  Juab  Stake  Academy 
in  this  adobe  building  which  also  served  as  civic  and 

social  hall. 


Mr ' 
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Juab  Stake  House,  built  in  I860.  Bird  family 
attended  church  services  he  re  - -Primary  and 
M.  I.  A.  in  vestry. 
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Charles1  limb  had  been  amputated  near  the 
hip  socket  and  he  used  crutches  for  a  time  because 
the  making  and  wearing  of  an  artificial  limb  was 
difficult.  We  know  that  in  the  early  1880's  he  ac¬ 
quired  a  cork  limb  which  was  supported  by  a  wide 
strap  worn  over  his  shoulder.  Through  all  the 
years  of  his  practice  he  stood  on  an  artificial 
limb  and  tred  the  dental  drill  with  his  good  leg, 

Charles  became  acquainted  with  the  Claw¬ 
son  brothers,  Stanley  and  Fred,  in  Salt  Lake  City 
in  the  ISSO's,  The  Clawson  Brothers  were  suc¬ 
cessful  practicing  dentists  and  operated  a  dental 
supply  business.  They  took  a  personal  liking  to 
Charles  and  became  interested  in  his  future  suc¬ 
cess.  They  sent  him  up-to-date  dental  literature, 
kept  him  posted  on  new  developments,  and  instruc¬ 
ted  him  in  the  techniques  and'new  phases  of  den¬ 
tistry  from  time  to  time,  Charles  and  Alice 
usually  attended  Latter-day  Saint  General  Con¬ 
ference  in  Salt  Lake  City.  At  such  times,  Charles 
had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Clawson  Bro¬ 
thers  where  he  received  valuable  information  and 
some  training  in  the  dental  profession.  Occasion¬ 
ally  he  would  stay  longer  than  the  Conference  for 
some  special  work. 

The  sweet  spirit  of  Charles  and  Alice  took 
them  through  this  trying  period  of  learning  a  pro¬ 
fession  and  emerging  in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

They  had  fine  singing  voices  and  sang  together 
beautifully  the  songs  of  Zion  and  the  lovely  ballads 
that  never  die.  Their  favorite  hymn  was  "Come, 
Come  Ye  Saints"  which  Charles  would  sing  to  his 
little  ones  along  with  the  lullaby  cradle  songs  as 
he  held  them  on  his  knee  and  cuddled  them  to 
sleep.  Singing  in  the  home  when  at  work  or  play 
created  the  spirit  of  peace  and  family  unity  that 
lasted  through  the  years  and  became  a  power  in 
cultivating  the  inborn  talent  of  their  children,  all 
of  whom  loved  to  sing.  They  became  known  as  the 
"Singing  Birds,  " 

Charles  began  dental  practice  in  1879,  in  one 
room  of  the  John  Vickers  home  at  Nephi,  His  first 
office  was  a  small  one -room  building  on  the  east 
side  of  Main  Street.  He  later  moved  to  a  larger 
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and  better  equipped  office  room  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Hyde  and  Whitmore  Mercantile  on  the 
west  side  of  Main  Street.  His  practice  steadily 
grew  and  he  was  able  to  build  a  two -room  office 
on  his  own  property,  near  their  home  at  Second 
South  between  Main  and  First  East.  This  office 
had  improved  facilities  and  equipment  to  lend  effi¬ 
ciency  to  his  rapidly  growing  practice.  After  his 
move  to  Manti  in  1896,  he  still  maintained  his  two- 
room  office  in  Nephi  where  he  came  at  intervals 
to  care  for  his  Nephi  patients. 

Through  the  years  Charles  was  instrumental 
in  training  four  young  men  in  dentistry:  his  son 
Charles  William  Bird,  Ernest  Evans,  Otto 
Nielson  and  J.  Albert  Booth.  His  training  helped 
these  young  aspiring  dentists  to  succeed  in  further 
study  and  training  for  the  dental  profession. 

He  extended  his  service  to  the  Sanpete  area, 
during  the  time  that  he  practiced  dentistry  in 
Nephi.  The  days  he  planned  to  be  in  the  various 
towns  were  published  and  people  came  to  the  des¬ 
ignated  house  for  their  dental  work  to  be  done.

In  1896  Charles  made  the  decision  to  move 
his  family  to  Manti,  which  was  a  central  location 
for  his  country-side  practice.  This  date  is  sig¬ 
nificant  since  this  was  the  year  Utah  won  state¬ 
hood,  He  practiced  in  Manti  for  some  twenty  ' 
years  and  then  moved  to  Farmington  in  1916  where 
he  again  set  up  his  dental  chair  and,  except  for  a 
two-year  interval  at  Harmony  Court  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  he  practiced  there  the  last  twelve  years  of 
his  life.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  one  of 
the  oldest  practicing  dentists  in  the  state.  It  was 
a  common  thing  as  the  years  passed  to  meet  some¬ 
one  who  would  say,  "Yes,  I  knew  Dr.  Bird.  He 
made  my  plates.  "  Many  people  have  told  of  their 
trips  to  Manti  to  have  their  dental  work  done.  He 
had  the  name  of  being  one  of  the  best  denture  tech¬ 
nicians  of  his  day. 

Charles  was  a  faithful  Latter-day  Saint.  He 
was  deeply  interested  in  the  youth  of  Zion.  The 
years  he  spent  in  the  Juab  Stake  presidency  in  the 
Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association  were 
most  rewarding.  Charles  fulfilled  a  stake  mission; 
he  also  served  as  chorister  for  Nephi  South  Ward. 
After  the  family  moved  to  Manti,  he  served  in  the 
Sanpete  State  High  Priest  Quorum  presidency  and 
was  a  ward  teacher  most  of  his  life.  In  those 
early  days,  ward  teachers  were  called  to  help 
settle  disputes  in  the  homes  they  visited.  He  had 
some  interesting  experiences  during  those  years 
of  service.  Often  he  expressed  his  testimony  of 
the  Gospel  to  his  patients  and  friends  and  told  of 
the  benefits  of  clean,  wholesome  living.  He  had 
complete  faith  in  prayer  and  the  power  of  the 
Priesthood.  On  one  occasion,  the  life  of  a  grand¬ 
daughter,  Lorna  Booth,  was  threatened  with  a 
kinked  bowel.  Lorna  remembers  gaining  con¬ 
sciousness  while  the  hands  of  Grandfather  Charles 
were  laid  upon  her  head  as  he  asked  the  Lord  to 
spare  the  life  of  the  little  girl.  His  prayer  was 
answered.  He  was  promised  in  a  blessing  given 
him  in  early  married  life  that  so  long  as  he  paid 
his  tithing  and  offerings  his  children  and  their 
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children  would  never  want  for  the  necessities  of 
life.  That  blessing  has  been  fulfilled. 

Charles  had  a  well-balanced  life.  He  liked 
people  and  made  friends  wherever  he  went.  His 
neighbors,  patients,  and  even  casual  acquaintances 
followed  him  with  keen  interest.  He  had  a  kind 
heart  and  was  known  to  give  comfort  whenever  he 
saw  someone  in  need. 

Charles  delighted  in  the  beauties  of  nature 
and  out-of-doors.  He  loved  animals  and  always 
had  an  excellent  team  of  horses  or  a  buggy  horse 
and  a  milking  cow.  There  was  always  plenty  of 
hay  in  the  barn.  He  took  great  pleasure  and  pride 
in  gardening  and  kept  his  plot  clean  and  productive. 
Charles  felt  a  security  in  owning  land  and  was 
among  the  first  to  take  up  land  on  the  Levan  Ridge. 
[McQune,  Alice  P.  ,  History  of  Juab  County,  Juab 
County  Company  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Utah 
Pioneers,  1947,  p.  161: 

.  .  .  In  1897,  Stephen  Boswell  and  Charles  H. 
Garret  filed  homestead  application  for  land 
in  the  center  of  the  Levan  Ridge.  They 
cleared  and  planted  ten  acres  of  land  to 
wheat,  which  they  successfully  raised  on 
the  dry  land  basis.  Dr.  John  A.  Widstoe 
established  an  experiment  station  for  Utah 
State  Agriculture  College  on  the  ridge  in 
the  year  1904,  to  determine  the  quality  of 
milling  wheat  to  be  raised  on  the  land.  The 
wheat  was  proved  to  be  of  good  quality,  so 
a  number  of  people  took  up  land.  Promi¬ 
nent  among  them  was  the  Grace  Brothers.] 

In  1905  he  acquired  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
hoping  that  he  with  the  help  of  his  sons  could 
develop  it  into  good  wheat  dry  land  farming. 

When  the  sons  were  old  enough  to  help,  they  built 
a  little  shack  on  the  land  and  spent  the  summer 
months  cleaning  the  ground  of  sagebrush  ready 
for  planting.  They  hauled  water  in  barrels  from 
"Four  Mile  Creek"  for  culinary  use  until  they 
were  able  to  dig  a  well.  They  battled  summer 
heat  and  rattle  snakes  (one  of  the  boys  was  bitten 
by  a  snake.)  Their  mother,  Alice,  spent  the 
summers  with  them  keeping  house  and  helping  the 
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boys  with  the  outside  work  along  with  encouraging 
words,  Charles  would  join  them  in  the  evening 
after  he  completed  his  day's  work  in  the  temporary 
office  at  Nephi, 

During  the  last  years  Charles  and  Alice 
spent  in  Farmington,  they  changed  their  living 
pattern  to  a  slower  pace,  taking  time  to  visit  and 
reminisce  with  family  and  friends.  Their  child¬ 
ren  and  grandchildren  remember,  with  fondness, 
visiting  them  during  those  last  precious  years, 

Charles  continued  to  practice  dentistry  until 
a  few  days  before  his  death.  After  a  short  illness 
his  heart  failed,  and  he  passed  away  1Z  November 
19Z7  in  Farmington  at  the  age  of  seventy-three. 

His  burial  was  in  the  Manti  cemetery  at  the  foot  of 
the  Manti  Temple  where  he  wished  to  lie  peace¬ 
fully  for  his  last  sleep. 

The  lives  of  Charles  Heber  and  Alice  Ann 
Evans  Bird  were  closely  interwoven  throughout 
the  more  than  fifty  years  of  married  life  together. 
They  thought  of  their  children  as  precious  jewels 
from  Heaven  and  gave  their  best  in  rearing  four 
sons  and  four  daughters  to  man  and  womanhood: 
Charlotte  Ann,  Harriet  Bell,  Charles  William, 
Ephia  Louie,  Blanch  Evelyn,  Kenneth  James, 

Heber  Gould,  and  Myron  Evan.  [A  short  history 
of  the  life  of  each  child  and  his  genealogy  will  be 
found  in  Part  II  of  this  book,  ]  They  lost  a  precious 
little  light  brown  curly  haired  daughter,  Geneva 
Evans,  with  spinal  meningitis  on  Christmas  Eve, 
1886,  when  she  was  two  and  one -half  years  of  age. 

Alice  was  very  active  in  the  Church  and  had 
a  strong  testimony  of  the  Gospel,  She  served  as 
counselor  in  the  presidency  of  the  first  Young 
Women's  Mutual  Improvement  Association  Organi¬ 
zation  at  Nephi--then  known  as  the  Young  Ladies 
Retrenchment  Society- -from  March,  1874,  to 
June,  1875,  when  a  reorganization  was  affected  by 
Eliza  R,  Snow  changing  the  name  to  Young  Women' 
Mutual  Improvement  Association.  Alice  was  a 
member  of  both  ward  and  stake  choirs  through  the 
greater  portion  of  her  life.  She  worked  in  the 
Primary  Association  for  thirty  years,  having 
served  in  the  stake  presidency  of  both  Juab  and 
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Sanpete  stakes.  She  also  worked  in  the  Relief 
Society. 

Alice  was  a  good  housekeeper  and  home¬ 
maker;  she  managed  her  household  effectively. 

She  was  a  good  cook,  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children  fondly  remember  their  favorite  dishes 
cooked  by  her.  Many  will  remember  the  deli¬ 
cious  fruit  cake  and  plum  pudding  she  made  and 
served  at  Christmas  time.  Most  of  the  children's 
clothing  was  made  by  Alice,  who  had  learned  this 
kind  of  thrift  from  her  own  pioneer  mothers. 

Alice  was  a  good  mother;  she  was  alert  to 
her  children's  needs.  She  deserved  the  title  of 
"minute  man"  as  she  could  meet  any  challenge 
with  a  minute's  notice.  She  loved  to  work  out- 
of-doors  and  would  rather  milk  a  cow  than  wash 
dishes  and  weed  the  garden  than  make  the  beds, 
but  this  did  not  in  any  way  diminish  her  domestic 
ability.  Her  graceful  little  hands  were  never  idle. 
She  had  excellent  skill  in  lace  making,  netting 
(almost  a  lost  art),  tatting,  crotcheting,  and  em¬ 
broidery.  Scores  of  these  pieces  adorn  the  homes 
of  her  children,  grandchildren  and  many  of  her 
friends . 

Traveling  held  a  special  fascination  for 
Alice.  She  had  the  opportunity  of  traveling  from 
the  east  coast  of  the  United  States  to  the  west 
coast.  Soon  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  she 
journeyed  to  Chicago  to  attend  the  graduation  of 
her  youngest  son,  Myron,  from  Illinois  Medical 
School.  Following  the  graduation,  she  accom¬ 
panied  Myron  and  his  family  on  a  tour  of  the 
eastern  states.  They  traveled  to  New  York  and 
visited  many  historical  places  of  the  Church  en 
route.  While  traveling,  Alice  found  some  choice 
little  souvenir  for  every  member  of  her  posterity. 
She  had  the  ability  to  choose  the  appropriate  gift 
for  each  individual.  At  Christmas  time  that  same 
quality  was  expressed  in  her  remembrances  to  all 
of  the  family  members. 

She  made  several  trips  to  California  and 
Idaho  and  often  visited  with  her  children  and  their 
families  and  friends  during  her  later  years. 

Alice  was  nearing  her  eighty-fifth  birthday  when 
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she  passed  away.  She  was  keenly  alert,  active, 
and  very  independent  and  able  to  take  care  of  her¬ 
self  up  to  the  end.  The  only  evidence  of  physical 
inability  was  impaired  hearing. 

One  of  the  greatest  joys  in  her  life  was  wit¬ 
nessing  the  calling  of  four  grandsons  to  foreign 
missions  a  short  time  before  her  death.  Other 
family  members  had  gone  before  that  date  and 
since,  but  this  came  at  a  time  in  her  life  when  it 
was  most  appreciated.  The  posterity  giving  for¬ 
eign  mission  service  to  the  date  of  this  writing 
number  nineteen  and  those  giving  home  stake 
mission  service  number  sixteen. 

Alice  spent  her  later  years  living  among  her 
children,  helping  in  various  tasks  that  only  she 
could  do.  During  the  thirteen  years  of  her  widow¬ 
hood,  she  maintained  a  small  apartment,  near  her 
daughter,  Harriet  B.  Axels en's  home  in  Salt  Lake. 
From  there  she  moved  into  the  home  of  her  son 
Charles  W.  and  his  wife  Alice  R.  Bird,  Salt  Lake 
City.  She  spent  the  last  few  years  of  her  life  in 
Manti  living  at  the  Eigel  Hotel  for  a  time  and  then 
at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Ephai  B.  Kjar,  where 
she  lived  until  her  death. 

She  died  23  October  1940  of  an  acute  gall 
stone  attack  at  a  Salt  Lake  hospital.  She  was 
buried  near  her  departed  companion  in  the  Manti 
cemetery  at  the  foot  of  the  sacred  temple. 

INCIDENTS  IN  THE  LIFE  OF 
CHARLES  AND  ALICE  BIRD 

May,  1888,  they  had  the  pleasure  of  being 
present  for  the  dedicatory  services  of  the  Manti 
Temple;  a  holy  ediface  built  upon  a  hill  keeping 
silent  watch  over  the  town  below.  They  were  a  - 
mong  the  first  to  do  work  for  their  departed  an¬ 
cestors  in  that  sacred  building.  This  was  a  great 
joy  they  never  forgot. 


April,  1893,  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  was 
dedicated  and  it  was  an  occasion  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  all  who  were  privileged  with  the  joy  of 
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attending.  Charles  and  Alice  were  among  the 
many  who  witnessed  this  inspiring  dedicatory 
service.  (See  facsimile  of  ticket  on  page  22c 


The  celebration  of  the  fifteenth  anniversary 
of  the  pioneer's  reaching  Salt  Lake  Valley  was  a 
grand  occasion  they  enjoyed.  This  was  a  week- 
long  spectacular  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  July, 
1897,  featuring  a  mammoth  parade  of  beauty  and 
grandeur,  concerts,  music,  and  numerous  pro¬ 
grams  . 


A  day  to  be  remembered,  also  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1897,  was  the  fire  on  their  property  which 
burned  the  barn  and  other  outbuildings.  It  was 
on  a  Sunday,  and  Charles  and  Alice  were  attending 
quarterly  conference  in  Mount  Pleasant.  The 
blaze,  fanned  by  a  wind  to  destroy  barn,  hay, 
sheds,  granary,  animals,  etc.,  was  the  result  of 
the  traditional  boys  with  matches.  The  family 
wash,  winter  clothes,  Charlotte's  favorite  side 
saddle --a  gift  from  young  Charles--,  and  a  grist 
of  flour  and  other  things  too  numerous  to  mention 
went  up  in  blazes.  The  town  people  placed  quilts 
on  the  roof  and  formed  a  "bucket  brigade"  to  save 
the  house.  Heber,  three  years  old,  became  con¬ 
fused  and  wandered  away  to  the  west  part  of  town, 
tearfully  explaining,  "I'm  hunting  for  our  other 
home.  "  When  the  folks  returned  they  were  horri¬ 
fied  to  find  furniture  out  in  the  street  and  panda- 
monium  in  general. 


Early  in  the  turn  of  the  century  Charles  and 
Alice  had  the  pleasure  of  a  trip  to  San  Francisco, 
California,  with  the  famous  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
Choir.  The  entourage  went  by  special  train  to  the 
coast  where  the  choir  gave  concerts  for  large, 
appreciative  audiences.  It  was  the  Bird's  first 
trip  to  California  and  a  great  thrill  it  was  for 
Alice  to  see  the  beautiful  ocean  for  the  first  time. 
They  visited  many  places  of  interest  and  brought 
home  gifts  and  souvenirs  to  their  family.

Manti  Temple 
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One  of  the  happiest  events  in  their  lives  was 
the  celebration  of  their  fiftieth  wedding  anniver¬ 
sary  date  September  21,  1924,  Their  children 
gathered  in  Salt  Lake  City  where  they  gave  a  fam¬ 
ily  dinner  for  their  parents.  After  the  banquet, 
they  all  gathered  at  the  home  of  Charles  William, 
a  son,  where  they  visited  and  took  pictures.  In 
the  evening  they  enjoyed  a  delightful  program  pre¬ 
sented  by  their  children  and  grandchildren  at  the 
Hawthorn  Ward  chapel  where  many  friends  and 
kinfolk  gathered  to  wish  them  well,  A  history  of 
their  lives  was  given  concluding  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  tribute: 

We  love  you,  dear  grandparents,  so  loyal  and  true, 
And  shall  ever  honor  and  bless  you. 

For  the  good  you  have  done  through  all  the  years, 
Your  kindly  words  to  quell  our  fears, 

And  helping  hands  in  times  of  need 

Are  numbered  with  your  many  noble  deeds. 

We  love  you  for  your  clean,  wholesome  living 
And  for  your  kind  and  generous  giving, 

That  comes  deep  from  the  very  soul 
Inspiring  us  on  to  higher  goals. 

God  grant  you  peace  and  happiness,  dear  hearts, 
And  the  joy  of  living  more  good  yet  to  impart. 

Following  the  Golden  Wedding  anniversary, 
the  family  reunion  gatherings  began.  Alice  held 
the  family  together  after  the  death  of  Charles, 
Before  she  passed  away  she  admonished  them  to 
continue  as  a  family:  "Keep  together,  keep  the 
family  ties .  " 

The  first  reunions  were  social  gatherings. 
The  brothers  and  sisters  and  their  companions 
met  at  Christmas  time  and  the  whole  family 
group  met  in  the  summers.  As  time  passed,  the 
family  organized  for  the  purpose  of  doing  genea¬ 
logical  work.  Contributions  were  made  for  re¬ 
search  to  be  done  on  the  Bird  line.  At  the  family 
reunion  in  1958  a  committee  was  appointed  with 
the  hope  of  becoming  more  efficient  in  this  im¬ 
portant  work.  The  following  is  a  letter  mailed 
to  the  descendants  of  Charles  and  Alice  Bird: 
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August  21,  1958 

Dear  Members  of  the  Chas.  H.  and  Alice  Ann 

Bird  Family: 

At  the  annual  Bird  Reunion  held  July  27, 

1958  in  American  Fork  Canyon  a  business  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  at  which  the  following  business  was 
conducted: 

Lottie  received  a  letter  from  the  Genealog¬ 
ical  Society  in  Salt  Lake  City  giving  her  a  brief 
summary  of  the  progress  being  made  on  the  Bird 
Family  Genealogical  records.  Much  has  been 
accomplished,  but  just  now  they  are  at  a  stand¬ 
still,  due  to  a  lack  of  funds,  in  running  down  the 
birth,  marriage,  and  death  dates  of  John  and  Ann 
Bird  somewhere  in  England.  Thirteen  English 
Parishes  have  been  searched  without  success. 
There  are  many  more  Parishes  to  be  searched  to 
find  this  missing  link  in  the  family  line.  Research 
work  is  expensive  and  funds  available  are  very 
low. 

After  this  letter  was  read  to  the  reunion 
group,  a  unanimous  vote  called  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  Genealogical  Research  Committee  of 
three  to  work  with  Charlotte  (Aunt  Lottie)  Booth 
as  Chairman  to  continue  the  work  that  is  so  well 
underway,  Lorna  Maycock,  Jerry  Harrison,  and 
Heber  G.  Bird  were  the  committee  members 
appointed.  This  committee  then  appointed  Charles 
R,  Bird  as  Correspondence  Secretary. 

The  vote  also  called  for  an  annual  assess¬ 
ment  of  $1, 00  for  tke  head  of  each  family  (grand¬ 
children,  great-grandchildren,  etc.). 

After  the  meeting  seventeen  heads  of  fami¬ 
lies  made  their  contributions  and  many  others 
promised  to  send  theirs  soon. 

The  committee  respectfully  suggests  that 
those  who  have  not  yet  made  their  1958  contribu¬ 
tion,  please  do  so  before  September  15,  1958. 
Then,  starting  next  year,  1959,  it  would  be  very 
helpful  if  each  family  head  would  send  in  his  con¬ 
tribution  during  June  or  July,  before  the  annual 
family  reunion.

MEMORIES  OF  MOTHER  (ALICE  EVANS  BIRD) 

BY  HEBER  GOULD  BIRD  (a  Son) 

Mother's  influence  on  her  children  for  a 
highly  moral  and  religious  life  is  outstanding  in 
my  memory.  Whenever  one  of  us  went  out  to 
play  or,  later  in  life,  to  have  a  date,  Mother 
would  wish  us  well  and  would  invariably  drop 
some  word  of  advice  and  the  assurance  that  she 
had  full  confidence  that  we  would  conduct  our¬ 
selves  properly  while  away  from  home  . 

When  Kenneth  and  I  were  quite  young, 

Mother  was  a  counselor  in  Sanpete  State  Primary 
Presidency.  In  this  capacity  she  was  called  upon 
to  visit  primaries  all  through  the  stake,  all  by 
horse  and  buggy.  Kenneth  and  I  became  official 
drivers  for  these  excursions,  winter  or  summer, 
good  or  bad  weather,  encouraged  by  Mother's 
praise  of  the  wonderful  work  we  were  doing,  we 
would  harness  the  horses,  hook  them  to  the 
surrey  and  off  we  would  go. 

Mother  had  a  terrific  fear  of  water.  The 
only  swimming  we  were  allowed  to  do  was  in  the 
old  pond  in  Lund's  field  east  of  Manti.  Years 
later,  Mother  was  rather  surprised  when  she 
heard  Myron  tell  how  he  saved  himself  from 
drowning  in  the  ocean  during  World  War  I  be¬ 
cause  he  had  learned  to  swim  so  well,  but  she 
was  thankful  that  he  had.  She  didn't  realize  the 
urge  young  boys  have  to  learn  to  swim.  We  had 
taken  care  of  that  desire  in  our  own  way,  down 
at  the  old  Sanpitch  River. 

When  my  wife,  Irma,  died  in  March,  1919, 
Mother  came  back  to  the  old  home  in  Manti,  where 
Irma  and  I  had  been  living,  to  take  care  of  our 
one-year-old  son,  Reid,  and  me  until  school 
closed  in  May.  At  the  end  of  the  school  I  resigned 
from  the  Manti  school  and  moved  to  Farmington 
with  Father  and  Mother.  She  took  care  of  Reid 
that  year  while  I  attended  the  University  of  Utah. 
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The  next  year  the  folks  moved  into  Harmony 
Court  in  Salt  Lake  City*  I  stayed  with  them  that 
year  while  attending  the  University.  Mother  and 
Father  took  full  charge  of  Reid,  giving  him  kind 
and  loving  care.  The  following  year  I  went  to 
Price,  Utah,  to  teach  school.  There  I  met  Hazel 
Snow  who  became  my  wife  in  January,  1922. 

After  our  marriage  we  took  Reid  with  us  and 
Hazel  raised  him  as  her  own  son.  Three  years 
later  we  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City.  Our  first  two 
or  three  years  in  Salt  Lake  were  made  much 
happier  by  our  visits  with  Mother  and  Father  in 
Farmington.  We  didn't  have  many  luxuries  at 
that  time,  especially  in  the  food  line.  On  these 
visiting  occasions,  Mother  would  slip  out  of  the 
door  and  run  over  to  Uncle  Johnathon  Wood's 
store  to  get  a  few  things  for  supper.  Then  we 
would  sit  down  to  a  dainty  snack  of  cheese,  crack¬ 
ers,  fruit  and  anything  Mother  could  "throw  to¬ 
gether.  "  To  this  day  I  find  myself  at  times  long¬ 
ing  to  jump  in  the  old  Ford  and  drive  us  to  Farm¬ 
ington  for  a  visit-with  Father  and  Mother. 

A  GRANDDAUGHTER  REMINISCES  BY  LORNA 
MAYCOCK 

When  we  were  children  living  on  the  Provo 
Bench  farm,  one  of  our  greatest  anticipations 
was  the  annual  visit  to  Grandfather  and  Grand¬ 
mother  Bird's  home  in  Manti.  The  ride  on  the 
old  Sanpete  train  was  an  experience  in  itself. 
Grandfather  Bird  always  met  us  at  the  Manti 
station  with  his  horse  and  buggy. 

Our  Grandparent's  home  was  charming  and 
inviting  from  the  front  gate  in  the  white  picket 
fence  to  the  garden  and  fruit  trees,  berry  and 
currant  bushes  in  the  back  yard.  The  house  had 
stucco  exterior  with  matching  porches  that  ex¬ 
tended  right  and  left  from  the  huge  window  of  the 
living  room  that  centered  the  house.  Two  bed¬ 
rooms  were  on  the  left  of  this  center  room.  The 
dining  room  and  kitchen  were  on  the  right.  A 
stair  from  the  back  all-purpose  room  gave  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  two  bedrooms  on  the  second  floor  and 
to  the  spare  room.  This  spare  room  was 
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unfinished,  but  it  was  the  "pandora  box"  of  all. 

In  it  were  stored  the  costumes  the  Uncles  and 
Aunts  had  worn  in  dramatics  and  operas  through 
the  years.  One  time  I  remember  we  made  a  trip  to 
Manti  to  see  the  opera  "Queen  Esther"  when  every 
member  of  Grandfather  Bird's  family  had  a  part  in 
it. 

Watching  Grandmother  in  her  spacious  kit¬ 
chen  preparing  a  meal  for  her  family  and  guests 
was  so  interesting,  I  remember  breakfast  time 
when  the  chairs  were  placed  with  backs  to  the 
table  and  we  all  knelt  by  them  while  Grandfather 
led  us  in  family  prayer.  The  light  dough  dump¬ 
lings  Grandmother  made  and  served  with  cream 
and  sugar  were  so  delicious.  Always  in  her  kit¬ 
chen  there  were  pans  of  milk  setting  in  the  cup¬ 
board  for  the  cream  to  rise.  Baking  day  and 
churning  days  were  special;  Grandmother  had 
such  a  skill  of  turning  out  delicious  homemade 
bread  and  butter  on  a  large  scale.  Sometimes 
there  were  tiny  pats  of  butter  and  small  size  bis¬ 
cuits  for  us  Grandchildren, 

Her  traditional  coal  range  was  the  center  of 
attraction  in  the  kitchen.  In  winter  we  clamored 
around  it  for  warmth  and  watched  Grandmother 
take  from  its  oven  flaky-crusted  pies  and  feathery- 
light  cakes . 

At  holiday  time,  the  stove  was  covered  with 
pots  of  cooking  food,  giving  off  an  aroma  that 
floated  through  the  house.  Grandmother's  holiday 
dinner  table  fairly  groaned  with  its  load  of  tempt¬ 
ing  plenty.  How  delicious  was  her  stuffed  poultry 
and  plum  puddings  she  used  to  make.  Homemade 
ice  cream  was  never  so  good  anywhere  else. 

Christmas  was  the  most  precious  of  all 
times.  All  of  the  family  including  the  married 
members  and  their  children  were  there.  On 
Christmas  Eve  a  long  row  of  stockings  were 
crowded  for  hanging  space  on  the  mantle. 

When  we  heard  sleighbells  outside  us  child¬ 
ren  would  scamper  off  to  bed  for  fear  Santa  Claus 
would  pass  us  by  if  he  found  the  children  still  up. 

On  Christmas  morning  everyone  was 
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awakened  long  before  daylight  with  the  eager 
shouting  of  the  children  to  "let's  see  what  Santa 
brought  us,  "  The  thrills  that  came  from  finding 
our  Christmas  dolls  and  play  dishes  and  for  the 
boys  the  sleighs  and  tops  and  play  engines  added 
to  the  excitement  that  climaxed  when  all  the  pack¬ 
ages  from  under  the  tree  were  opened. 

In  the  evening  the  family  gathered  in  the 
parlor.  Aunt  Alice  Bird  sat  at  the  piano  and 
played  while  the  entire  group  sang  Christmas 
carols  and  other  old  favorite  songs.  The  child¬ 
ren  had  their  turns  to  "show  off,  "  The  Manti  cou¬ 
sins  had  learned  a  song  and  dance  number  called 
"I'm  a  Little  Dutch  Girl,  " 

We  all  regretted  the  holiday's  end  with  its 
round  of  dinners  and  evenings  at  Aunt  Hattie's 
and  Uncle  Chris',  and  Uncle  Charles'  and  Aunt 
Alice's  in  addition  to  the  Christmas  festivity  at 
our  Grandparents  home. 

Summer  was  a  delightful  time  for  us  to 
visit  the  Manti  home  of  our  Grandparents.  There 
was  a  garden  gate  to  swing  on,  apricot  and  apple 
trees  to  climb  in,  and  a  rock  fence  to  walk  on, 
flowers  to  pick  and  a  huge  barn  filled  with  hay  to 
play  in.  There  were  Uncles  and  Aunties  to  scold 
us  when  we  got  into  mischief  and  neighbors  that 
seemed  so  close  to  my  Grandparents  in  thought 
and  understanding.  Like  the  Bird  family  most  of 
the  neighbors  had  a  barn  and  sheds  that  housed 
domestic  animals,  hay,  and  farm  implements. 

The  farmers  drove  their  wagons  out  of  town  to 
their  farm  land  each  day  where  they  tilled,  planted, 
and  harvested  crops  of  hay  and  grain. 

Grandfather  was  a  dentist  and  his  office  up¬ 
stairs  in  the  Tennant  Building  that  usually  held 
such  charm  for  us  children  changed  somehow 
when  we  children  had  to  have  our  teeth  fixed. 
Sometimes  there  would  be  enough  cavities  to 
necessitate  what  seemed  hours  of  grinding.  The 
one  consoling  thought  was  the  promise  of  ice 
cream  soda  at  the  Tennant  Confectionary  when 
the  teeth  were  filled.  Grandfather  always  took 
us  downstairs  for  a  treat  after  he  finished  work¬ 
ing  on  us . 
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On  Sunday,  Grandfather  took  us  to  church  in 
the  Center  Ward  ChapeL  He  said  Fast  Day  was  the 
most  important  Sunday  because  folks  could  bear 
their  testimonies  and  pay  their  tithing.  He  always 
paid  a  full  tithing  and  he  said,  "Because  I  have 
been  faithful  with  my  tithing,  the  Lord  has  blessed 
me  with  plenty.  " 

When  the  ward  teachers  called  at  my  Grand¬ 
parents  home  I  remember  that  we  all  knelt  in 
prayer  before  they  gave  their  message.  There 
was  a  Brother  Brox  that  used  to  come.  He  had 
immigrated  from  Europe  a  convert  to  the  Church. 
One  time  Grandfather  Bird  asked  Brother  Brox 
to  bring  his  zither  and  play  it  for  us.  The  instru¬ 
ment  was  a  treasure  from  the  old  country.  Its 
wood  covering  made  a  flat  surface  that  he  seated 
across  his  knees.  He  had  some  little  wooden 
puppet  dolls  that  he  placed  on  this  surface.  We 
were  amazed  when  the  dolls  danced  to  his  playing 
of  the  zither. 

We  looked  forward  to  Grandmother  and 
Grandfather  Bird's  visit  to  our  farm  on  Provo 
Bench.  They  always  brought  us  some  remem¬ 
brances.  Grandmother  had  such  good  taste  in 
choosing  just  the  right  thing  for  everyone.  She 
always  seemed  to  know  our  needs,  likes,  and  dis¬ 
likes.  And  how  she  would  turn  in  and  help  with 
sewing  for  us  kids,  mending  and  whatever  needed 
to  be  done! 

VIGNETTES  BY  THOMAS  H.  AXELSEN  (a 
Grandson) 

Grandfather's  personal  vanity  made  him  a 
sight  to  behold.  .  .  even  in  a  country  town  where  the 
dust  boiled  up  behind  every  rig  that  passed  the 
street,  and  the  sidewalks  were  dust  in  summer 
and  mud  in  winter.  He  never  left  the  house  with¬ 
out  being  faultlessly  groomed.  .  .  his  shoes  shined, 
his  clothes  in  perfect  order,  his  moustache 
clipped,  and  his  derby  perched  jauntily  aft  his 
right  eye. 

To  those  of  the  family  who  remember  the 
Big  House  in  Manti,  Grandfather's  box  hedge  and 
little  flower  garden  in  the  east  lawn  always  will 
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produce  a  sweet  nostalgia.  .  .  as  will  the  barn  with 
its  sweet-smelling  hayloft,  the  hanging  rope  for 
a  giant  swing,  the  white -top  ready  to  be  hitched. 

When  automobiles  were  a  new  and  sometimes 
fierce  contraption,  Grandfather  decided  he  must 
have  one.  With  his  artificial  limb  it  never  was 
easy  for  him  to  get  about  on  foot.  .  .and  this  seemed 
a  logical  advance  in  transportation,  ease  and  comfort. 
He  bought  a  Model  T  Ford.  .  .  and  an  ingenious  black¬ 
smith  installed  a  hand  lever  that  would  operate  the 
clutch  so  that  he  could- -with  his  one  good  leg- 
drive  the  car.  He  learned  to  drive,  but  from  the 
beginning  this  experience  became  a  duel  to  the 
death  between  Ford  and  Grandfather.  The  Ford 
won.  Grandfather  never  could  quite  master  the 
coordinate  mechanics  and  his  Ford  ownership 
ended  (at  Grandmother's  firm  insistence)  the  day 
the  Ford  took  off  with  Grandfather  aboard,  scatted 
up  the  street,  hopped  through  a  ditch,  broke  down 
Peter  Olson's  fence  and  wound  up  in  the  middle  of 
his  apple  orchard. 

Grandmother's  world  was  centered  in  her 
children  and  grandchildren  that  is,  her  outside 
world.  For  her  little  private  world  belonged  to 
Grandfather.  Her  cellar  was  a  mysterious  and 
wonderful  retreat  dank  filled  with  the  sweet  smells 
of  apples  and  pears  and  squash.  Brine  barrels 
preserved  the  slaughtered  hogs.  .  .  and  the  entire 
cellar  was  an  endless  reservoir  from  garden  to 
table.  .  .  a  table  lavishly  set  for  those  who  came  at 
any  hour  of  any  day. 

I  wonder  how  many  others  recall  the  quart 
jar  filled  with  precious  shells.  .  .the  flowered  rug 
in  the  parlor  dappled  with  the  colored  light  shafts 
through  the  bay  window  prisms.  .  .  her  rocker  on 
the  front  porch.  .  .the  hot  bread  and  English  currant 
jam.  .  .  her  joy  at  the  brief  furlough  Myron  had  with 
145th  Field  Artillery  Band  when  she  followed  the 
band  to  its  concerts  in  Ephraim  and  Richfield  to 
add  every  cherished  moment  she  could  before  the 
uncertainties  of  war. 

And  those  final  years  for  them  both.  .  .the 
courage  to  set  up  a  new  practice  and  a  new  life  at 
an  age  when  few  would  leave  the  friends  and  family 
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with  whom  they  had  shared  so  much  joy  together.  .  . 
after  Grandfather's  death,  Grandmother  using  what 
little  she  had  left  to  help  her  children.  .  .  with  an 
inexhaustible  supply  of  dimes  for  grandchildren's 
birthdays . 

These  are  the  bright  and  shinning  moments 
of  my  own  treasured  moments  with  Grandfather 
and  Grandmother.  They  are  precious  because 
they  are  mine.  .  .  remembered  because  I  know  each 
of  us  jealously  guards  his  own  storehouse  of  mem¬ 
ories.

I  re  me  mber  one  evening  I  came  home  and 
found  no  one  at  home  and  the  chores  not  done. 
Although  we  girls  had  never  been  required  to 
milk  cows  or  do  outdoors  work,  I  thought  I  would 
surprise  Father  and  do  the  milking,  so  I  took  the 
bucket  and  went  out  to  the  barn  and  sat  down  to 
milk.

When  I  was  asked  to  write  some  of  my 
remembrances  of  Grandma  Bird,  one  of  the 
first  things  I  thought  of  was  her  unselfishness 
and  of  her  willingness  to  help  others.  Another 
of  Grandma  Bird's  outstanding  characteristics 
was  her  alert  mind.  She  had  a  desire  to  "learn" 
to  find  out  about  all  the  interesting  things  in  this 
world.  This  very  characteristic  of  Grandma's 
was  an  inspiration  to  me. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  stay  with  Grandma 
Bird  during  my  sophomore  year  at  college.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  I  truly  learned  about  the  wonderful 
person  she  was.  She  loved  her  family  dearly  and 
made  constant  sacrifices  for  them  that  they  might 
have  those  things  that  she  had  not  been  able  to  have. 

Grandma  Bird  had  a  constant  urge  to  travel. 
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At  the  mere  mention  of  a  trip  somewhere,  Grand¬ 
mother  always  had  her  hat  on  ready  to  go. 

Many  times  I  listened  to  her  relate  incidents 
in  her  early  life.  Shortly  before  she  died,  we  had 
been  out  for  a  ride  and  a  treat  in  Salt  Lake  City; 
and  before  going  home,  she  asked  us  to  take  her  to 
a  spot  where  we  could  look  down  over  the  city  in 
all  its  splendor  with  its  thousands  of  lights  shin¬ 
ing  out  in  the  evening  darkness.

I  recall  a  time  when  Father  found  me  in  the 
barn  feeding  the  horses  and  cows  from  the  top  of 
the  hay  stack.  Looking  up  at  me  he  said,  "Why 
not  feed  the  leaves  you  have  walked  over  to  get  up 
there  ?"  Surprised,  I  answered,  "That  hay  up  here 
is  so  much  better.  "  To  which  he  replied,  "Well, 
my  boy,  when  you  buy  your  own  hay,  you  will  rake.  " 
A  wonderful  lesson  to  remember. 

BY  HEBER  GOULD  BIRD  (a  Son) 

I  remember  a  time  when  we  were  youngsters 
at  home  in  Manti  when  the  Ringling  Brothers  Circus 
came  to  Mount  Pleasant  about  twenty-two  miles 
distant.  With  buggy  and  horses  that  was  quite  a 
distance  to  drive  to  a  circus,  but  Father  believed 
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all  children  were  entitled  to  see  a  circus  at  least 
once,  so  he  got  us  all  up  bright  and  early  on  the 
morning  of  the  circus  and  off  we  went  for  a  day 
filled  with  thrills  that  I  have  never  forgotten, 

MEMORIES  BY  HATTIE  AXELSEN  (  a  Daughter) 

I  remember  Mother  as  a  generous  woman 
with  both  service  and  wordly  goods  always  at  hand 
and  willing  to  help  those  in  need,  although  her  own 
family  and  home  would  have  kept  her  busy  at  all 
times . 

An  example  was  her  concern  and  kindness  to 
the  Carrie  Bowers  family,  Carrie  was  Father's 
own  cousin,  a  mother  of  five  or  six  children  and 
her  husband  was  a  poor  provider,.  Not  only  did 
they  raise  and  give  vegetables,  fruit,  etc,  to  the 
family,  but  Mother  and  Father  would  hitch  the 
horse  to  the  buggy  and  haul  these  things  to  them. 

Mother's  sister,  Lucy,  taught  school  at 
Nortonville,  a  small  place  about  two  miles  north 
of  Nephio  Mother  usually  brought  her  home  each 
Friday  night  and  often  took  her  back  the  next  Monday 
morning. 

Mother  showed  her  strength  of  character  and 
faith  through  the  years  after  Father  lost  his  left 
leg.  She  was  housekeeper,  chore  woman,  etc, 
caring  for  cows,  horses,  pigs,  and  chickens.  And 
later  she  helped  Father  learn  the  dentistry  trade. 
Father  said  many  a  time  through  his  life  that  he 
never  could  have  succeeded  without  her  encourage¬ 
ment  and  help.  Dr,  Stanley  Clawson  would  sent 
him  booklets  on  dentistry.  Mother  would  read 
these  with  him,  and  together  they  would  work  out 
the  problems . 

Mother  had  many  church  duties  and  always 
arranged  the  time  to  do  them.  She,  through  her 
worthiness,  had  warnings  of  impending  danger  at 
various  times  throughout  her  life.  One  of  the  most 
outstanding  was  after  Father's  leg  had  been  amputated 
at  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City,  At 
that  time  I  was  their  baby,  eleven  months  old.  We 
stayed  at  night  with  Aunt  Sarah  Davis  at  153  North 
Second  West  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Most  of  the  time 
Mother  carried  me  and  walked  to  the  hospital  to 
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care  for  and  spend  the  day  with  Father,  During 
one  of  these  nights  Mother  was  roused  with  the 
feeling  that  Father  needed  help.  She  dressed  and 
walked  the  fourteen  blocks  to  him  and  found  his 
male  nurse  asleep  while  Father  was  hemorrhaging 
badly  from  the  stump  of  his  amputated  leg.  Self 
control  and  acquired  nursing  knowledge  helped  her 
at  this  time.  She  rushed  to  the  kitchen  where  she 
found  ice  to  pack  the  stump  and  stop  the  bleeding 
thus  saving  Father's  life, 

CHARLES  WILLIAM  BIRD  (  a  Son) 

Just  a  few  memories  of  my  Mother,  Alice 
Ann  Evans  Bird. 

During  my  earliest  childhood  we  lived  in  the 
southwest  corner  of  Nephi,  Juab,  Utah  just  one 
block  above  the  railroad  track.  At  that  time 
tramps,  following  the  tracks  from  town  to  town, 
slept  in  barns  and  begged  for  food  from  nearby 
houses.  One  night  Mother  and  Aunt  Martha  Evans 
Paxman  came  home  late,  unhitched  the  horse  from 
the  buggy,  and  proceded  to  put  the  horse  in  the  barn, 
but  he  kicked  and  snorted  and  refused  to  go  into  the 
stall.  Then  Mother  saw  a  man  crawl  out  of  the 
manger.  The  women  started  for  the  house,  and 
when  Aunt  Martha  stopped  to  shut  the  corral  gate 
Mother  pulled  on  her  arm  and  told  her  about  the  man 
in  the  manger.  Whereupon  Martha  fainted  and 
Mother  literally  dragged  her  to  the  house. 

Mother  was  active  in  church  work  all  her 
life.  Beginning,  as  I  remember,  as  President 
of  the  Primary  Association,  Then  in  the  presidency 
of  the  Juab  Stake  Primary  and  also  the  Sanpete 
State  Primary  she  served  in  the  same  position. 

In  those  days  a  person  had  to  die  or  leave  town  to 
be  relieved  of  a  calling,  so  this  was  Mother's 
life's  work  assigned  to  her  early.  She  also  was 
a  Relief  Society  visiting  teacher  for  many  years. 

Her  influence  is  indelibly  marked  on  my 
memory.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  I  took  care  of 
the  town  cow  herd,  driving  them  to  the  foothills 
or  to  the  Levan  Ridge  south  of  town.  Each  morn¬ 
ing  as  she  fastened  my  lunch  in  the  saddle  bag 
included  was  a  good  book  or  pamphlet  for  me  to 
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read,  telling  enough  of  the  story  to  arouse  interest. 
At  night  she  met  me  with  a  smile  and  ready  to  hear 
my  experiences  of  the  day. 

She  welcomed  our  friends  and  encouraged  u& 
to  bring  them  home.  Those  are  the  things  I  remem¬ 
ber  vividly, 

MEMORIES  OF  MOTHER  BY  EPHIA  B.  KJAR  ' 

(  a  Daughter) 

My  memories  of  Mother  are  most  dear  to 
me.  She  was  my  faithful  confidant  and  counselor. 
From  my  earliest  childhood  I  ran  to  Mother  with 
my  troubles  or  joys  and  she  always  knew  just  what 
to  say  to  comfort  me  or  how  to  share  my  joy  over 
big  or  little  things  that  meant  so  much  to  me.  This 
precious  companionship  lasted  through  the  years 
and  saved  me  from  many  pitfalls. 

As  I  grew  to  young  womanhood  her  concern 
for  me  grew,  and  many  times  when  I  had  not 
returned  home  by  midnight,  I  met  her  coming  to 
find  me.  She  couldn't  rest  until  her  children  were 
all  safely  home.  One  night,  on  my  way  home  with 
a  boy  friend,  we  met  her.  She  was  friendly  with 
him  but  I  was  humiliated,  and  after  he  had  gone  I 
asked  her  if  she  couldn't  trust  me  and  she  said, 

"My  dear,  I  do  trust  you,  but  we  are  all  mortal 
and  subject  to  temptation  and  the  Devil  is  always 
on  the  alert.  After  Midnight  the  mind  and  body 
are  tired  and  we  are  more  easily  persuaded  to  do 
wrong, " 

Mother  was  the  most  generous  person  I  have 
ever  known,  giving  help  and  money  to  each  of  her 
children  when  and  where  it  was  needed  most,  I 
have  heard  Father  say  many  times,  "She  would  give 
her  head  away  if  she  could,  "  or  "The  best  way  to 
make  mother  happy  is  to  get  her  a  purse  full  of 
money  with  no  strings  attached,  "  which  he  often 
did, 

I  remember  well  the  Bible  stories  she  read 
to  us  when  we  were  children.  After  the  evening 
meal  was  cleared  away,  she  would  call  us  together 
as  she  sat  in  her  rocking  chair  and  read  or  told 
stories  to  us  from  the  Children's  Bible  Story  Book, 
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These  stories  were  impressive,  I  still  remember 
them.  This  story  hour  was  the  foundation  of  my 
religious  training  and  thus  helped  me  in  teaching 
my  children. 

Mother  was  both  serious  minded  and  fun 
loving.  She  enjoyed  a  good  joke  or  she  could 
smypathize  and  give  advice.  She  told  me  the  follow¬ 
ing  story:  On  one  of  his  trips  to  Salt  Lake  City  her 
father  brought  her  a  slate  and  pencil  which  she 
proudly  took  to  school.  Her  teacher  asked  her 
what  she  had  there  and  when  she  told  him  a  slate 
to  write  on,  he  took  it  away  from  her  and  said, 
"When  I  want  you  to  use  a  slate,  I'll  tell  you  so.  " 

She  was  a  big  help  to  Father  who  had  little 
schooling  and  who  obtained  most  of  his  learning  in 
dentistry  by  reading  The  Dental  Cosmos, 

In  my  memory  I  can  see  her  yet,  bending 
over  Father  with  a  dish  towel  and  dish  in  her  hand 
while  she  helped  him  figure  out  a  problem. 

She  was  like  a  tigress  in  defending  her  child¬ 
ren,  One  day  at  school  while  we  were  standing  in 
line  waiting  to  march  out  of  school  for  recess,  I 
leaned  over  the  banister  to  watch  the  lower  grades 
march  out  when  one  of  the  teachers  came  up  and 
bumped  my  head  and  the  student's  standing  by  me 
together.  They  all  laughed  and  I  was  so  humiliated 
that  I  went  home  crying.  Mother  was  washing,  but 
when  I  told  her  what  had  happened,  she  dried  her 
hands,  took  off  her  apron,  and  taking  me  by  the 
hand,  marched  me  back  to  school  to  get  an  explana¬ 
tion  from  the  teacher.  He  apologized  and  Mother 
was  leaving  when,  the  principal  came  down  the  steps 
and  the  teacher  turned  on  Mother,  accusing  her  of 
flying  at  him,  but  she  explained  what  had  happened 
and  the  principal  made  the  teacher  apologize  again. 
This  made  trouble  for  me  in  his  class  the  next 
year. 

Mother  was  a  good  nurse  and  she  brought  us 
through  many  diseases  with  herbs  and  other  pioneer 
r emedie  s  such  as  asafestida  bags  worn  around  the  neck 
on  a  string,  mustard  plasters,  and  foot  baths,  etc. 
She  never  called  the  doctor  unless  a  sickness  was 
one  that  she  or  the  elders  couldn't  handle. 
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Mother  spent  much  of  her  girlhood  helping 
her  father  on  the  farm  because  he  did  not  have  sons 
old  enough  to  work,  so  it  was  hard  for  her  to  settle 
down  to  house  work  after  she  was  married.  She 
spent  much  time  weeding  the  garden  and  watering 
it  and  would  still  be  working  when  we  came  home 
at  noon  for  lunch.  Then  shed  say,  "My  goodness, 
is  it  noon  already?"  However,  she  was  a  good- 
cook,  and  we  never  lacked  for  good  nourishing  food. 
She  kept  us  all  well  dressed,  many  times  sewing 
away  into  the  night  to  finish  a  dress  for  the  fourth 
of  July  or  Christmas.  She  was  a  clean  housekeeper 
and  taught  us  girls  order  and  cleanliness, 

I  still  rely  on  her  recipes  when  I  want  a  good 
fruit  cake  or  pudding.  Mother's  Christmas  box  for 
each  family  was  ready  and  waiting  weeks  ahead  of 
time  to  be  placed  under  the  tree  on  Christmas  Eve. 

It  aroused  our  curiousity  so  much  that  we  could 
hardly  wait  so  long  to  see  what  it  held  for  each 
member  of  the  family. 

One  Christmas  Eve  when  the  families  had 
all  come  home  for  the  holidays,  Chris  wrote  a 
letter  to  Santa  something  like  this:  "Dear  Santa: 

Won't  you  please  bring  me  a  shirt  and  a  pair  of 
suspenders  to  hold  up  my  pants.  The  ones  I  have 
won't  hold  them  up  much  longer  and  my  shirt  if 
in  s  hreds , " 

Mother  got  out  her  scrap  box  and  worked 
late  into  the  night  to  make  him  a  shirt  of  many 
colors  and  suspenders  of  old  neckties.  Then  she 
hung  a  gunney  sack  on  the  wall  labeled  "Chris" 
with  a  note  asking  Santa  to  fill  it  well,  so  Chari 
partly  filled  the  sack  with  coal,  then  he  put  the 
family  pet  dog,  Prinney,  in  the  top.  The  dog 
whimpered  all  night  so  that  none  of  us  got  much 
sleep  but  it  caused  quite  a  bit  of  mirth  next  morn¬ 
ing.  This  special  Christmas  day  will  be  remembered 
by  all  of  us . 

HARRIET  B.  AXELSEN  (a  Daughter) 

My  choice  memories  of  Father  are  of  the 
gardening  we  did  together.  We  rose  early  every 
spring  morning  and  worked  together  getting  the 
ground  ready,  then  planting  and  gave  constant  care 
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through  the  season.  In  spite  of  his  artificial  leg, 
he  would  do  the  digging,  carefully  balancing  on  the 
false  leg  and  then  quickly  driving  the  shovel  into 
the  earth  with  his  good  foot  and  leg  and  marvelously 
getting  both  feet  on  the  ground  without  losing  his 
balance. 

It  was  several  years  after  Father's  death 
when  I  was  seriously  ill  with  pneumonia  that  I 
had  a  very  impressive  dream.  Father  came  and 
stood  by  my  bed,  gently  stroked  my  feverish  brow 
and  said,  "Hattie,  dear,  you  are  a  very  sick  girl.  " 
Then  he  sat  beside  me  and  laid  his  warm  hand  on 
my  knee  and  said,  "Now,  go  to  sleep  my  dear  and 
soon  you  will  be  well  again.  "  I  slept  feeling  his 
presence  near.  And  when  I  awoke  next  morning  I 
was  better  and  soon  quite  well  again.  I  shall  always 
believe  my  faith  in  his  visitation  was  the  healing 
power  of  my  recovery. 

CHARLES  WILLIAM  BIRD  (a  Son) 

In  the  early  days  in  Nephi  and  before  the 
city  water  system  was  installed,  we  drove  our 
stock  to  the  creek  for  water  and  carried  or  hauled 
water  for  culinary  purposes. 

I  remember  a  story  Father  tells  of  himself. 
One  morning  he  rode  our  buggy  mare  to  the  creek 
to  drink.  She  waded  out  knee -deep  and  drank 
heartily,  then  suddenly  whirled  home  and  left  Dad 
sitting  in  the  ice  cold  water.  He  scrambled  out  of 
the  creek  and  being  deprived  of  his  left  leg,  had 
to  hop  the  distance  of  about  one  block  home. 

Father  thought  that  no  one  had  seen  this  episode, 
but  years  later  a  neighbor  asked  him  if  he  remem¬ 
bered  the  time  the  horse  dunked  him  in  the  creek. 
She  said  she  had  seen  him  from  her  window. 

MEMORIES  OF  FATHER  BY  EPHIA  KJAR 
(a  daughter) 

Father  was  a  very  kind,  patient,  and  sym¬ 
pathetic  man  and  made  friends  of  his  patients  as 
he  worked  over  them  in  the  dental  chair.  He 
knew  their  first  names  and  greeted  them  so  when¬ 
ever  or  wherever  he  met  them.  As  a  traveling 
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dentist  through  Juab  and  Sanpete  counties,  he  had 
a  host  of  frients.  Many  times  I've  tried  to  intro¬ 
duce  him  to  someone  who  would  say  "Why  bless 
your  soul,  I  knew  your  Father  before  you  were 
born,  "  or  "Your  Father  made  my  first  set  of 
teeth  and  I'm  still  wearing  them,  "  or  "He  made 
my  bridge,  " 

He  was  especially  kind  and  patient  with  the 
children.  He  would  come  home  from  a  busy  day 
at  the  office,  pick  up  a  fretful  child  and  sooth  it 
to  sleep  with  a  story  or  a  song  as  he  had  a  beauti¬ 
ful  tenor  voice.  Many  happy  hours  of  my  child¬ 
hood  were  spent  with  the  family  gathered  around 
the  organ  with  Mother  to  play  the  melody  while 
we  sang. 

Father  liked  the  mountains  and  took  us  on 
many  wonderful  canyon  trips  behind  Mount  Nebo, 
up  Strawberry  or  Mayfield  Canyons,  where  we 
would  pitch  camp  and  stay  for  a  week  or  more  at 
a  time, 

I  well  remember  one  trip  to  Fish  Lake, 
Mother  stayed  to  take  care  of  things  at  home  and 
told  the  rest  of  us  to  go.  So  early  one  bright 
summer  morning,  Father  hitched  the  horses  to 
a  covered  wagon  which  had  been  well  stocked  the 
night  before  with  provisions  to  last  a  week,  and 
we  were  on  our  way.  We  went  up  Salina  on  the 
steepest  dirt  road  that  I  have  ever  seen.  Chris, 
Hattie,  Lottie,  and  I  followed  behind  the  wagon 
blocking  the  back  wheels  with  rocks  each  time 
Father  stopped  to  rest  the  team.  We  finally 
reached  Seven-Mile -Flat  where  we  rested  three 
days  while  we  fished.  Lottie's  fiance,  Joseph 
Booth,  was  herding  his  sheep  near  the  flat  so 
Charles  went  on  his  pony  to  find  Joe  and  brought 
him  to  our  camp.  Watching  this  love -sick  couple 
made  the  rest  of  the  three  days  most  interesting 
for  me. 

Father  was  fond  of  animals  and  he  owned 
one  of  the  finest  little  teams  of  roans  in  town, 

Tim  and  Polly,  which  he  took  great  pride  in 
currying  and  brushing  until  they  shined.  He  also 
had  a  fine  carriage  with  fringe  around  the  top  and 
a  lamp  on  each  side.  The  family  enjoyed  many 
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pleasant  rides  about  town  or  on  a  Sunday  after 
church  to  travel  to  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  with 
Uncle  Harry  Bird's  family  at  Sterling,  a  few  miles 
south  of  Manti. 

An  incident  I  still  remember  happened  one 
time  when  Mother  was  away  and  Father  and  I  were 
left  to  keep  house.  Father  had  two  jersey  cows 
that  kept  the  family  in  milk  and  butter.  There  was 
so  much  cream  sitting  around  that  we  simply  had 
to  churn,  so  Father  went  to  the  office  leaving  me 
to  do  the  job.  I  had  never  worked  the  butter  up, 
but  it  had  to  be  done,  so  I  proceeded.  Now,  I 
had  three  neighbor  girl  friends  much  older  than 
myself  who  were  very  generous  with  advice.  They 
told  me  to  put  two  tablespoonsful  of  sugar  and  one 
of  salt  in  it  which  I  did  and  proceeded  to  work  it 
up  and  mold  it  into  pounds.  It  looked  so  nice  that 
I  was  real  proud  of  myself  until  Father  came  home 
for  supper.  He  praised  me,  but  when  he  tasted 
the  butter  he  said,  "Ephia  Louie,  what  in  the  world 
have  you  put  into  this  butter  ?"  I  told  him  and  he 
was  so  angry  with  the  girls  that  I'm  afraid  if  they 
had  been  there  he  would  have  given  them  a  piece 
of  his  mind.  He  washed  and  worked  that  butter 
until  he  got  all  the  sugar  out.  I  was  only  eleven 
or  twelve  at  the  time,  but  I  never  forgot  this 
incident  and  never  made  that  mistake  again. 

My  father  was  a  real  gentleman,  a  kind, 
thoughtful  companion,  a  friend  to  everyone,  and 
a  good  provider  for  his  family.  He  was  anxious 
for  each  of  us  children  to  have  an  education. 

When  Father  passed  away  in  Farmington, 
neighborhood  children  came  to  the  house  with 
flowers  for  "Grandpa,  "  as  they  lovingly  called 
him;  and  at  his  services  there,  the  chapel  was 
packed  with  relatives  and  friends.  The  same 
thing  happened  at  the  service  in  Manti,  bespeak¬ 
ing  the  love  and  respect  of  all  who  knew  him. 

MYRON  BIRD  (  a  Son) 

During  my  teens  I  used  to  go  with  Father  on 
his  trips  throughout  the  country  from  town  to  town 
with  his  profession.  My  task  was  to  keep  house  and 
do  the  cooking.  Of  course  the  cooking  consisted 
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of  opening  cans  and  frying  meat.  There  was  a 
bone  -  of -contention  on  the  meat,  I  liked  it  rare 
while  Father  liked  it  well  done.  As  I  was  cook, 
the  meat  was  rare,  I  found  a  way  out  by  pouring 
catsup  on  the  meat.  Father  accepted  it  whether 
he  knew  it  wasn't  cooked  right  or  not, 

ROMANIA  BIRD  (a  Daughter -in -Law) 

I  had  several  really  interesting  experiences 
with  Grandpa  Bird,  When  I  was  first  married, 
one  day  Grandpa  said  he  would  bring  me  home 
from  town  in  his  new  car.  He  hadn't  driven  too 
much  because  of  his  wooden  leg,  but  we  managed 
the  traffic  up  to  Uncle  Charles'  place.  Nearing  his 
garage,  he  had  forgotten  how  to  stop  the  car  and 
he  shouted,  "Romania,  how  do  I  stop  this  thing?" 

I  knew  less  than  he  about  cars,  so  I  shouted  back, 
"Take  your  foot  off  the  gas'  "  He  did  and  drove 
right  through  the  end  of  Charles'  garage, 

CHARLOTTE  BOOTH  (  a  Daughter) 

I  shall  always  remember  the  love  and 
loyalty  of  our  parents  for  their  children.  They 
always  observed  our  birth  anniversaries  as 
special  occasions.  In  fact,  we  looked  forward 
to  our  birthdays  with  much  the  same  thrill  as 
we  did  for  Christmas,  The  same  custom  carried  on 

through  the  years.  After  we  were  grown  and  married 
or  away  from  home,  Father  or  Mother  or  both  would 
try  to  be  with  us  on  that  special  day.  Father  came 
as  a  surprise  to  me  for  my  thirty-fifth  birthday.  It 
was  after  we  had  moved  from  Nephi  to  Provo  Bench 
(Orem)  where  we  have  since  made  our  home.  There 
was  no  transportation  between  Provo  and  Provo 
Bench  at  that  time.  He  walked  a  short  distance  from 
the  station  and  then  found  a  man  coming  the  same 
way  who  gave  him  a  ride  in  his  buggy  as  far  as  he 
was  going  which  was  about  two  miles  from  our 
place.  Father  walked  that  distance,  crippled  as 
he  was.  My  birthday  comes  in  July,  We  had  just 
finished  our  noonday  meal  and  were  resting  under 
the  trees  on  the  front  lawn  when  I  saw  someone 
down  the  street  limping  along  with  a  cane.  I 
could  hardly  believe  my  eyes,  when,  as  he  came 
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nearer,  I  knew  it  was  my  father*  Poor  Man.  He 
was  almost  exhausted  with  the  long  walk  and  the 
heat.  We  got  him  cooled  off,  fed  and  rested  before 
doing  any  celebrating  of  the  occasion.  We  enjoyed 
the  time  together  but  were  sorry  he  had  gone 
through  such  a  hardship  in  order  to  be  with  me  on 
my  birthday  and  because  he  wanted  to  surprise 
me,  didn't  let  us  know  so  we  could  have  met  him 
at  the  Provo  station.  This  was  a  kind  and  loving 
deed  I  shall  never  forget. 

There  are  many  memorable  incidents  in 
the  life  of  Mother  I  might  write  about.  The  one 
I  have  chosen,  however,  came  at  the  time  when 
most  needed.  It  was  nearing  Christmas  and  our 
little  nine -year-old  Lorna  had  been  seriously 
ill  with  that  dreaded  disease,  diptheria.  It  had 
been  a  trying  ordeal,  but  we  were  so  thankful  she 
was  better  and  with  the  house  fumigated  and  all 
clean,  we  happily  prepared  for  Christmas  with 
all  its  thrills.  But  what  a  shock  when  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  that  special  day  we  found  our  little  four-year- 
old  Edgar  ill  with  the  same  dreaded  disease. 

Mother  phoned  (from  Manti)  that  morning  to  see 
how  we  were  and  to  wish  us  a  Merry  Christmas. 
When  she  learned  of  our  condition  she  hurriedly 
caught  the  train  and  came  to  give  such  help  as 
she  could.  Though  she  couldn't  be  in  the  room 
with  me  and  our  sick  child,  to  have  her  near  with 
her  faith  and  prayers  and  her  comforting  influence 
was  a  help.  And  to  know  she  was  caring  for  our 
little  daughter  and  her  father,  along  with  house¬ 
hold  duties  was  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  that 
could  have  come  to  us  at  that  time.  Having  her 
near  with  encouraging  words  and  helping  hands 
spared  me,  I  think,  from  a  threatening  break¬ 
down.  It  is  with  a  grateful  heart  I  shall  ever 
remember  her  kindness.  That  is  only  one  of 
the  manyy  many  kind  deeds  she  did  for  the  members 
of  her  large  family.  I  shouLd  like;  to  add  here  a 
few  lines  I  sent  her  for  Mother's  Day  not  long 
before  she  died:

Fond  memories  come  back  across  the  years 
when  I  think  of  the  little  town  where  I  was  born  and 
grew  to  womanhood- -memories  endeared  by  time, 
too  numerous  to  record  here. 

I  was  the  first  child  born  to  my  parents, 
Charles  Heber  and  Alice  Ann  Avans  Bird  and  a 
first  grandchild  also,  with  many  admiring  relatives 
who  helped  form  the  pattern  of  my  young  life. 

I  attended  the  ungraded  schools  in  Nephi  and

later  the  Juab  Stake  Academy,  a  branch  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy,  opened  in  Nephi  in  the 
fall  of  1890.  I  was  among  the  first  to  enroll  and 
attended  regularly  for  the  next  five  years,  study¬ 
ing  and  taking  part  in  the  various  activities  of  the 
school,  where  religion,  along  with  other  subjects, 
was  taught.  I  met  many  fine  people,  among  whom 
was  the  man  I  later  married. 

I  was  a  regular  attender  of  Primary  and 
Sunday  School  in  my  childhood  days.  I  sang  in  the 
ward  choir  and  took  part  in  public  affairs  when 
quite  young.  In  my  early  teens  I  became  a  member 
of  the  Juab  Stake  Choir,  a  position  I  held  through 
all  the  years  I  lived  in  Nephi.

I  have  been  a  member  of  Camp  Timpanogos 
Daughters  of  Utah  Pioneers  for  many  years,  and 
for  the  past  ten  years  I  have  spent  much  time  and 
energy  on  family  genealogy.  Due  to  my  health 
condition,  most  all  of  this  has  been  done  through 
correspondence. 

I  was  married  to  Joseph  Edgar  Booth  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple,  21  September  1898,  on  the  24th 
anniversary  of  my  parent’s  wedding.  After  a 
delightful  wedding  trip  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  we 
made  our  home  in  Nephi  where  we  lived  for  the 
first  five  years  of  our  married  life.  Joseph  was 
in  the  sheep  business  and  away  from  home  much 
of  the  time,  which  was  not  so  good  for  home  and 
family  life.  With  that  thought  in  mind,  he  sold 
the  sheep  and  purchased  a  30-acre  farm  on  the 
Provo  Bench  in  the  spring  of  1903  where  we  have 
since  lived. 

We  were  blessed  with  a  fine  son  and  two

Charlotte  Ann  Bird  Booth  50 
and  satisfaction  into  our  lives. 

Our  children,  Lorna,  Edgar,  and  Virginia, 
have  been  industrious  and  faithful  to  their  Church, 
communities,  professions,  and  their  families. 

Lorna  completed  a  normal  certification  at 
Brigham  Young  University  in  1920  with  advanced 
study  later.  She  taught  school  two  years  before 
her  marriage  and  has  since  done  substitute  teach¬ 
ing  over  a  period  of  15  years.  She  has  served  as 
ward  and  stake  M.  I  .  A.  President  and  has  worked 
in  all  the  Church  auxiliary  organizations  including 
President  of  the  Orem  Fourth  Ward  Relief  Society. 

Of  recent  date  she  was  presented  the  M.I.A. 

Golden  Gleaner  Honorary  Award.  Lorna  con¬ 
tinues  her  good  work  in  Church,  civic  and  com¬ 
munity  service. 

She  is  married  to  Lawrence  Maycock,  who 
is  a  foreman  at  Geneva  Steel  Plant  in  Orem,  Utah, 
where  he  has  worked  since  its  construction  in  1943. 
He  was  formerly  in  the  automobile  business.

Joseph's  life  and  mine  were  centered  mostly 
in  the  home,  rearing  our  family  and  doing  farm 
work,  the  main  source  of  our  living.  We  encoun¬ 
tered  hardships  and  trials  during  our  near  45  years 
of  married  life  together.  We  also  had  many  happy 
experiences  to  bless  and  enrich  our  lives.  His 
sudden  death  was  a  shock  and  a  great  loss  to  me 
who  had  relied  on  his  help  so  much,  I  continued 
on  however,  the  best  I  could  with  faith  in  the  future. 

Prayer  is  a  source  of  comfort  to  me  in  times 
of  need,  I  feel  my  life  has  been  safeguarded  to  a 
great  degree  through  faith  and  prayer.  One  partic¬ 
ular  event  in  the  lives  of  my  husband  and  myself 
confirms  that  belief.  We  were  returning  home 
from  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Rochester,  Minnesota  in 
December,  1911  where  I  had  been  for  surgery  and 
treatment  when  the  train  in  which  we  were  travel¬ 
ing  was  wrecked  by  a  broken;  rail  throwing  cars 
off  the  track  on  both  sides.  Our  car  hung  over  a 
steep  embankment  in  a  precarious  position.  It 
was  early  morning  with  very  little  light  in  the  sky. 
Excited  passengers  were  striking  matches  to  pro¬ 
vide  light  when  trainmen  warned  that  they  might 
ignite  the  broken  gas  lines  and  "we'd  burn  up 
like  rats  in  a  hole,  n  It  was  a  terrifying  time  not 
knowing  what  minute  might  be  our  last,  if  the  car 
on  a  steep  angle  should  go  down.  But  our  prayers 
were  heard  and  assured  and  we  were  rescued  in 
time,  badly  shaken  and  ill  from  shock  but  with  no 
physical  injuries.  After  a  two-day  delay  for  re¬ 
pairing  the  track  we  proceeded  homeward  arriv¬ 
ing  safely  with  grateful  hearts  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  our  lives.  Others,  like  we,  in  that  wreck 
miracously  escaped  death  through  the  hand  of 
Providence  they  felt.  No  lives  were  lost,  bad  as 
it  was . 

I  find  hobbies,  of  which  I  have  many,  an 
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Interesting  and  helpful  factor  in  the  life  of  a 
shut-in.  One  of  my  foremost  is  in  expressing 
myself  in  lines  of  poetry,  though  lacking  perhaps 
in  technique,  they  are  often  satisfying  in  releas¬ 
ing  innermost  feelings.  My  booklet,  "Autumn 
Leaves",  contains  many  of  these  thoughts.  Cro¬ 
cheting  is  another  fascinating  art  I  enjoy  and 
spend  much  time  working  on  small  and  large 
articles  for  my  family  and  friends.  My  latest 
project  is  in  writing  the  history  of  my  parents 
and  their  families,  a  volume  I  hope  will  soon  be 
published. 

As  of  this  date,  August  I960,  my  immediate 
family  number  thirty-three  living  souls.  Seven 
of  these  have  fulfilled  Latter-day  Saint  missions 
in  recent  years.  Four  have  served  in  the  armed 
forces  for  their  country.  Others  have  yet  to  go. 

The  adult  members  are  all  busy  in  gainful 
employment  in  their  chosen  line  of  endeavor.  I 
am  now  the  proud  grandparent  of  nine  grandchildren 
and  eleven  great-grandchildren  with  more  on  the 
way.  I  still  live  in  the  home  where  we  came  57 
years  ago.  Many  changes  have  been  made,  through 
the  years,  to  convert  it  into  a  modern  and  con¬ 
venient  home  with  added  beauty  inside  and  out. 
Surrounded  by  family  and  friends  and  in  render¬ 
ing  such  service  as  I  can,  I  find  joy  in  living. 

To  this  I  add: 

THE  LIGHT  I  CARRY 

The  light  I  carry  may  not  shed  a  solar  light, 

But  if  trimmed  and  kept  burning  bright 
May  guide  footsteps  more  safely  along  the  way 
And  save  someone  from  going  astray. 

My  little  light  may  not  reach  afar, 

But  if  constant  as  the  evening  star, 

It  may  lift  a  heart  bowed  in  anguish  and  pain 

To  greater  heights  of  hope  by  its  ruddy  flame.

With  hope  renewed  to  reach  a  cherished  goal 

Then  truly  it  may  have  saved  a  human  soul.

I  first  saw  the  light  of  day  in  my  Grand¬ 
mother  Bird's  home  at  Nephi  where  my  parents, 
Charles  H.  and  Alice  Ann  Evans  Bird  Lived  in  one 
small  room  at  that  time.  Memories  linger  still  of 
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the  little  town  where  I  was  born  and  spent  my 
growing  up  years  of  many  happy  carefree  days. 

I  attended  school  in  Nephi,  in  a  school  house 
across  the  street  from  our  home.  Later  I  attend¬ 
ed  the  Juab  Stake  Academy  where  my  dating  first 
started.  These  dates  consisted  of  picnics  in  the 
canyon  and  get-togethers  often  with  our  own  little 
crowd  at  home  parties.  School,  Church,  and 
family  parties  and  programs  were  our  source  of 

entertainment.

At  one  May  Day  braiding  of  the  May  Pole, 

I  was  Queen  of  the  May. 

Father  was  leader  of  the  Ward  Choir  of 
which  I  was  a  member.  We  sang  on  many  pro¬ 
grams  and  church  services.  I  sang  with  Neva 
Booth's  accompaniment  on  many  occasions. 

In  1896  the  family  moved  to  Manti,  Sanpete, 
Utah.  There  I  met  the  man  I  was  to  marry, 
Christen  Axelsen.  He  was  then  employed  by  the 
local  newspaper,  the  Manti  Messenger.  He  later 
became  editor  of  this  paper. 

After  he  completed  his  schooling,  he  be¬ 
came  a  school  teacher  and  champion  of  youth. 
After  our  marriage  23  August  1899  in  the  Manti 
Temple  we  made  our  home  in  Manti,  where  our 
three  children  were  born  to  our  union.  .  .  a 
daughter  named  after  both  grandmothers  - - 
Alice  Elsie,  two  sons --Thomas  Heber  named 
for  both  grandfathers  and  Karl  Christen  named 
after  his  father  and  his  father's  favorite  teacher, 
Karl  G.  Maeser. 

In  1914,  Chris  pioneered  organization  of 
the  Sanpete  County  Fair.  He  was  also  clerk  of 
Manti  City  Council  and  a  member  of  the  Utah 
Municipal  League. 

In  1918  at  the  end  of  World  War  I,  we  moved 
to  Salt  Lake  City  where  Chris  took  a  repreive 
from  teaching  by  working  as  a  bookkeeper  for 
Standard  Furniture  for  one  year  and  then  for  a 
packing  company.  He  then  deci  ded  to  go  back  to 
teaching.  He  taught  industrial  arts  in  Horace 
Mann  Jr.  High  School  from  then  until  he  retired 
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in  1938. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  a  six-month 
mission  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 

We  both  were  privileged  to  work  in  the  wards 
of  our  church,  my  work  being  mostly  in  the  Relief 
Society  as  a  visiting  teacher,  quilting  director,  and 
working  on  various  committees. 

At  this  date,  August,  I960,  I  proudly  claim 
eleven  grandchildren  and  twenty -eight  great-grand¬ 
children. 

Alice  married  William  Riley  Heath.  To  this 
union,  four  sons  and  three  daughters  were  born. 

As  their  family  grew  up  another  war  brewed  and 
her  eldest  son  and  three  sons -in-law  were  active 
in  overseas  duty  in  four  different  theaters  of 
World  War  II,  all  returning  home  safely.  To  this 
date,  twenty-two  grandchildren  are  their  heritage. 
Alice  and  Riley  have  carried  many  jobs  in  the 
church.  At  the  time  of  Riley's  death  June  1956, 
he  was  serving  as  second  counselor  to  Bishop  Don 
M.  Fergusen  of  the  McKinley  Ward,  Temple  View 
Stake,  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Alice  was  serving  as 
first  counselor  to  President  Waunda  Pratt  of  the 
same  ward  Relief  Society.  Left  a  widow,  it  was 
necessary  for  her  to  go  to  work  as  a  clerk  typist 
to  take  care  of  herself  and  home  which  I  am  now 
sharing  with  her.

As  he  proceeded  through  his  school  years 
he  was  an  outstanding  pupil  and  during  his  years 
at  the  LDS  High  School  he  served  as  studentbody 
president.  He  also  edited  the  school  paper  and 
year  book,  where  he  gained  recognition  by  the 
City  Newspapers  which  gave  him  immediate 
employment  at  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune. 
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Upon  his  graduation  he  married  Lavern 
Clark  to  which  union  a  son  Thomas  Heber  Jr.  was 
born.  This  marriage  was  broken  and  the  son 
legally  adopted  by  Lavern's  second  husband  taking 
the  surname  of  Collins.  Thomas  later  married 
Dorothy  L.  Douglas,  to  which  union  a  daughter 
Julie  was  born.

I  now 
have  22  grandchildren  and  19  great  grandchildren. 
(Two  more  soon) 

Our  first  son  Charles  served  as  superintendent 
of  Grant  3rd  Ward  Sunday  School  for  several  years. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Tabernacle  Choir.  He  is 
employed  with  the  Kennecott  Copper  Corp.  ,  and 
served  4  years  as  head  of  the  Retirement  and 
Pension  plan-  He  is  now  serving  in  the  Public 
Relations  Department. 

Lawrence  our  second  son  served  a  mission 
in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  from  September  1942  to 
June  1945.,  then  served  two  years  in  the  U.S.  Navy, 
stationed  at  Farragut,  Idaho.  Lawrence  has 
chosen  teaching  as  his  vocation  and  is  presently 
heading  the  music  department  of  the  Wasatch 
Junior  High  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Our  daughters  have  all  been  active  in  church 
work,  and  been  busy  rearing  their  families.  They 
all  graduated  from  High  School  and  have  attended 
the  University  of  Utah.

Ethel  our  youngest  daughter,  took  a  business 
course  at  college.  Soon  after  her  graduation  she 
accepted  a  good  position  in  Los  Angeles,  California 
where  she  worked  until  her  marriage  to  William 
Ashton  December  25,  1933,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 
They  made  their  home  in  Los  Angeles  where  Bill, 
her  Husband,  is  a  successful  business  man.  Both 
he  and  Ethel  are  ardent  Church  workers,  particu¬ 
larly  in  temple  and  genealogy  work.  They  are  the 
parents  of  three  children.  Their  oldest  son  at 
this  writing  (I960)  is  serving  on  a  foreign  mission  . 
Their  daughter  is  married  and  has  two  young 
children. 

I  lost  my  first  wife  Alice  Reid  Bird,  the 
mother  of  my  children,  January  24,  1948,  after 
forty  six  years  of  happy  married  life  together. 
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She  was  a  faithful  wife  and  mother  giving  the  best  she 
had  throughout  her  life.  Alice  was  a  member  of  the 
Latter-day  Saint  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Choir  from 
1915  to  1947.

I  have  been  told  by  my  mother  how  I  arrived 
following  a  heavy  snow  storm  one  cold  October 
day  and  at  a  time  when  my  father  was  away  on  one 
of  his  professional  dental  trips  and  the  hardship  it 
worked  on  the  older  children  who  now  had  the  out¬ 
door  chores  to  do  in  the  cold  weather.  My  child¬ 
hood  days  were  spent  in  Nephi,  where  my  parents, 
Charles  H.  and  Alice  Evans  Bird  had  lived  since 
their  childhood.  My  first  schooling  was  in  the 
little  school  house  across  the  road  from  our  home. 
A  little  later  I  attended  the  Juab  Stake  Academy- - 
a  branch  of  B.  Y,  U.  at  Provo.  My  parents  moved 
to  Manti,  Utah  when  I  was  10  years  old  where  I 
continued  my  schooling  graduating  from  High 
School  where  I  had  served  as  vice  president  of 
the  pioneer  graduating  class  of  Manti  High  School. 

I  later  attended  B.  Y.U.  at  Provo  for  three  years. 

At  the  age  of  8  years  I  was  baptized  in  a 
creek  just  below  the  old  mill-race,  one  and  a 
half  blocks  from  our  home.  Mother  waited  near 
with  towels  and  dry  clothes,  but  I  was  so  cold 
and  frightened  I  climbed  out  on  the  opposite 
side  and  ran  home  as  fast  as  I  could.  Mother 
followed  and  found  me  standing  in  a  pool  of 
water  by  the  kitchen  stove,  shaking,  and  trying 
to  get  warm.  She  soon  took  care  of  me  and  all 
was  well. 

I  attended  Sunday  School  and  Primary  in  the 
chapel  near  our  home  in  Nephi.  When  Mother  was 
an  officer  in  the  ward  Primary  there,  my  sister 
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Blanch  and  I  took  part  in  a  number  of  Primary- 
festivals  and  plays  singing  and  dancing,  I  have 
been  active  in  Church  work  since  early  young 
womanhood  having  served  in  the  various  organiza¬ 
tions  as  teacher,  organist,  chorister  and  for  a 
time  in  the  Presidency  of  the  North  Ward  Primary 
in  Manti,  Shortly  after  my  marriage  we  moved  to 
Provo  Bench,  (now  Orem)  where  I  continued  my 
church  work  along  with  my  husband  during  the 
three  years  we  lived  there  serving  in  Sunday 
School  and  MIA,  singing  in  the  Timpanogos  Ward 
choir  and  special  programs  etc,  (Our  two  first 
children  were  born  while  we  were  there). 

On  our  return  to  Manti  in  1912  I  still  carried 
on  my  Church  and  Community  work.  When  the 
Manti  Center  Ward  was  organized  in  1923,  Blanch 
and  I  were  sustained  as  organist  and  choristers 
of  the  ward  Relief  Society  organization.  Soon  after¬ 
ward  our  President,  Sister  Annie  Anderson  asked 
me  to  organize  a  Relief  Society  Chorus  which  I  did 
and  served  as  their  chorister  for  nearly  20  years. 
The  name--Relief  Society  Chorus--  was  later 
changed  to  "Singing  Mothers,  "  --A  most  appro- 

name.  We  have  sung  at  many  places  on  various 
occasions  through  the  years,  including  funerals, 
pageants,  Relief  Society  Conferences ,  etc.  On 
two  memorable  occasions  we  sang  with  other 
"Singing  Mother's"  groups  throughout  the  Church, 
at  General  Conference  in  Salt  Lake  City.  I  am 
now  serving  as  Relief  Society  District  Teacher 
where  I  have  recently  served  in  other  capacities. 
Another  memorable  occasion  of  our  "Singing 
Mothers"  was  at  the  Centennial  Pageant 
commemorating  the  opening  of  the  Manti  Temple, 
a  most  inspiring  event  attended  by  people  from 
far  and  near. 

I  have  had  the  most  wonderful  and  sacred 
experience  and  privilege  of  serving  a  four  year 
mission  as  an  ordinance  worker  in  the  Manti 
Temple.  Working  in  this  Holy  House  of  the 
Lord  I  have  felt  close  to  Heaven  and  at  peace 
with  the  world.  I  received  my  release  December 
31,  1959.  That  great  mission  has  strengthened 
my  testimony  and  brought  much  joy  into  my  life, 

I  feel  my  life  has  been  spared  many  times 
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through  the  power  of  the  Priesthood  in  administer¬ 
ing  to  me  by  the  Elders,  one  of  which  I  should  like 
to  relate;  It  was  at  the  time  of  that  dreadful  flu 
epidemic  of  1918  and  1919.  My  husband,  Melroy, 
was  the  first  of  our  family  afflicted  with  the 
disease,  I  nursed  him  for  three  days  before 
coming  down  with  it  myself.  Our  children  were 
too  young  to  care  for  themselves  and  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  get  help  with  so  many  ill  with  the 
disease  and  others  too  frightened  to  come.  I  had 
to  stay  up  and  take  care  of  them  until  I  lost  con¬ 
sciousness  and  laid  at  death's  door  for  several 
hours.  When  I  regained  consciousness  a 
couple  of  Elders,  wearing  masks  stood  over 
me.  They  were  just  through  administering  to 
me,  I  know  it  was  by  their  faith  through  the 
power  of  the  Priesthood  my  life  was  spared  to 
raise  our  little  family. 

I  had  another  wonderful  experience  follow¬ 
ing  an  illness  when  in  my  'teens'.  I  had  been  go¬ 
ing  with  a  group  of  young  people  who  rediculed 
Temple  marriage  and  ordinances.  I  had  been 
taught  the  sacredness  of  those  things  and  prayed 
for  understanding.  Then  I  had  an  impressive 
dream:  Three  persons  appeared  to  me.  They 
seemed  to  have  come  through  the  closed  door 
and  stood  at  the  foot  of  my  bed.  They  had  all 
died  before  I  was  born  but  from  mother's 
discription  of  her  father  I  knew  him,  so  when 
he  asked,  "Do  you  know  who  I  am,  "  I  said, 

"Yes,  you  are  Grandfather  Evans,  "  Then  he 
said,  "See  my  clothes  ?'  (they  all  three  wore 
temple  robes)  "Look  closely  and  tell  your 
mother  what  you  see.  "  The  left  side  of  Grand¬ 
father's  garments  were  not  complete;  there  was 
just  the  warp  and  not  the  weave.  Two  of  the 
Evans  boys  had  died  in  their  youth  and  their 
temple  work  not  done.  Mother  felt  that  Grand¬ 
father  wished  those  ordinances  done  so  they 
could  continue  on,  in  a  whole  unit,  with  their 
work  over  there.  It  was  an  experience  that  has 
strengthened  my  testimony  and  belief  in  Temple 
marriages  and  work  for  the  dead  as  required  in 
gaining  our  salvation  hereafter.  I'm  truly  grat- 
ful  for  this  knowledge  in  answer  to  my  prayers. 
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Along  with  the  care  of  my  family,  Church 
work,  and  other  activities  I  have  served  as  Captain 
and  in  other  offices  of  the  Manti  DUP  Camp  and  as 
a  County  officer.  As  of  now  (I960)  I  am  serving 
as  vice  president  of  South  Sanpete  County  DUP.'

Kenneth  James  Bird  second  son  and  seventh 
child  of  Charles  H,  and  Alice  Evans  Bird  was 
gladly  welcomed  into  the  home  of  his  parents  that 
spring- -filled  April  night  of  189L  I  well  remember 
his  arrival.  My  sister  Hattie  and  I  shared  a  room 
together  in  our  home  at  Nephi  where  we  then  lived. 
Along  in  the  night  we  were  awakened  by  the  crying 
of  a  baby  with  an  attendancy  to  holding  his  breath. 

As  we  listened  my  sister,  rather  excitedly,  exclaimed, 
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"Another  hold-your-breath.  "  This  remark  was 
made  with  the  thought  of  the  sister  next  older  than 
the  new  baby  who  held  her  breath  at  times  so  long 
she  would  have  us  all  badly  upset. 

Our  parents  moved  from  Nephi  to  Manti  when 
Kenneth  was  five  years  old.  It  was  there  he  spent 
his  growing-up  years  participating  in  the  various 
activities  of  that  little  town.  It  was  there,  also, 
where  he  met,  courted  and  married  the  girl  of  his 
dreams,  Lola  Bradley.  He  graduated  from  Manti 
High  School  and  later  attended  the  McCune  School 
of  Music  in  Salt  Lake  City  where  he  graduated  in 
1929  with  a  life  teaching  certificate  in  music.  In 
1939  he  received  his  B.S.  degree  from  the  University 
of  Utah  majoring  in  music.  He  did  post  graduate 
work  at  other  universities.  At  the  time  of  his 
retirement,  1956,  his  teaching  career  covered  a 
period  of  43  years.  He  also  gave  freely  of  his 
time  and  talents  in  other  worthy  causes  of  church 
and  civic  life. 

He  was  director  of  two  stake  choruses.  A 
male  chorus  of  85  voices  and  a  ladies  group  of 
75.  These  groups  furnish  music  for  conferences. 
They  also  presented  a  spring  concert  each  year 
and  furnished  music  for  Easter  Cantatas  with  a 
return  request. 

During  the  20  years  K.  J.  Bird  conducted 
the  Alpine  Stake  Choir  he  served  5  years  as 
Stake  M.  I.  A.  chorister.  He  missed  only  three 
conferences  during  the  20  years  and  his  absence 
was  due  to  illness.  Several  times  during  this 
period,  he  had  the  honor  of  taking  s  pecial  sing¬ 
ing  groups  to  General  Conference  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Kenneth  was  also  active  in  other  phases 
of  Church  and  Civic  work.  He  has  served  as 
Gospel  Doctrine  class  leader  in  Sunday  School 
and  adult  class  leader  in  M.  I.  A.  He  also  served 
for  many  years  as  Ward  Teacher.  He  was  a 
charter  member  of  Lions  International  and 
served  as  an  officer  of  the  organization.  He 
has  been  a  delegate  to  national  conventions  in 
New  York  City,  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles, 
plus  most  local  conventions.  He  was  song  leader 
for  the  convention  held  in  Ogden  in  1954.  His  wife 
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Lola  has  accompanied  him  on  most  of  these 
occasions,  giving  them  an  opportunity  of  seeing 
much  of  the  country  and  places  of  interest  in 
their  travels  of  business  and  for  pleasure  in  this 
great  nation. 

The  following  article  which  appeared  in  the 
American  Fork  newspaper  at  the  time  of  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1956  very  well  covers  his  activities  and 
accomplishments  through  the  years  of  his  life: 

K,  J,  Bird,  Supervisor  of  Music  for  Alpine  School 
Dirstrict  and  former  music  instructor  at  American 
Fork  High  School,  will  retire  at  the  close  of  the 
present  school  year,  it  was  announce  d  by  the 
Board  of  Education, 

Mr,  Bird  first  came  to  American  Fork  in  1923, 

At  that  time  he  taught  music  at  the  high  school 
and  supervised  the  music  classes  in  American 
Fork  and  Alpine  Elementary  Schools.  When 
D,  R,  Mitchell  became  superintendent,  the 
district  was  revised  and  Mr,  Bird  taught  at 
the  high  school  full  time. 

Mr.  Bird  was  born  in  Nephi  and  graduated  from 
Manti  High  School  and  McCune  school  for  Music 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  has  done  post  graduate 
work  at  Northwestern  University,  Evanston, 

Ill,  ,  University  of  Utah,  and  Brigham  Young 
University, 

He  began  his  teaching  career  in  Richfield  Elementary 
Schools,  From  there  he  went  to  Grantsville  and 
Nephi  where  he  was  instructor  of  music  in  the 
high  schools  and  supervisor  of  music  for  the 
elementary  schools,  and  was  principal  of  the 
high  school  in  Samaria,  Idaho,  before  coming 
to  American  Fork  in  1923. 

Mr.  Bird's  ability  to  successfully  impart  not  only 
the  technicalities  but  the  beauty  and  inspiration  of 
music  to  young  people  is  evidenced  in  the  in  the 
splendid  record  of  achievements  made  by  the 
music  department  of  the  school  here. 

The  high  school  band,  under  his  expert  super¬ 
vision,  always  won  top  honors.  They  placed 
first  in  the  Lions  parade  in  Logan,  1947  and 
that  same  year  led  the  queen's  float  in  the 
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centennial  celebration  July  24  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  band  won  second  place  at  the  Jaycees  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  in  1949  and 
third  place  in  1954,  and  were  invited  to  participate 
in  the  July  24th  parade  at  Ogden.  In  1952  they 
placed  first  at  the  Lions  Convention  parade  in 
Provo,  and  they  always  won  first  place  at  the 
Region  3  music  festivals. 

The  band  twirlers  won  first  place  at  the  State  Con¬ 
test  in  Nephi,  1952  and  Mr.  Bird  has  received 
recognition  for  the  work  he  has  done  with  the  glee 
clubs,  who  always  placed  high  in  Region  3  festivals. 

Mr.  Bird  is  active  in  the  American  Fork  Lions 
Club,  of  which  he  is  a  charter  member,  and  also 
church  and  civic  affairs.  He  has  held  all  offices 
in  the  club  including  deputy  district  governor. 

For  20  years  he  conducted  the  Alpine  Stake  taber¬ 
nacle  Choir  and  has  also  served  as  MIA  stake 
music  director. 

Mr.  Bird's  regular  teaching  duties  here  included 
the  band,  orchestra,  men's  glee,  ladies  glee  and 
a  junior  high  band.  Among  his  proud  accomplish¬ 
ments  were  the  fine  operas  the  vocal  department 
of  the  school  produced,  such  as  Faust,  Ermine, 
Hermit  of  Hawaii  and  so  forth.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  large  number  of  outstanding  young  musicians 
owe  a  great  deal  to  the  patience,  knowledge  and 
skill  of  K.  J.  Bird. 

In  1926  Mr.  Bird  organized  the  Beethoven  Club 
at  the  high  school  which  has  actively  functioned 
since.  The  club  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  music 
in  all  its  phases,  including  opera,  and  lives  of 
great  composers.  The  25th  or  silver  anniversary 
of  its  founding  was  celebrated  in  1951  and  active 
students  and  alumni  joined  in  paying  tribute  to  the 
man  responsible  for  its  organization. 

As  Music  Supervisor  of  Alpine  District,  he  has 
organized  the  self-contained  vocal  program  in 
the  elementary  grades  and  the  special  string 
instruction  program  in  the  elementary  grades. 

He  and  his  lovely  wife,  the  former  Lola  Bradley, 
have  four  daughters,  Mrs.  Lennis  (Helen)  Abel, 
Mrs.  Dean  (Lucile)  Webb,  Mrs.  Virgil  (Kathryn) 
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Wooton  and  Mrs«  Keith  (Ruth)  Hales.  They  have 
15  grandchildren  and  three  great-grand  children. 

Kenneth  and  his  wife  Lola  have  teamed  to¬ 
gether  in  their  various  fields  of  endeavor  with 
successful  results.  Lola  has  held  positions  in 
Primary,  M.  I.  A.  and  Relief  Society.  In  the 
latter  she  served  five  years  as  1st  counselor 
of  the  Presidency.  She  is  past  President  of  the 
Arlitra  Guild  Club  of  American  Fork.  She  is 
also  a  member  of  Ladies  Lions  Club. 

Their  children  are  all  married  and  busy 
rearing  their  families.  Helen  the  oldest  has  a 
three  year  Normal  at  B.  Y.  U.  and  received  a 
certificate  for  teaching,  but  she  preferred 
marriage  to  a  professional  career.  She  is 
married  to  Lennis  Abel,  who  along  with  her  is 
active  in  church  and  community  work.  Lennis 
is  a  Seventy  and  has  served  as  ward  clerk.  He 
is  an  employee  at  Geneva  Steel  Plant,  Orem, 

Utah.  Helen,  among  other  activities  has  worked 
in  Sunday  School  and  M,  I.  A.  She  is  a  member 
of  the  Ladies  Chorus  which  her  father  directed. 

Lucile  is  the  wife  of  Dean  Webb.  They  are 
both  active  church  workers.  Lucile  has  held 
important  positions  in  Primary,  M.  I.  A.  and 
Sunday  School,  including  teacher  trainer  in  Ward 
Primary,  Coordinator  of  Junior  Sunday  School, 
and  Secretary  of  both  organizations.  She  is  also 
a  Relief  Society  visiting  teacher.  Dean  has 
served  in  the  presidency  of  both  M.  I.  A.  and 
Sunday  School.  He  has  also  served  as  Scout 
and  Explorer  leader  and  is  active  in  chorus 
and  quartet  singing. 

Kathryn  is  married  to  Virgil  Wootton  who 
is  a  photographer.  The  two  of  them  work  together 
in  this  successful  business.  Kathryn  has  served 
as  historian  of  the  ward  Primary  and  is  active 
in  the  ward  choir,  P.T.A.  work  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Ladies  Stake  Chorus.  Virgil  has  served 
as  secretary  in  the  Elders  Quorum  and  as  ward 
clerk.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  children. 

Ruth  their  youngest,  and  her  husband,  Keith 
Hales  are  also  active  church  workers.  Ruth  has 
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been  drama  director  in  M0  I.  A.  and  has  served 
as  teacher  in  Primary  and  Sunday  School.  She  is 
also  active  in  music  circles.  Ruth  attended  B.  Y,  U. 
before  her  marriage.  Keith  is  an  Elder,  has 
served  as  Sunday  School  teacher  and  works  with 
the  Boy  Scouts . 

Kenneth  and  Lola,  like  all  of  us  in  this  great 
drama  of  life  have  been  subject  to  many  changing 
scenes.  They  have  known  both  happiness  and 
success,  sorrow  and  disappointment  in  the  real 
life  parts  assigned  them. 

The  death  of  a  daughter  in  the  flower  of 
lovely  young  womanhood  and  their  only  son  a 
few  weeks  later,  at  the  age  of  seven  years,  was 
a  heart  break  that  only  time  could  heal.

The  foregoing  was  written  before  the  death 
of  our  brother.  Kenneth  J.  Bird  died  from  a 
heart  attack  Thursday,  February  9,  1961.  He 
was  stricken  minutes  before  he  was  to  direct 
his  male  chorus  in  a  program  at  the  Alpine  Stake 
Tabernacle  in  American  Fork.  It  is  quite  signif¬ 
icant  that  death  came  while  in  the  service  of  his 
fellow  men.  Of  the  unbroken  chain  of  the  eight 
Bird  brothers  and  sisters  ranging  in  age  64  to  85, 
Kenneth  was  the  first  to  go.  His  passing  leaves 
us  sad  of  heart  but  gratful  for  our  association 
with  him  in  this  life.  Largely  attended  and  im¬ 
pressive  funeral  services  were  held  for  him  in 
the  Alpine  Stake  Tabernacle  Monday,  February 
13,  1961.  The  funeral  was  conducted  by  Bishop 
Fred  Bowen  of  the  7th  Ward.  Lloyd  Adamson, 
a  professional  contemporary,  gave  a  tribute  and 
biography  of  Kenneth's  life.  President  Phil  D. 
Jensen  of  the  Alpine  Stake  was  the  main  speaker. 
Favorite  musical  numbers  were  beautifully 
rendered  by  the  male  chorus,  a  string  quartet, 
and  the  ladies  chorus  all  of  which  Kenneth  had 
formerly  been  director.  Burial  was  in  the 
American  Fork  Cemetery  near  his  son  and 
daughter  who  had  preceeded  him  in  death.  Kenneth 
would  have  been  seventy  years  old  in  April  1961.

I  was  born  in  Nephi,  Juab,  Utah  the  third  son 
and  eighth  child  pf  Charles  Heber  and  Alice  Evans 
Bird.  When  I  was  two  years  old,  the  family  moved 
to  Manti  where  I  was  raised  to  young  manhood.  I 
attended  the  public  schools  in  Manti  and  graduated 
from  the  Manti  High  School  in  May,  1912. 

I  married  Irma  Reid  June  21,  1916  in  the 
Manti  Temple.  Irma  was  born  May  11,  1894  in 
Manti.  Our  son,  Heber  Reid  Bird,  was  born 
March  18,  1918  in  Manti. 

I  taught  school  in  Manti  for  seven  years,  the 
last  year  as  principal  of  the  school. 

Irma  died  during  that  terrible  influenza 
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epidemic  of  1918  and  1919.  Little  Reid  was  a  babe 
one  year  old.  She  was  buried  in  the  Manti  Cemetary. 
After  her  death  I  moved  to  Farmington  where  Reid 
and  I  lived  with  Father  and  Mother  while  I  attended 
the  University  of  Utah.  Later  we  moved  to  Salt  Lake 
City  where  Father  set  up  his  dental  office  in  his  home. 

In  September,  1921,  I  accepted  a  teaching- 
position  in  Price,  Utah.  Shortly  after  my  arrival 
in  Price,  I  met  Hazel  Snow,  also  a  teacher  in  the 
Price  School.  At  the  end  of  a  short  and  pleasant 
courthsip  we  were  married  on  my  birthday, 

January  25,  1922  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  Hazel 
was  born  in  salem,  Utah  in  the  same  house  and 
the  same  room  in  which  her  Mother  was  born 
twenty  years  earlier.  Our  son,  Gale  Snow  Bird, 
was  born  in  Price,  Utah. 

After  teaching  in  Price  for  thee  years,  we 
moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  in  September  1924.  From 
that  time  until  June  1959,  I  taught  in  the  Salt  Lake 
City  Schools  making  a  total  of  forty-five  years 
teaching  in  the  State  of  Utah,  twenty-eight  years 
at  South  High  School. 

In  February  1932  we  adopted  our  daughter, 

Lois  Ann,  who  was  born  in  Salem,  Utah.  This 
made  us  a  family  of  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

It  has  been  the  tradition  of  the  Bird  family 
to  have  a  reunion  each  summer.  This  was  mother's 
wish.  She  organized  and  started  the  reunions 
twenty  to  thirty  years  ago,  and  asked  that  we 
always  keep  them  going.  In  August  of  1935  we 
were  to  meet  at  Oaks  Park  near  Delta.  Myron 
and  Romania  were  to  be  hosts.  Charles  W.  and 
I  were  first  to  arrive  and  went  on  ahead  to  the 
reserved  spot  for  us.  Before  we  arrived  at  the 
campsite  it  began  raining  and  hailing- -the  hail¬ 
stones  were  as  large  as  marbles.  We  were  unable 
to  get  out  of  the  car  to  establish  camp  and  were 
sitting  in  the  cars  waiting  for  the  storm  to  cease. 
Chari  finally  got  out  and  walked  across  the  foot¬ 
bridge  to  explore  the  camp.  As  he  was  standing 
on  the  bridge  looking  about,  he  suddenly  shouted, 
"Let's  get  out  of  here.  I  can  smell  a  flood!  " 

Before  we  could  turn  our  car  around  and  get  out 
on  the  highway  the  .flood  hit.  We  were  carried 
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about  seventy-five  yards  and  the  De  Soto  car 
lodged  against  a  large  tree.  By  this  time  the 
car  was  completely  submerged  by  the  flood. 

Total  darkness  was  our  lot.  We  did  not  know 
where  we  were  being  swept  to  or  how  long  the 
car  would  remain  upright.  Hazel  and  I,  Gale 
and  Lois  and  Mother  were  in  my  car.  Mother 
was  near  80  years  of  age  at  that  time.  Need¬ 
less  to  say,  our  prayers  were  being  said  with 
faith  that  God  would  hear  our  cries  and  answer 
us  in  our  need.  The  front  of  the  car  was  tilted 
down- -the  rear  end  up.  We  thought  we  were  on 
the  very  edge  of  the  deep  wash  and  at  any  moment 
would  be  swept  over  the  embankment  and  away  to 
certain  death.  At  this  moment  Hazel  remembered 
a  phrase  in  my  Patriarchial  Blessing  saying, 
’’through  the  exercise  and  power  of  the  Priesthood 
you  will  have  command  over  the  elements  and  be 
protected  from  death.  "  I  raised  my  hands  high 
over  my  head  kneeling  in  the  front  seat  of  the  car 
and  called  upon  my  Heavenly  Father  to  save  us. 
From  that  moment  on  we  sat  still  and  waited  for 
the  flood  to  pass  on.  We  did  not  know  the  fate  of 
Chari  and  family.  They  had  made  it  to  high  ground 
before  the  flood  hit  and  were  safe.  They  could  see 
the  top  of  our  car  at  times  when  the  flood  eased  a 
little.  They  felt  sure  we  were  all  dashed  from 
the  car  and  were  surely  drowned.  After  thirty 
minutes  of  such  fear  and  danger  we  were  able  to 
lower  lower  one  of  the  windows  about  two  inches. 

As  we  did  so  we  heard  great  cries  of  joy  sayinjg, 
"The  window  is  going  down- -s omeone  in  the  car 
is  alive.  ”  By  that  time  I  peeked  through  the  top 
of  the  window  to  see  Chari  wading  knee  deep  in 
mud  and  silt  to  try  to  get  to  us.  He  called  out, 
"How  are  you  and  are  you  all  alive  and  still  in 
the  car?"  "Yes,  "  I  said.  By  this  time  we  knew 
God  and  His  Angels  had  saved  us  all.  In  about 
an  hour  news  of  the  flood  or  the  flood  itself  had 
reached  nearly  to  Delta.  Myron  and  Kenneth 
with  several  men  and  guides  had  gotten  forces 
and  ridden  to  the  campsite,  fearful  of  finding  us 
anywhere  along  the  way  drowned  and  lost  in  the 
terrible  path  of  that  avrful  flood.  What  rejoicing 
to  find  us  all  alive  and  safe!  We  returned  to 
Myron's  home  in  Delta,  the  entire  family  giving 
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thanks  for  "Our  Deliverance.  "  Mother  said  to  me, 
"Son,  we  faced  eternity  together  today.  Through 
God's  blessings  we  were  saved.  "  The  reunions 
continue,  but  the  older  members  of  the  family 
shall  never  forget  "The  Flood". 

November  29,  1939  Reid,  our  son,  vent  on  a 
mission  to  Brazil.  He  served  in  this  capacity  for 
two  and  one-half  years.  After  his  mission  he  took 
a  position  with  the  United  States  Diplomatic  Foreign 
Service.  While  on  his  mission  he  met  and  married 
Pamela  Guest  in  Brazil.  She  was  born  in  Edgbaston, 
Burmingham,  England.  They  were  married  February 
14,  1944  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil  by  Mission  President 
Seegmiller.  Pamela  was  a  member  of  the  Church. 

Our  son,  Gale,  enlisted  in  the  Navy  Air 
Force  at  eighteen  years  of  age  where  he  served 
for  three  years  until  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

While  in  Chicago  on  a  technical  training  course 
for  the  Navy,  he  met  and  married  Helen  June 
Freundenberg.  They  were  married  in  University 
Ward,  Chicago  by  Bishop  Henry  A.  Matis.  Reid 
and  Pam  flew  from  Brazil  to  Chicago  for  the 
wedding,  Reid  acting  as  best  man  for  his  brother. 
Hazel  and  I  were  unable  to  attend  either  of  our 
boys'  weddings  due  to  wartime  transportation 
restrictions . 

Immediately  following  Gale's  marriage  the 
boys  and  their  wives  came  to  Salt  Lake  City  where 
we  held  openhouse.  Over  two  hundred  guests  and 
relatives  came  to  meet  the  two  brides  whom  none 
of  us  had  previously  met.  Both  of  our  boys  went 
far  from  home  to  choose  their  life's  companions 
feeling  quite  capable  of  making  this  decision  with¬ 
out  any  help  from  the  family.  We  wholeheartedly 
accept  their  choice. 

On  January  8,  1945,  Reid  and  Pamela  with 
Gale  and  Helen  went  to  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  where 
they  were  sealed  to  each  other.  Lois  Ann  Bird, 
our  adopted  daughter,  was  sealed  to  Hazel  and  me 
that  same  day.  Heaven  came  to  earth  for  us  that 
glorious  day  in  the  Temple  of  Our  Lord. 

From  the  marriages  of  our  three  children 
we  have  become  the  proud  grandparents  of  nine 
lovely  grandchildren,  six  girls  and  three  boys. 
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Lois  married  Edwin  Lewis  Kaderli. 

After  a  year's  service  in  the  U.S.  Navy, 

Reid  returned  to  Brazil  to  continue  his  work  in 
the  diplomatic  service.  This  work  took  him  and 
his  family  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Arube,  Ireland, 
then  back  to  Bahia,  Brazil  and  for  the  last  three 
years  they  have  been  living  in  Washington  D.C. 
Since  the  war,  Gale  has  continued  his  work  as 
aircraft  technician  at  Hill  Air  Force  Base.  . 

Hazel  and  I  have  been  active  in  Church  work 
ever  since  we  met  in  Price,  holding  important 
positions  such  as  Stake  Sunday  School  officers  in 
Carbon,  Sunday  School,  M^I.A.  and  Relief  Society 
officers  and  teachers  in  Salt  Lake  City.  We 
were  both  active  members  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Tabernacle  Choir  for  thirty-three  years.  Our 
son,  Gale,  was  also  a  member  of  the  Tabernacle 
Choir  for  fifteen  years.  In  the  summer  of  1955 
we  went  with  the  Choir  on  its  European  Concert 
Tour,  an  experience  never  to  be  forgotten.  The 
Choir  sang  at  .the  dedicatorial  services  of  the 
Berne,  Switzerland  Temple,  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  experiences  of  our  lives. 

We  are  enjoying  retirement  taking  care 
of  each  other,  keeping  up  with  the  activities 
of  our  children  and  grandchildren  and  that  is 
a  full-time  job.

MYRON  EVAN  BIRD 

Born:  25  June  1896  in  Manti,  Sanpete,  Utah 
Married:  4  August  1917  in  Manti,  Sanpete,  Utah  to 
Dorothy  Romania  Westenskow 
Born:  6  January  1898  in  Manti,  Sanpete,  Utah 
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I  was  born  in  Manti,  Utah  on  June  25th  in 
1896,  the  last  of  a  long  line  of  featherless  birds  - 
nine  in  fact  -  of  Charles  Heber  and  Alice  Ann 
Evans  Bird.  Being  the  last  of  the  line,  I  am 
told  I  was  terribly  spoiled,  or  lucky  or  something, 
at  least  my  oldest  brother,  Charles  W.  used  to 
'perturb*  me  greatly  by  claiming  that  I  was  born 
with  a  silver  spoon  in  my  mouth.  If  that  were  a 
fact  it  took  some  considerable  trouble  to  keep  it 
polished.  My  two  brothers  just  older  than  I 
were  prone  to  "sister”  me  when  it  came  to 
small  but  unsave ry  chores.  I  remember  one 
fall  day  while  mother  was  away  in  Provo  with 
my  oldest  sister  Lottie.  Father  was  at  his 
office  and  there  was  some  work  to  be  done  on 
our  eight  acre  alfalfa  field  just  east  of  town. 

My  brothers  thought  it  was  my  duty  to  help 
haul  hay.  I  rebelled  and  the  two  "bullies" 
ganged  me  and  locked  me  in  a  closet  under 
the  stair  steps.  I  found  a  twenty-two  rifle 
in  the  closet  sol  kicked  the  panels  out  of 
the  door  and  went  hunting  brothers  with  the 
twenty -two.  Imagine  the  consternation  of  my 
father  to  get  a  call  at  his  office  from  a  neighbor 
telling  him  to  hurry  home  that  Myron  was  brother 
hunting  with  a  twenty-two.  You  who  knew  my 
father  can  well  imagine  the  scene  which  ensued 
as  father  came  hippity- hopping  across  that 
alfalfa  to  rescue  two  brothers  "holed"  up  behind 
a  load  of  hay. 

Some  of  my  fondest  memories  of  my  early 
life  are  of  the  family  surrounding  the  old  piano 
in  the  parlor,  with  a  cheery  fire  burning  in  the 
grate,  singing  our  hearts  out.  I  think  those 
sessions  were  the  root  of  the  love  of  music  which 
permeated  our  entire  family  and  put  at  least  one 
of  the  family,  our  brother  Kenneth  J.  into  his 
chosen  profession  of  teaching  and  directing  music. 
Other  members  of  the  family  have  reached  some 
degree  of  success  in  music,  directing  choirs  and 
singing  in  reknowned  musical  groups. 

I  grew  up  in  Manti  and  was  educated  in  the 
Manti  public  and  high  schools.  When  I  was  in  the 
eighth  grade  I  was  stricken  by  appendicitis,  a 
disease  that,  at  that  early  date  in  surgery  was  a 
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major  surgical  problem  and  of  course  was  diffi¬ 
cult  to  diagnose.  When  the  appendix  ruptured  I 
had.  to  be  transported  via  the  old  slow  Sanpete 
tram  to  Salt  Lake  City  where  I  had  surgery. 

Four  rubber  drains  were  poked  down  into  the 
incision  through  which  lougal's  solution  was 
squirted  every  day.  I  was  starved  ten  days  as 
procedure  "bperendi'of  those  days,  after  which' 

I  was  then  to  have  a  little  gruel  and  soup  for  an¬ 
other  few  days  and  gradually  build  up  to  some¬ 
thing  to  eat.  However,  a  nurse  mistakenly  gave 
me  a  tray  of  solids.  The  result  was  serious 
since  the  peristalic  wave  tried  to  force  food 
against  the  stoppage  in  my  small  intestine.  I 
lay  semi-conscious  for  two  weeks --mother  be¬ 
side  me  most  of  the  time.  One  day  a  humble 
orderly  walked  past  my  door  two  or  three  times 
and  finally  stepped  into  the  room  where  I  was 
laying  with  my  mother  holding  my  Land  and  I  am 
sure  praying,  and  said,  nSister  Bird  I  feel  that 
I  must  give  your  son  a  blessing,  do  you  mind?" 

Mother  of  course  assented  and  he  kneeled  down 
at  my  bedside  and  laid  his  hands  on  my  head  and 
according  to  what  my  mother  told  me  he  gave  me 
a  wonderful  blessing  in  which  he  said,  "You  will 
not  die  you  will  live  to  be  a  healer  of  men.  "  That 
night  at  about  eleven  o'clock,  I  had  been  laying 
in  a  coma  and  my  brother  Chari  was  holding  my 
hand.  He  felt  a  jerk  of  my  entire  body  and  I 
opened  my  eyes  and  asked  for  a  drink  of  water 
which  he  gave  me  and  I  retained  it- -the  first 
thing  that  I  had  retained  in  two  weeks.  I  did 
survive  and  as  a  physician  I  hope  I  have  fulfilled 
that  promise  to  become  a  healer  of  men. 

During  my  16th  year  I  decided  to  make  my  own 
way  in  the  world,  sol  went  to  Salt  Lake  City  where  I 
received  employment  first  as  a  bell  boy  and  then  as 
elevator  operator  in  the  Hotel  Utah.  This  didn't  seem 
to  be  glamorous  enough  after  working  there  about  two 
months  I  found  a  job  as  messenger  boy  for  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  then  I  shipped  out  as  a 
teamster  on  the  new  double  track  under  construction 
in  Echo  Canyon  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  I 
drove  a  six  mule  team  on  a  dump  wagon  hauling 
dirt  from  the  bottom  of  washes  up  onto  the  fills 
that  were  being  made.  I  worked  as  a  teamster 
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until  time  for  school  in  the  fall.  I  enrolled  at  the 
L*D.  S.  Business  College  where  I  studied  book¬ 
keeping  and  typing  for  two  years. 

The  United  States  entered  World  War  I  in 
the  spring  of  1917.  About  the  day  the  news  broke 
I  enlisted,  with  three  buddies  from  the  Business 
College,  in  the  145th  Field  Artillery — at  that 
time  a  National  Guard  Unit  due  to  be  inducted 
into  the  regular  army. 

Romania  Westenskow  seems  to  have  been  a 
presence  in  my  life  as  long  as*  I  can  remember.  I 
have  memories  of  early  happenings  in  school  related 
to  Romania.  We  began  keeping  steady  company 
when  we  were  in  high  school.  We  were  married 
August  5th,  after  I  joined  the  service,  at  the  home 
of  Westenskows - Bishop  J.B.  Jacobson  perform¬ 

ing  the  ceremony. 

The  day  following  our  marriage,  our  entire 
outfit  was  inducted  into  the  regular  army  and 
billeted  in  an  old  factory  building  abandoned  by 
the  Culligan  Manufacturing  Company,  just  south 
of  second  south  and  on  an  alley  running  between 
West  Temple  and  First  West  streets.  About 
two  weeks  later  we  were  moved  to  Fort  Douglas 
in  tents  where  we  remained  until  we  were  shipped 
to  Camp  Kerny,  southeast  of  San  Diego,  California 
where  we  trained  for  about  a  year.  I  was  a  member 
of  the  Band  and  as  such  had  many  trips  around 
Southern  California  to  play  concerts.  At  thanks¬ 
giving  time  Romania  joined  me  in  California  and 
with  another  couple  by  the  name  of  Bohn,  we  rented 
a  small  cottage  in  La  Jolla,  California  where 
Romania  and  Betty  Bohn  lived  together  for  several 
months.  I  usually  had  a  week  end  pass  and  was 
able  to  spend  most  of  Saturday  and  all  day  Sunday 
with  Romania.  From  there  we  moved  to  a  small 
dingy  apartment  in  San  Diego  and  then  into  a  big 
home  on  North  State  Street  where  we  lived  with 
Clarance  and  Ruth  Anderson.  During  this  time 
the  earthquake  occurred  which  wrecked  many 
buildings  in  San  Diego  and  Southern  California --- 
an  experience  which  we  will  never  forget. 

In  July  of  1918  the  145th  Band  was  detailed  to 
make  a  trip  through  the  State  of  Utah  giving  concerts

in  many  of  the  towns  to  benefit  the  mess  fund  prior 
to  our  leaving  for  the  European  theatre  of  war. 
Romania  made  this  trip  with  me  and  during  our 
stop  in  Manti  she  and  I  were  remarried  in  the 
Manti  Temple. 

I  returned  to  Camp  Kerney  late  in  July  and 
immediately  began  making  preparation  to  leave 
for  New  York  City  where  we  set  said  on  August 
2,  1918  for  England,  thence  to  France.  I  served 
with  the  band  and  first  aid  unit  for  the  regiment. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  a  severe 
influenza  epidemic  struck  the  army.  The  band 
as  a  first  aid  unit,  were  stationed  at  Base 
Hospital  #6  just  east  of  Bordeaux  France,  where 
we  served  during  the  worst  part  of  the  epidemic. 

I  contracted  the  dread  disease  and  for  a  number 
of  days  didn't  know  where  I  was  or  what  was 
happening.  But  again  for  some  reason  I  was 
destined  to  recover. 

On  September  12,  1918  our  son  was  born. 

A  cablegram  followed  me  to  several  locations  in 
France  and  finally  catching  up  to  me  when  the 
boy,  Evan,  was  a  month  old. 

We  of  the  145th  Field  Artillery  did  not 
get  into  active  war  but  as  a  reserve  unit,  we 
were  ready  to  move  up  from  our  last  camp, 

Camp  Desuse,  when  the  armistice  was  signed 
on  November  11,  1918.  We  were  moved  from 
that  camp  to  a  small  town  by  the  name  of  Basends, 
where  we  served  as  cock  hands  and  general 
flunkies  on  the  wharfs  at  Grandingnon  on  the  Bay 
of  Bisque  until  December  24th  1918  when  we 
sailed  for  the  United  States  and  home.  Our 
boat  was  one  of  a  fleet  of  sixty  hurriedly  assem¬ 
bled  for  transporting  the  troups  to  America.  We 
entered  the  New  York  harbor  on  the  4th  day  of 
January  1919.  My  first  thought  on  landing  on 
home  shores  was  for  my  wife  and  new  son.  On 
Romania's  birthday  two  days  after  landing  in  New 
York,  I  was  able  to  get  a  phone  call  through  to 
her.  We  were  in  quarantine  at  delousing  quarters 
on  Staten  Island  for  two  days.  On  the  6th  of 
January  we  entrained  for  Utah,  arriving  in  Salt 
Lake  City  four  days  later.  After  receiving  a 
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grand  welcome,  we  were  paraded  through  the 
streets  of  Salt  Lake  City,  then  returned  to  the 
train  which  proceeded  to  the  Agriculture  College 
at  Logan,  where  we  were  discharged. 

After  spending  a  few  days  with  my  wife  and 
baby  at  Romania's  folks'  home  in  Manti  we  moved 
to  Salt  Lake  City.  My  first  employment  there 
was  in  the  Presiding  Bishops  office  where  I  audited 
books  of  the  various  wards  of  the  Church.  Later 
I  was  employed  by  the  Mount  Nebo  Marble  Co.  as 
a  bookkeeper,  a  job  I  held  for  one  year  at  a  salary 
of  $90.  00  per  month.  It  was  during  this  time  that 
I  learned  to  appreciate  my  wife  and  her  ability;  to 
cook  on  s  o  limited  a  budget  and  to  mend  the  s  eat  of  my 
threadbare  trousers.  However,  they  were  happy 
days  and  we  learned  the  true  worth  of  the  dollar. 

At  that  time  my  brother  Heber  was  attending 
school  at  the  University  of  Utah.  I  convinced 
him  that  he  and  I  could  become  rich  in  the  grocery 
business.  We  bought  a  little  grocery  store  on 
3rd  Avenue  just  east  of  F  Street.  We  learned  a 
good  lesson  in' merchandising  but  lost  our 
enthusiasm  for  the  grocery  business.  Under 
my  management  we  went  broke  in  a  years  time. 

Medicine  as  a  profession  came  to  my  mind 
again  during  the  grocery  store  experience.  A 
barber  by  the  name  of  Kent  had  his  shop  in  a 
portion  of  the  store  which  I  was  running.  We 
both  had  considerable  time  to  talk.  One  day  he 
said  to  me,  "You  know  you  are  not  cut  out  to  be 
a  merchant.  n  He  suggested  that  since  I  had  a 
service  disability  that  I  go  and  apply  for  vocational 
training  and  study  medicine.  So  while  he  tended 
both  the  store  and  his  shop  I  went  down  to  the 
Veterans  Administration  and  made  my  application. 
To  my  surprise  I  was  accepted  immediately  and 
enrolled  at  the  University  of  Utah  within  a  month 
after  liguidating  the  store. 

Several  times  during  my  training  it  looked 
as  if  I  would  have  to  stop  because  of  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  program,  however,  in  some  miraculous 
way  each  time  I  continued  my  studies.  The  prayer 
of  a  humble  orderly  in  the  L.  D.  S.  Hospital  was 
answered. 
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I  graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
in  July  of  1927  and  entered  the  St,  Joseph  Hospital 
in  Chicago  for  my  internship.  During  this  difficult 
year  my  father  died  and  my  trying  schedule  made 
it  impossible  for  me  to  leave  to  go  to  Utah  for  his 
funeral. 

After  completing  my  intership  one  year  later 
I  returned  to  Utah  to  start  my  practice.  By  some 
compulsion  I  was  attracted  to  the  small  town  of 
Delta,  thus  fulfilling  a  dream  which  my  wife 
Romania  had  before  we  left  Chicago.  In  the  dream 
she  saw  in  detail  the  place  where  we  were  to  make 
our  home  and  set  up  medical  practice. 

We  moved  to  Delta  on  February  5,  1929  with 
the  expectation  of  staying  7  years  at  which  time 
our  two  oldest  children  would  be  ready  for  college. 
But  our  life  at  Delta  became  so  absorbing  that 
after  the  first  few  years  we  began  to  bury  our 
roots  deeper  and  deeper  as  my  country  practice 
became  more  absorbing. 

One  month  and  two  days  after  arriving  in 
Delta  our  third  and  last  child,  Donald  Richard, 
was  born  making  our  family  of  three  children. 
These  children  have  brought  a  lot  of  joy  and  some 
problems  into  our  lives.  Evan,  our  eldest,  spent 
some  time  in  the  army  during  the  second  world 
war  and  brought  home  a  French  wife,  Micheline 
Dihu,  whom  we  have  learned  to  love.  Evan  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  Agricultural  College  at  Logan. 

After  finishing  college  he  became  interested  in 
building  and  construction  work.  He  has  established 
himself  in  the  building  business  in  Bountiful,  Utah 
where  he  and  his  family  live. 

Dorothy,  our  second  child,  graduated  as  a 
nurse  from  the  L.D.S.  Hospital  school  of  nursing. 
She  is  a  great  help  to  us  at  the  hospital  in  Delta 
for  anesthetics  and  in  emergencies.  Dorothy 
married  Ward  W,  Killpack,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Utah  with  two  majors  - -accounting 
and  pharmacy.  Ward  manages  a  drug  store  here 
in  Delta  which  is  owned  by  his  mother  and  myself. 
To  their  union  has  been  born  six  children--two 
girls  and  four  boys. 
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Don,  our  youngest,  married  Joan  Nielson  of 
Leamington,  They  with  their  three  children  live 
here  in  Delta,  Don  is  a  natural  farmer  and  is 
running  the  three  farms  we  have  here. 

As  I  have  said  our  lives  here  in  Delta  have 
proven  to  be  very  interesting  and  satisfactory. 

Two  years  after  we  moved  to  Delta  I  was  elected 
to  the  Town  Board.  Two  months  later  the  mayor 
moved,  and  I  was  appointed  by  the  board  to  the 
office  of  mayor  which  I  held  for  two  years  and 
then  was  re-elected  for  a  second  term  thus 
serving  the  city  for  four  years. 

My  medical  practice  has  flourished  here 
and  during  the  thirty-two  years  I  have  been  in 
practice  I  have  delivered  approximately  five 
thousand  babies  and  lost  less  than  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  of  them  and  only  five  or  six  mothers 
with  conditions  for  which  we  had  no  treatment  at 
the  time.  I  am  sure  some  of  them  could  have 
been  saved  with  our  present  day  medications  and 
modern  means  of  treatment,  I  have  kept  no 
count  of  the  major  operations  I  have  performed, 
but  I  am  sure  they  will  run  into  the  thousands, 

June  25,  1936  on  my  birthday  I  was  set  apart 
Sunday  School  Superintendent- -a  position  which  I 
held  for  eight  years.  In  May  of  1944  a  month 
before  I  was  released  from  the  Sunday  School  I 
was  called  to  the  Deseret  Stake  High  Council,  a 
position  which  I  held  until  I  was  sustained  as  Bishop 
of  the  Delta  First  Ward  August  28,  1949. 

I  held  this  position  for  six  unforgettable  years 
rich  with  experiences  through  which  my  knowledge 
of  the  gospel  has  greatly  increased.  There  are 
two  factors  I  owe  what  success  I  attained  as  Bishop. 
First  to  my  wife  who  shouldered  much  of  the  respon¬ 
sibility,  secondly  to  a  faithful,  wonderfully  consid¬ 
erate  ward  organization,  willing  to  take  responsi¬ 
bility  when  my  practice  prevented  me  from  attend¬ 
ing  to  church  duties.  During  the  six  years  I  had 
three  counselors,  one  moving  away  after  four 
years  thus  making  it  necessary  to  replace  him. 

The  love  and  consideration  which  is  engendered 
for  these  counselors,  and  I  am  sure  which  they 
held  for  me,  can  only  be  had  by  holding  the  positions 
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which  we  had  and  living  a  life  to  merit  God's 
blessings  and  inspiration. 

We  had  a  record  snow  storm  during  the 
winter  of  1949  which  piled  drifts  as  high  as  sixteen 
feet.  My  wife  and  myself  were  returning  from  a  trip 
to  Logan,  Utah  where  our  two  boys  were  attending 
college  and  had  gotten  as  far  as  Provo  when  the 
storm  hit.  Failing  to  heed  the  warnings  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  on  our  way  getting  a  few  miles  south  from 
Eureka  and  running  into  drifts  which  stopped  us 
and  before  we  could  turn  the  car  and  try  to  go 
back  to  Eureka  we  were  hopelessly  buried  in  snow 
which  had  drifted  against  our  car.  We  were  able, 
however,  by  my  shoveling  and  pushing  and  Romania's 
driving  to  skid  the  car  so  our  backs  were  to  the  on¬ 
coming  storm,  and  luckily  so  because  by  that  time 
we  found  our  car  completely  covered  by  snow 
except  for  about  two  inches  just  above  the  right 
hand  window.  We  were  afraid  to  sleep  because 
of  the  cold  and  couldn't  sleep  for  worrying  so  we 
spent  that  night  periodically  running  the  motor  of 
the  car  and  then  closing  it  off  to  keep  from  becom¬ 
ing  asphixiated  with  carbon  monoxide.  Of  course 
we  started  it  to  warm  the  car  and  to  make  sure 
that  the  motor  would  run  if  we  were  rescued  in 
time  to  drive  it  again.  We  were  two  very  humble 
and  prayerful  people  during  that  entire  night.  We 
were  stranded  at  about  9  P.  M.  and  help  didn't 
arrive  until  six  the  next  morning  at  which  time  a 
bulldozer  helped  us  out  by  getting  behand  us  and 
literally  lifting  us  over  the  drift.  Then  for  the 
next  12  to  14  hours  we  struggled  behind  the  bull¬ 
dozers,  two  of  them  pushing  up  walls  of  snow  on 
either  side  of  the  road  to  a  height  as  much  as  20 
feet.  In  that  length  of  time  we  had  traveled  only 
nine  miles,  then  we  as  well  as  the  bulldozers  and 
four  other  cars  which  we  had  collected  along  the 
way  gave  up  and  turned  around.  It  took  four  hours 
to  get  back  to  Eureka  where  we  spent  what  was  left 
of  the  night  on  a  camp  cot  in  the  Eureka  jail.  We 
were  very  gratful  to  our  Father  in  Heaven  for  his 
mercy  when  help  came  to  rescue  us. 

I  was  released  from  my  position  of  Bishop 
of  the  ward  in  the  winter  of  1955.  I  am  now  ward 
chorister  and  choir  director,  a  position  which  I 
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am  enjoying  very  much.  We  as  a  family  are  all 
active  Church  members  and  enjoy  the  work  to  which 
we  have  been  called.  Romania's  activities  as  wife 
of  a  bishop  and  a  doctor  over  a  period  of  years 
during  which  time  a  new  ward  chapel  was  fully 
built  and  dedicated,  covered  many  phases  of 
service  rendered  by  her.  She  has  also  served 
as  teacher  in  both  Sunday  School  and  Primary. 

Evan,  our  oldest,  fulfilled  an  L.  D*  S*  mission 
to  Hawaii  and  is  now  (1961)  serving  as  Senior 
President  of  Seven  Presidents  of  the  Seventy. 
Dorothy,  our  only  daught  er,  has~ filled  the 
position  of  teacher  and  secretary  in  the  Sunday 
School  and  served  as  President  of  both  Primary 
and  Yo  W„  M«- 1.  A.  Don  served  as  superintendent 
of  Junior  Sunday  School  and  is  now  2nd  Assistant 
Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

I  have  had  many  more  wonderful  experiences 
which  time  and  space  will  not  permit  me  to  put 
down  in  these  pages.  Among  them  trips,  to 
Europe,  Canada,  Mexico,  Cuba,  and  most  of  the 
states  in  the  U.  S«A0  An  unforgettable  trip  was 
in  1948  to  the  dedication  of  the  Temple  with  one 
hundred  ninety-six  other  saints  to  the  land  of 
New  Zealand  — -a  land  which  I  had  learned  to 
think  of  as  a  paradise  from  the  stories  told  by  my 
wife's  father  who  had  served  as  a  missionary 
there.  We  had  two  faith  promoting  incidents  on 
our  trip  by  air  to  this  land.  We  spent  a  day  and 
night  in  Hawaii  enroute.  During  the  night  a  great 
wind  storm  came.  When  we  awakened  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  the  sky  was  black  as  ink  and  we  were  in  fear 
of  the  take-off  into  the  air  with  the  wind  blowing 
and  howling  and  not  a  spot  of  sky  penetrating  the 
blackness.  We  couldn't  see  how  it  would  be 
possible  for  us  to  get  into  the  air  without  mishap. 

At  the  suggestion  of  my  wife  we  knelt  down  to  ask 
God  to  protect  us  and  give  us  safe  consorte.  I 
think  most  of  the  people  who  were  to  leave  on  that 
plane  did  the  same  thing  because  just  seconds 
before  taking  off  a  rift  came  in  the  clouds  just 
large  enough  for  the  plane  to  get  through  and  in 
the  blue  above  the  storm.  This  happened  to  be 
on  a  Sunday  morning.  After  the  plane  was  on 
its  way  it  was  suggested  that  we  hold  a  testimony 
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meeting  which  we  did*  Eleven  thousand  feet  above 
the  Pacific,  the  testimonies  were  among  the  most 
sincere  that  I  have  ever  heard.  During  this  meet¬ 
ing  I  had  the  honor  of  leading  the  singing. 

For  many  years  Romania  has  supervised 
and  worked  with  patients  in  the  small  hospital  we 
operate  in  connection  with  my  practice.  Our  work 
is  pretty  near  around  the  clock.  As  such  we  are 
partners  in  the  healing  art,  trying  to  relieve  the 
pain  and  suffering  of  human  souls.  Though  now 
in  our  sixties  we  h^ive  no  immediate  plans  for 
retirement  from  oUr  work. 

I  cannot  write  the  final  paragraph  in  my  life. 

I  hope  to  enjoy  many  more  years.  My  life  has  been 
rich  in  experiences  and  full  of  joy  with  just  enough 
of  adversity  to  be  broadening  and  to  give  accent  to 
the  joys.  I  give  thanks,  first  to  my  Father  in  Heaven 
for  his  graciousness  to  me  and  to  my  good  and 
faithful  wife  who  has  stood  by  me  through  thick  and 
thin,  through  poverty  and  some  degree  of  wealth 
through  some  sorrows  and  many  happinesses.  In 
closing  I  would  envoke  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  on  all  who  may  read  this  autobiography  and 
wish  for  them  joy  and  sorrow  in  the  right  proportion, 
that  they  may  be  humble  and  chastened.  I  know  that 
through  the  kindness  of  God  I  have  lived  a  full  and 
rewarding  life.  I  am  gratful  for  my  testimony  of 
the  gospel  and  the  blessing  of  service  to  my 
Heavenly  Father.

LIFE  OF  HARRIET  GOBLE  BIRD 
(AUTOBIOGRAPHY  BY  HARRIET  GOBLE  BIRD) 

I  feel  impressed  to  write  a  sketch  of  my  life* 
I  was  born  of  poor  but  honest  parents .  We  were 
ten  in  family.  Nine  lived  to  manhood  and  woman¬ 
hood  and  one  little  girl  died  when  she  was  three 
and  one  half  years  old.  Although  mother  had  a 
large  family  she  never  failed  to  teach  us  to  pray 
night  and  morning*  My  father's  name  was  William 
Goble  and  my  mother's  was  Harriet  Johnson.  I 
was  born  at  Goodwqod,  Sussex,  England,  .June  1Z, 
1824,  My  mother  died  when  most  of  us  were  very 
young  and  we  never  saw  father  from  Sunday  to 
Sunday,  he  being  away  at  work.  We  attended 
Sunday  School  and  and  church,  and  when  that  was 
over,  Father  would  take  one  or  two  of  us  on  his 
knee  and  talk  to  us.  He  would  ask  us  where  the 
text  was  taken  from  and  how  much  of  the  sermon 
we  could  remember.  Then  he  would  tell  us  to  be 
good  children;  never  to  lie,  swear,  steal  or  take 
the  name  of  God  in  vain,  for  that  was  very  wicked 
and  God  would  be  angry  with  us.  Well,  it  made 
such  an  impression  on  me  that  I  never  forgot  it 
and  I  tried  to  do  right.  But  I  felt  I  was  a  sinner 
in  the  sight  of  God,  and,  Oh  if  I  only  knew  how  to 
get  rid  of  my  sins  what  a  happy  child  I  would  be; 
and  at  such  times  I  would  shut  myself  up  and  pray 
that  my  Heavenly  Father  would  send  along  a  man 
of  God  to  teach  me  the  right  way.  Now,  I  didn't 
know  that  everybody  was  wrong. 

Well,  as  I  grew  to  womanhood  I  was  still 
anxious  - -couldn't  get  any  satisfaction  no  matter 
where  I  went. 

Time  passed  along  and  years  flew  by  and 
one  day  a  man  came  along  with  books  to  sell,  and 
my  brother-in-law  talked  to  him  about  religion, 
and  this  man  told  him  about  a  new  religion  that 
had  just  sprung  up.  He  said  they  had  prophets 
and  apostles  and  they  went  forth  with  a  "Thus  saith 
the  Lord.  "  They  neither  courted  the  smiles  nor 
feared  the  frowns  of  anyone. 
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Even  now,  he  said,  one  of  their  apostles, at  . 
Preston,  near  Liverpool,  is  curing  all  the  sick  who 
are  brought  to  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Well, 
where  do  such  people  preach  was  the  inquiry.  The 
man  told  him,  and  he  and  another  young  man  walked 
five  miles  on  the  following  Sunday  to  hear  these 
wonderful  people  preach.  There  was  only  one  elder 
present  but  they  became  convinced  that  the  doctrines 
he  taught  were  true.  So  they  talked  with  the  elder 
after  meeting  and  invited  him  over  to  their  place 
the  next  Sunday,  also  asked  him  if  he  had  any  books 
with  him.  He  loaned  them  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  and  the  Voice  of  Warning, 
which  I  read  with  a  very  prayerful  heart  and  thought 
I  had  never  read  such  a  beautiful  book  before. 

So  I  told  the  Lord  if  there  was  any  truth  in 
Mormonism  and  He  would  reveal  it  to  me  by  His 
Spirit,  when  I  went  to  hear  it  the  next  Sunday  I 
would  embrace  and  live  it  as  long  as  I  lived. 

Well,  next  Sunday  with  a  prayerful  heart  I 
walked  five  miles  to  hear  an  elder  of  Israel  preach 
Mormonism.  The  house  was  crowded,  and  the  yard 
also,  and  when  the  elder  stood  in  the  doorway  and 
read  the  first  hymn  in  the  book,  the  scales  darkness 
fell  from  my  mind  and  visions  of  eternity  were 
opened  to  my  view,  and  tears  of  joy  fell  from  my 
eyes.  I  knew  Mormonism  was  true.  I  gave  my  name 
in  for  baptism  the  following  Sunday,  feeling  assured 
my  husband  would  see  as  I  did.  Judge  my  surprise, 
on  my  return  home  when  I  told  my  husband  what  I 
had  done,  he  said,  "not  with  my  consent.  " 

I  told  him  I  had  made  a  vow  unto  the  Lord  and 
I  must  do  as  I  had  promised.  I  pled  with  him  the 
whole  week,  but  in  vain.  I  asked  him  why  he  would 
not  give  me  leave  to  go;  he  said  I  should  have  such 
a  bad  name  he  would  be  ashamed  of  me.  I  told  him 
I  would  run  the  chances  of  the  bad  character  if  he 
would  only  give  me  his  consent.  But  noi  he  was  as 
firm  as  the  hills. 

He  was  a  shepherd  and  had  to  work  on  Sunday. 
He  went  to  work  as  usual  on  Sunday  morning  and  I 
went  on  my  knees  to  ask  God,  my  Heavenly  Father, 
not  to  let  him  rest  till  he  had  returned  and  given 
me  his  consent  to  go.  I  ought  to  have  left  home  at 
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8  o'clock  but  I  thought  it  was  impossible  for  him 
to  get  back  by  that  time,  sol  sat  down  to  wait  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  to  see  if  he  came,  but  he  did 
not.  With  a  very  heavy  heart  I  started,  telling 
the  Lord  I  was  in  His  hands  and  I  knew  he  could 
help  me  through,  I  had  not  gone  but  a  short 
distance  when  I  heard  someone  call  and,  on  look¬ 
ing  around,  there  was  my  husband.  He  said, 
"Come  here,  I  want  you.  "  But  I  told  him  I  was 
late  and  couldn't  go  back- -but,  could  I  go  ?  With 
a  wave  of  the  hand  he  said,  ".Yes,  and  God  bless 
you.  "  And  I  did  go,  for  I  scarcely  felt  the  ground 
I  walked  on.  Thus  you  see  the  Lord  heard  and 
answered  my  prayers  twice  before  I  went  into 
the  waters  of  Baptism.  There  were  five  of  us 
baptized  that  day,  3  February  1850.  The  banks 
of  the  river  Ouse  were  crowded  with  people  to 
see  us  baptized,  as  we  were  the  first  at  that 
place  in  this  dispensation.  We  sang  and  prayed 
and  the  elder  took  us  one  by  one  and  baptized  us. 

Soon  persecution  followed.  Every  evil 
thing  that  could  be  thought  of  was  said.  But  I 
was  the  worst  in  the  crowd;  that  troubled  me 
some  for  I  knew  I  was  trying  to  do  right.  But 
I  can  see  it  all  now.  Where  are  the  other  four? 
One  young  man  died  shortly  after  and  the  other 
three  apostatized  and  never  came  back  into  the 
church;  and  I  am  the  only  one,  through  the 
blessings  of  God,  who  am  left  to  tell  what  took 
place  at  that  time. 

The  next  week  after  I  was  baptized  I  met 
the  Superintendent  of  Police,  He  said  sneeringly, 
"Do  you  think  going  into  that  water  did  you  any 
good?  By  the  bye,  they  tell  me  the  great  sins 
that  were  washed  from  you  five  went  three  miles 
down  the  river  and  stopped  the  water  mill  at 
Larlingford.  "  Then  I  said,  "If  that  is  the  case, 
we  must  be  lots  cleaner.  " 

Then  a  deacon  in  the  Wesleyan  Church  came 
to  guard  me  against  those  delusive  fellows  called 
Mormonites  that  had  come  into  the  village  below, 
and  with  my  permission  he  would  quote  a  few 
passages  of  scripture  so  that  I  might  be  prepared 
to  meet  them  when  they  came. 
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I  told  him  I  was  a  dear  lover  of  truth  and  if 
he  could  show  me  more  than  I  at  present  had  I 
would  gladly  receive  it.  So  he  took  the  Bible  and 
turned  down  several  passages  of  scripture.  I 
confess  I  trembled  as  I  had  only  been  in  the  church 
three  months,  but  I  asked  the  Lord  to  assist  me  by 
His  Spirit,  which  He  did.  So  after  he  had  turned 
down  several  places  to  which  he  wished  to  refer, 
he  said,  MWe  will  commence  where  our  blessed 
Savior  was  crucified  between  two  thieves  and  we 
will  find  they  both  railed  on  Him,  but  as  the  tragic 
scene  proceeded  the  lightenings  began  to  flare  and 
the  thunders  began  to  roll,  one  of  these  thieves 
perceived  He  was  divine --He  was  God  as  well  as 
man,  and  he  said,  'Jesus  Lord  remember  me  when 
thou  comest  into  the  Celestial  Kingdom,  into  the 
glory  of  Thy  Father,  1  and  Jesus  said,  'Today  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  Paradise,  in  my  Celestial 
Kingdom,  in  the  Kingdom  of  my  Glory,  in  the  King¬ 
dom  of  my  Father.  " 

I  looked  up  at  him,  for  he  was  a  large  man, 
and  I  said,  nWho  said  so  sir?"  "My  good  woman,  n 
he  said,  "Jesus  did.  "  "No  sir,  "  I  said,  "Jesus 
said,  'Today  thou  shalt  be  with  me  in  Paradise,  * 
and  in  order  to  know  what  sort  of  a  place  Paradise 
was  where  Jesus  went,  we  will  turn  to  Peter  and 
see  what  he  says  about  it.  "  He  said,  "There  is 
no  need  to  do  that.  "  I  said,  "There  is  all  the  need. 
We  must  clear  up  our  points  as  we  go  along  so  as 
not  to  get-  in  a  muddle.  "  So  I  turned  to  Peter  and 
read:  "Being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened 
by  the  spirit,  by  which  he  also  went  and  preached 
unto  the  spirits  in  prison.  "  Of  course  I  read  the 
whole  of  it.  Then,  he  said  my  Bible  was  not  like 
his,  but  having  discovered  it  was  he  said  it  needed 
spiritualizing.  But  I  told  him  it  meant  what  it  said. 
Then  he  said  he  had  another  he  knew  I  couldn't 
confute,  that  was,  Paul  to  the  jailor:  "Believe  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  thou  shalt  be  saved.  " 
"What  will  you  do  with  that,  "  he  said.  I  told  him 
he  would  read  a  little  further^"  'and  they  spake 
unto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord  and  the  jailer  took 
them  the  same  hour  of  the  night  and  washed  their 
stripes  and  was  baptised,  he  and  all  his,  straight¬ 
way.  *  So  you  see  sir,  in  that  word  of  the  Lord 
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that  Paul  preached  to  the  jailer  was  baptism.  M 
Then  he  said,  he  had  another  I  couldn't  answer, 
that  was  Cornelius.  He  had  seen  an  angel  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  had  fallen  on  all  that  had  heard 
Peter  preach,  and  they  were  saved.  But  I  told 
him,  "No,  the  angel  had  told  Cornelius  to  send 
for  Peter,  'he  shall  tell  thee  what  thou  oughtest 
to  do,  '  So  after  Peter  had  talked  to  them  and  ' 
the  Holy  Ghost  had  fallen  upon  them,  Peter 
said,  '  can  any  man  forbid  water  that  these  should 
not  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  '  So  you 
see,  sir,  "  I  said,  "Those  were  the  words  that 
Peter  was  to  tell  Cornelius  whereby  he  was  to  be 
saved.  Then  he  said  he  had  another,  that  was 
Paul  said  "I  thank  God  I  was  not  sent  to  baptize 
but  to  preach  the  gospel.  " 

"Now  sir,  "  I  said,  "I  am  completely 
ashamed  of  you.  "  "Why!  My  good  woman!  " 
he  said,  "I  have  been  a  deacon  in  the  Wesleyan 
Church  37  years  and  a  preacher  of  the  truth.  " 

But  I  said,  "No,  sir,  you  have  been  a  perverter 
of  the  truth  all  these  years.  " 

"Now  let  me  bear  my  testimony  to  you. 

That  I  have  heard  those  delusive  fellows  called 
Mormons  preach  and  I  have  received  a  testimony 
of  its  truth,  and  I  bear  my  testimony  to  you  that 
Mormonism  is  true  and  if  you  don't  repent  I  will 
meet  you  before  the  bar  of  God  with  this  testimony. 

He  said  he  would  be  around  again  in  three 
months  and  find  me  turned  away  and  sorry  I  had 
ever  embraced  such  delusion.  And  now  let  me  tell 
^  what  became  of  him.  There  was  a  revival  meeting 
among  the  Wesleyans  soon  after,  and  they  had 
chosen  a  man  and  sent  him  to  preach  and  this  big 
McHadcock,  that  I  had  talked  with,  also  went.  He 
went  up  into  the  pulpit  and  said  he  had  come  to 
preach  and  come  God  or  come  devil  he  was  going 
to  preach,  so  the  other  man  left  the  pulpit  to  him. 
He  had  given  out  the  hymn  and  the  congregation 
had  sung  it  and  he  was  praying  and  dropped  dead. 

Then  persecution  began  to  rage.  I  was  a 
very  wicked  woman  and  ought  not  to  live.  Even 
my  dear  sister  and  her  husband  acted  a  little 
strange  toward  me  and  that  broke  my  heart. 
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I  thought  what  if  my  husband  who  was  not  yet 
in  the  church  should  turn  his  back  on  me,  and  I 
felt  so  bad  that  night  that  I  wet  my  pillow  through 
with  my  tears,  and  at  one  o'clock  in  the  morning 
I  heard  a  voice  saying,  "Blessed  are  ye  when  you 
are  persecuted  for  righteousness  sake,  rejoice 
and  be  exceeding  glad  for  great  is  your  reward  in 
heaven.  "  I  never  cried  again  about  persecution. 
The  dreadful  things  they  said  about  me  brought 
my  husband  into  the  church,  sol  thanked  God 
for  his  goodness  to  me. 

A  while  after  that  three  ladies,  not  knowing 
I  was  a  Mormon,  called  me  to  hear  them  tell 
about  those  "dreadful  Mormonites .  "  "Why,  they 
believe  in  polygamy!  "  What  did  I  think  of  that? 

I  said,  "Well,  ladies,  don't  we  read  in  the  Bible 
that  God  comanded  His  servants  to  take  more 
wives  ?"  "Yes,  but  that  was  in  the  dark  ages,  " 
they  said.  "Dark  ages,  "  I  said.  "Ladies,  when 
the  Lord  walked  and  talked  with  His  servants  and 
told  them  what  to  do.  I  wish  I  had  lived  in  that 
day;  I  don't  think  I  should  have  thought  it  a  dark 
age.  "  So  one  of  them,  with  a  little  more  pluck 
than  the  others,  said,  "Would  you  like  Mr.  Bird 
to  have  more  wives  ?"  My  answer  was,  "If  I 
knew  the  Lord  had  commanded  His  servants  to 
take  more  wives  in  this,  my  day,  and  my  husband 
could  support  two  families,  I  would  say  amen  to 
it,  "  and  they  were  horrified. 

Well,  the  clergyman  came  to  see  me  and 
asked  me  why  I  didn't  go  to  church.  We  had 
about  two  hours'  conversation  and  while  I  could 
keep  him  to  the  Bible  I  could  beat  him  every  time, 
but  finally  he  began  to  call  the  elders  everything 
but  good,  saying  they  got  money  of  foolish  women 
and  so  on.  I  asked  him  what  he  preached  for.  He 
answered,  "For  the  love  of  the  souls  in  Monford.  " 
I  said,  "Sir,  I  will  ask  you  a  question  and  I  want 
you  to  give  me  a  straight  answer.  If  they  were 
to  cut  off  your  salary  today,  which  is  Wednesday, 
you  wouldn't  stay  to  preach  over  Sunday  would 
you?"  The  poor  old  gentleman  shook  his  left  leg 
and  stammered  out,  "I-I-I  have  rich  relatives 
in  the  north.  "  I  said,  "True,  Sir,  you  may  have, 
but  your  rich  relatives  won't  keep  you  if  you  can't 
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keep  yourself.  "  So  the  clergyman  walked  off  with 
a  good  day!  good  day!  and  I  never  saw  him  after. 

We  left  Monford  and  went  to  a  place  called 
Brandon  to  live.  There  was  a  small  branch  of  the 
church  in  Brandon  and  I  had  to  pass  through  the 
churchyard  to  go  and  come  from  our  meeting  and 
mostly  met  the  people- -about  five  hundred  of  them-- 
going  from  church  and  some  would  say,  "There 
goes  the  little  old  Mormonite  preacher,  n  and  after 
I  had  passed  them  I  would  turn  toward  them  with 
tears  rolling  down  my  cheeks  and  say,  "Lord,  who 
am  I  that  Thou  hast  been  so  mindful  of  me  ?  Here 
is  all  this  great  concourse  of  people  pointing  the 
finger  of  scorn  at  me  and  I  am  the  only  one  who 
has  the  truth.  "  And  I  felt  very  humble  at  such 
times. 

But  at  last  we  were  able  to  leave  all  that 
behind  us  and  come  to  Utah.  We  left  London  on 
the  3rd  of  June,  1864.  We  sailed  on  the  ship 
Hudson  (with  1100  Saints  on  board)  down  the  river 
Thames,  out  into  the  ocean,  singing  "Oh  Babylon, 

Oh  Babylon.  "  We  had  a  splendid  voyage,  without 
storm  or  accident  of  any  kind.  We  arrived  in  New 
York  early  in  August.  We  went  up  the  river  Hudson 
to  Albany  and  then  took  the  train  to  Buffalo  and  on 
to  St.  Jo's.  ,  and  by  boat  to  Omaha  where  we  were 
met  by  the  ox  teams  sent  from  Utah.  We  left 
Council  Bluff  on  the  17th  of  August  and  I,  with 
several  others,  walked  all  the  way  to  Weber,  as 
there  was  no  room  in  the  wagons  for  the  healthy 
ones.  We  crossed  the  plains  in  Warren  Snow's 
company  (the  last  company  with  ox  teams  for  that 
season).  Part  of  the  way  a  train  of  Gentiles  joined 
us,  which  made  our  train  five  miles  long.  They 
joined  us  for  safety,  which  was  of  mutual  benefit 
as  the  Indians  were  very  aggressive  at  that  time. 

We  stayed  a  day  or  two  at  Weber  where  we 
were  met  by  several  of  the  Saints  sent  by  Brigham 
Young  with  wagons  and  teams  to  carry  the  sick, 
aged  and  weary  the  rest  of  the  way,  and  very 
welcome  they  were.  We  reached  Salt  Lake  Nov.  2, 
1864.  My  sister  and  her  husband  met  us  there  and 
took  myself  and  family  to  Farmington  for  a  month, 
and  then  my  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Thos.  Carter, 
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brought  us  to  Nephi,  which  we  reached  on  Dec.  7, 
and  where  I  have  made  my  home  since.  I  have 
never  regretted  coming,  although  I  had  my  great¬ 
est  troubles  here  in  losing  my  eldest  daughter, 

13  months,  and  my  husband  four  years  after  our 
arrival  in  Utah.  I  have  had  some  wonderful 
experiences  and  plenty  of  work.  The  first  summer 
I  went  gleaning  and  earned  35  bushels  of  wheat 
and  Z  bushels  of  oats,  and  threshed  and  dressed 
them  myself.  The  first  winter  I  taught  school  for 
two  terms.  The  Relief  Society  was  started  here 
in  1868  and  I  was  among  the  first  to  be  called  to 
act  as  teacher,  and  with  my  fellow  teacher  have 
waited  on  and  sat  up  with  the  sick.  For  18  years 
I  went  all  over  this  settlement,  waiting  on  the 
sick,  cleaning,  washing  and  doing  different  work. 

I  have  raised  three  families,  the  third  family 
I  have  taken  care  of  just  16  years  this  spring  of 
1904.  I  would  like  to  give  the  young  mothers  a 
little  advice,  which  is,  not  to  let  their  children, 
when  they  are  sick,  get  to  death's  door  and  then 
send  for  a  doctor,  but  to  use  a  little  oil  and  anoint 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  I  taught  my  children 
to  have  such  faith  in  the  oil  that  if  they  felt  sick 
or  in  pain  they  would  come  to  me  and  ask  me  to 
give  them  a  little  oil  and  they  knew  they  would  be 
all  right.  I  have  written  this  little  sketch  of  my 
life  to  try  to  encourage  the  young  people  to  press 
on  in  the  right  way  that  they  may  be  blessed  as 
I  have  been. 

This  much  I  can  say,  that  hard  work  has  not 
hurt  me,  for  although  I  shall  soon  be  80  years  of 
age,  I  am  able  to  go  round  about  my  duties,  both 
spiritual  and  temporal,  with  less  fatigue  than  many 
people  several  years  my  junior,  and  am  blessed 
with  all  my  faculties.  I  had  the  privilege  of  hearing 
Martin  Harris,  one  of  the  writers  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  testify  at  the  October  conference  of  1870, 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  that  he  saw  the  angel  with  the 
plates  in  his  hand  and  he  turned  the  leaves  over 
one  by  one  so  that  he  and  the  other  witnesses  could 
see  the  writing.

You  have 
been  blessed,  to  live  upon  the  earth,  when  the 
gospel  has  again  been  restored  to  the  earth  for  the 
salvation  of  the  human  family. 

You  have  been  blessed,  to  both  hear  and 
receive  and  obey  the  same.  Now  dear  sister  be 
faithful  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  God  and 
no  good  thing  shall  be  held  from  you.  You  were 
with  the  fathers  before  the  world  was  when  the 
morning  stars  tsang  together.  You  took  a  part  in 
that  blessing.  You  were  faithful  in  keeping  the 
commandments  of  God  when  Lucifer  rebelled. 

You  stood  for  right  until  he  was  overcome  and 
cast  out.  Now  dear  sister,  keep  the  command- 
ments  of  God  from  this  time  and  you  shall  be 
blessed  to  live  as  long  as  you  desire  life.  For 
you  are  a  legal  heir  to  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel 
and  one  of  the  daughters  of  Abraham  and  Sarah. 

Dear  sister,  never  allow  your  tongue  to  speak 
evil  of  the  Lord's  annointed  and  God  will  bring 
things  to  your  remembrance  that  is  for  your  good 
concerning  your  ancestors,  that  you  may  be  able 
to  do  a  work  with  them  in  the  temple  of  God  and 
you  shall  be  blessed  with  dreams  and  with  visions, 
wherein  you  shall  be  able  to  see  and  comprehend 
your  relationship.  Now  dear  sister,  observe  the 
promptings  of  the  Spirit  and  you  shall  be  blessed 
with  great  blessings,  even  the  blessing  of  heaven 
above  and  the  blessings  of  the  earth  shall  be  yours 
to  enjoy.  You  shall  never  lack  for  the  comforts 
of  life,  neither  shall  any  of  your  posterity  beg 
bread.  Now  dear  Sister,  this  is  your  blessing, 

I  bless  you  with  all  the  blessings  of  Abraham, 

Isaac  and  Jacob,  which  blessings  are  an  eternal 
increase  and  your  increase  there  shall  be  no  end. 
You  shall  live,  until  you  are  satisfied  with  life, 
and  when  you  pass  away  you  shall  not  have  to 
suffer,  but  you  shall  pass  away  in  peace.  You 
shall  be  blessed  to  come  forth  the  morning  of  the 
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resurrection  and  be  crowned  a  queen  with  all 
the  honorable  of  your  sex  and  reign  over  your 
posterity  forever.  This  blessing  I  seal  upon  your 
head  by  virture  and  the  Holy  Priesthood  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

APPENDIX  III 


WILLIAM  MINSHALL  AND  CHARLOTTE 
HYDER  EVANS 

(PARENTS  OF  ALICE  ANN  EVANS  BIRD) 


Alice  was  the  third  child  of  William  M,  and 
Charlotte  Hyder  Evans,  early  converts  to  the  Church, 
William's  ancestry  were  Welch.  His  parents,  David 
and  Sarah  Mins  hall  Evans,  came  to  Liverpool, 
England,  where  William  was  born  and  grew  to 
Adulthood  and  was  converted  to  Mormonism.  He 
was  baptized  into  the  Church  28  November  1844 
and  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  May  1848.  He 
was  a  machinist  and  because  of  his  skill,  Brigham 
Young  requested  him  to  stay  in  Council  Bluff  to  help 
repair  wagons  and  other  equipment  for  the  Saints 
to  make  the  long  trek  across  the  plains  to  the  valleys 
of  the  mountains.  He  then  worked  his  way  to  Utah, 
arriving  September  28,  1851  with  the  Orson  Pratt 
Company,  The  girl  he  later  chose  to  be  his  wife-- 
Charlotte  Jarrold  Hyder--  was  in  the  same  company. 
They  met  for  the  first  time  soon  after  their  arrival 
in  the  valley.  They  were  married  15  July  1852  at 
Salt  Lake.  Later  they  were  endowed  and  sealed  on 
July  26,  1852.  They  moved  to  Nephi  in  the  Spring 
of  1853  where  they  made  a  permanent  home, 

William  and  Charlotte  were  among  the  very 
early  settlers  in  Nephi  and  did  much  in  the  building 
of  the  community.  They  experienced  the  hardships 
and  traials  of  those  early  pioneer  days,  trouble  with 
the  Indians,  and  loss  of  crops. 

William  was  appointed  by  Brigham  Young  to 
organize  the  first  choir  in  Nephi.  This  choral  group 
sang  their  way  into  the  hearts  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
giving  them  hope  and  encouragement.  When  band 
instruments  became  available,  he  helped  organize 
the  first  band. 

The  following  excerpts  quoted  from  a  sketch 
of  the  life  of  William  Mins  hall  Evans  written  by 
Grace  McLachlan  Foxley,  a  granddaughter,  is  a 
revealing  story  of  his  life.

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My  Grandfather,  William  Minshall  Evans, 
was  the  fourth  child  of  a  family  of  six- -five 
boys  and  one  girl,  He  was  born  March  1Z,  18Z5 
in  Liverpool,  England,  The  family  were  Welch 
and  very  devout  Christians,  always  attending 
church  and  keeping  the  Sabbath  day  holy.  Grand¬ 
father  was  gifted  with  a  beautiful  tenor  voice, 
while  his  brother  David  had  an  excellent  bass 
voice,  and  they  were  always  to  be  found  in 
places  in  the  Baptist  church  choir.  These 
two  boys  together  with  Mary  Holding,  Isaac 
Grace,  and  John  Cunliff  were  in  great  demand 
and  if  not  singing  in  their  own  church,  could 
be  found  at  other  churches  in  the  vicinity. 

The  children  received  their  education 
in  the  public  schools.  In  July  of  1839,  it  is 
said  that  the  name  of  William  Evans  was 
entered  on  the  books  of  the  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  Railway  Co.  On  August  31,  1841, 
at  the  age  of  16,  Grandfather  signed  his  ap¬ 
prenticeship  papers  with  the  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  Railway  Co,  for  a  period  of  5 
years.  He  was  placed  as  an  assistant  gener¬ 
ally  in  the  engineering  department  and  parti¬ 
cularly  as  a  fitter.  For  the  first  year  he  was 
to  receive  the  sum  of  4  shillings  per  week- 
which  in  our  money  would  amount  to  about 
one  dollar.  For  the  second  year,  six  shil¬ 
lings  per  week,  8  shillings  during  the  third 
year,  10  shillings  during  the  fourth  year  and 
for  the  fifth  and  last  year  1Z  shillings  per 
week. 

On  September  Z6,  1945,  his  term  having 
expired,  his  apprenticeship  papers  were  re¬ 
turned  to  him  with  the  accompanying  statement: 
"He  has  conducted  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Company,  M  signed  Edward  Woods,  President. 
He  remained  with  the  company  and  at  some  time 
between  1846  and  1848  he  transferred  to  the 
Twickenham  district  of  the  London  and  South- 
Western  Railway,  becoming  foreman  of  the 
locomotive  department  at  Twickenham. 

One  beautiful  Sunday  morning  in  the 
fall  of  1841  when  he  first  became  an  employee 
of  the  railroad,  he  was  on  his  way  to  church 
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when  he  heard  singing  that  thrilled  him  beyond 
anything  he  had  heard.  He  followed  the  sound 
and  it  took  him  down  an  alley  up  some  rickety 
stairs  into  a  room  where  a  few  people  were 
holding  a  meeting,  John  Taylor  was  the 
singer  and  the  song  he  sang  was  so  beautiful 
that  Grandfather  remained  to  hear  the  sermon. 
He  learned  that  they  were  Latter-day  Saints 
and  was  so  impressed  with  their  teachings 
that  he  lingered  to  meet  the  missionaries. 

He  attended  other  meetings  and  inter¬ 
ested  David  and  his  parents  in  the  teachings 
of  the  Mormon  missionaries.  Before  long 
he  and  David  were  converted  and  were 
baptized  in  the  river,  Mersey,  November 
28,  1841,  and  confirmed  on  December  5,  1841. 
They  were  very  faithful  in  serving  in  this 
new  church  and  were  instrumental  in  con¬ 
verting  other  members  of  the  family  to  the 
Gospel. 

On  March  16,  1846,  he  married  Ann 
Grace  in  Liverpool,  England.  Two  daughters 
were  born  to  them  and  both  died  in  infancy. 

This  companionship  was  not  to  last  long  for 
on  March  9,  1848  his  lovely  wife,  Ann,  died. 
This  was  a  severe  blow  to  him  and  he  turned 
to  his  religion  with  more  fervor  than  ever, 
realizing  that  the  assurance  of  the  truth  of 
the  Gospel  would  afford  him  the  strength  and 
courage  to  carry  on. 

A  short  time  prior  to  his  wife's  passing, 
he  had  been  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Teacher, 
May  27,  1847,  in  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the 
L.  D.  S.  Church.  He  also  became  a  member 
of  the  choir  and  remained  active  until  May, 
1848,  when  he  decided  to  emigrate  to  Utah 
where  he  might  have  the  advantage  of  mingl¬ 
ing  with  the  Saints  and  enjoying  greater 
opportunities  in  the  Church. 

His  wife's  sister,  Margaret  Grace  Davis, 
and  her  husband,  John  Davis,  had  joined  the 
Church  and  decided  to  emigrate  to  Utah  with 
Grandfather. 

When  they  arrived  in  New  York  they 
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learned  that  President  Brigham  Young  had 
asked  that  any  mechanics  arriving  would 
stop  there  and  help  repair  the  wagons  for 
the  return  journey  across  the  plains.  Grand¬ 
father  went  from  one  place  to  another  helping 
with  the  repair  work.  After  a  time  he  worked 
his  way  to  St.  Louis  and  found  employment 
there.  Before  very  long  he  had  saved  enough 
money  to  help  bring  his  brother  David  to 
America. 

After  David  and  his  wife  Mary  Holding 
arrived,  they  worked  their  way  to  Kanesville, 
Iowa  (Now  Council  Bluffs)  and  saved  money 
to  bring  their  parents  from  England.  During 
the  winter  of  1849  and  1850  their  parents  and 
brother  Charles  arrived.  John,  the  oldest 
son  remained  in  England.  His  brother 
Edward  had  died  April  23,  1947,  before 
Grandfather  had  left  England  and  the  only 
sister  had  died  in  infancy. 

The  three  brothers  and  their  parents 
worked  hard  to  prepare  for  the  journey  to 
Utah.  Their  mother  steamed  the  timber  to 
bend  into  wagon  bows  and  the  boys  and  their 
father  helped  in  making  and  repairing  wagons. 

While  in  Kanesville,  Grandfather  and 
his  brothers,  David  and  Charles,  became 
identified  with  Captain  Ballow's  famous  band, 
membership  in  which  was  resumed  in  Salt 
Lake.  They  also  joined  the  Church  choir  of 
which  David  had  been  appointed  leader. 

During  the  cholera  epidemic  in  Kanes¬ 
ville,  his  Mother  was  stricken  with  the  dread 
disease  and  died  after  an  illness  of  only  three 
hours,  August  10,  1850.  This  was  a  terrible 
disappointment  to  all  of  them,  but  his  Father 
was  so  broken  hearted  that  he  had  no  desire 
to  continue  on  to  Utah  and  so  returned  to 
England  to  live  with  his  son,  John.  After 
five  years  on  February  27,  1855,  he  passed 
away.  He  was  buried  March  4,  1855  in 
Tooting  Cemetery  just  five  miles  out  of 
London. 


In  June  of  1851  Grandfather  started  the 
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journey  across  the  plains.  He  drove  an  ox 
team  for  his  sister-in-law,  Margaret  Grace 
Davis.  He  was  bugler  for  the  company, 
playing  the  canopeon,  an  instrument  similar 
to  our  modern  cornet. 

Soon  after  settling  in  Salt  Lake  he  re¬ 
sumed  his  membership  in  Captain  Ballow's 
Band,  the  first  band  organized  in  Utah- 
Before  long  a  choir  was  organized  on  which 
Grandfather  was  an  enthusiastic  member. 

At  the  first  party  given  by  Ballow's 
Band,  my  Grandfather  met  Charlotte  Jarrold 
Hyder,  He  fell  in  love  with  her  and  before 
long  this  charming  romance  culminated  in 
their  marriage  on  July  15,  1852. 

When  the  cornerstone  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  was  laid  April  6,  1853,  Grandfather 
was  one  of  the  singers  at  the  ceremony  and 
also  played  with  Ballow's  Band. 

Immediately  after  this  Grandfather 
decided  to  go  to  Salt  Creek  (now  Nephi). 

Here  his  brother-in-law,  Isaac  Grace,  and 
other  friends  were  making  new  hopnes  and 
were  anxious  to  have  him  with  them.  The 
prospect  there  appealed  to  him  and  he  decided 
to  start  a  home.  As  soon  as  he  had  the 
foundation  laid  and  the  adobes  made  he 
decided  to  return  to  Salt  Lake  for  Grand¬ 
mother,  He  left  Nephi  and  walked  by  way 
of  Utah  Lake,  In  the  meantime,  Grand¬ 
mother  had  become  anxious  about  getting 
to  Nephi  and  without  letting  Grandfather 
know,  set  out  on  the  trip.  She  expected  to 
surprise  him  and  went  by  way  of  Spanish 
Fork.  Crossing  the  swollen  Spanish  Fork 
River  was  a  terrible  ordeal  for  her.  A  Mr. 
Mott,  who  was  taking  the  mail,  after  much 
persuasion  consented  to  take  her  across  the 
river.  The  wagon  bed  was  nearly  washed 
from  the  holsters  and  when  they  got  across 
the  river  her  fingernails  were  all  bent  back 
from  holding  to  the  wagon. 

When  she  arrived  in  Nephi  and  found 
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that  Grandfather  had  gone  to  Salt  Lake,  she 
was  sick  at  heart.  Just  three  weeks  after 
leaving  Salt  Lake  City  on  June  14,  1853,  her 
first  baby,  Charlotte,  was  born  in  a  wagon 
bed.  The  courageous  little  Mother  was  alone 
except  for  a  friendly  neighbor,  sister  Ellen 
Miller,  who  had  heard  her  in  distress  and 
come  to  her  aid. 

These  were  trying  times  in  more  ways 
than  one,  for  during  the  summer  of  1853,  the 
Ute  Indians  under  their  notorious  Chief  Walker 
went  on  the  war  path.  The  motto  of  the  Mormons 
was"  "It  is  better  to  feed  the  Indians  than  to 
fight  them",  and  this  motto  was  strictly  adhered 
to.  But  in  spite  of  this  disposition  on  the  part 
of  settlers,  the  Indians  continued  warlike  prep¬ 
arations.  The  men  were  under  necessity  of 
going  for  wood  and  to  their  fields  and  other 
work  in  large  armed  bodies  as  protection 
against  the  Red  Men. 

It  soon  became  evident  that  greater  pro¬ 
tection  was  needed  for  their  homes.  It  was 
decided  that  a  fort  would  furnish  this  need. 

The  wall  of  the  fort  was  to  encompass  an  area 
of  nine  blocks,  being  three  blocks  square. 

The  wall  was  twelve  feet  high,  six  feet  wide 
at  the  bottom  and  two  and  one -half  feet  wide 
at  the  top.  There  were  two  large  gates,  one 
at  the  north  and  one  at  the  south.  People 
whose  homes  were  not  in  the  confines  of  the 
fortwall  abandoned  them  and  moved  into  the 
fort. 

Every  available  man  was  in  demand  and 
Grandfather  was  among  those  helping  in  the 
building  of  the  fort  and  the  homes  within  its 
walls , 

During  the  summer  of  1854  a  partial 
treaty  was  effected  and  Walker  and  his  band 
went  away  on  a  hunt  and  were  gone  until  fall. 
When  he  returned  he  found  the  fort  completed. 
Observing  that  they  could  either  lock  him  in 
or  out  as  they  chose,  he  had  nothing  more 
to  say,  and  for  some  time  there  was  com¬ 
parative  peace. 
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That  fall  on  October  6,  1854,  the  second 
child,  John  William,  was  born.  The  baby 
didn't  thrive  and  it  was  thought  they  could 
obtain  better  medical  care  for  him  in  Salt 
Lake  and  accordingly  the  family  returned 
to  the  home  there.  During  the  winter  Grand¬ 
father  worked  for  Captain  Hooper.  The 
baby  didn't  improve  and  when  only  ten  months 
old  on  July  30,  1855  passed  away. 

The  following  February  1,  1856,  the 
third  child,  Alice  Ann,  was  born  and  when 
she  was  four  months  old  the  family  returned 
to  Nephi,  arriving  in  time  to  put  the  crops 
in. 


Soon  after  their  arrival,  Grandfather 
received  word  from  President  Brigham  Young, 
calling  him  to  the  position  of  choir  leader 
with  instructions  to  organize  a  choir,  the 
first  choir  organized  in  Nephi,  Utah.  His 
response  was  immediate  and  in  a  very  short 
time  the, Nephi  choir  was  organized.  For 
a  time,  practices  were  rather  difficult  as 
candles  were  the  only  light  to  be  had  and 
each  member  took  a  turn  in  furnishing  them. 
Later  on,  however,  they  had  lamps. 

There  was  no  instrument  to  accompany 
them  so  Grandfather  used  his  tuning  fork  to 
give  the  correct  pitch.  Later  they  were 
fortunate  in  having  four  violins  to  assist  them. 
There  were  no  funds  with  which  to  buy  music 
and  it  wasn't  so  plentiful  as  it  is  today.  To 
off-set  this  difficulty,  Grandfather  would 
obtain  the  soprano  part  and  arrange  the  other 
parts  on  homemade  music  paper.  Sometimes 
he  could  obtain  anthems  and  special  selections 
from  which  copies  were  made.  As  time  went 
on,  the  choir  was  able  to  entertain  the  public 
with  lovely  musicals,  concerts,  dances  and 
short  operas.  The  funds  from  these  perform¬ 
ances  made  it  possible  for  the  choir  to  buy 
their  first  organ,  which  event  called  for  a 
grand  celebration.  Although  their  hardships 
were  many,  their  joys  in  spreading  cheer 
and  good  will  were  unnumbered. 
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Grandfather  was  a  natural  leader.  His 
jovial  good  humor  was  contagious  and  his 
singing  a  joy  to  hear.  He  possessed  the 
ability  to  direct  and  hold  people  together  in 
harmony,  which  accounted  for  his  success. 
During  the  twenty-five  years  he  directed  the 
choir  his  success  was  not  obscured--for  on 
one  of  his  visits  to  Nephi,  President  Young 
paid  him  a  glowing  tribute  in  which  he  said, 
"In  my  opinion,  the  Nephi  choir  rates  second 
only  to  the  Tabernacle  Choir  in  Salt  Lake.  " 

Grandfather  was  busy  in  other  capaci¬ 
ties  as  well,  helping  in  the  building  of  the 
Nephi  Tabernacle,  the  Social  Hall,  the  Co-Op 
and  homes.  During  his  spare  time  or  when 
his  friends  needed  it,  he  repaired  implements 
and  machines. 

On  November  19,  1857,  the  fourth  child, 
Lucy- -my  own  beloved  mother- -was  born  to 
this  couple.  Two  years  later,  April  16,  1859, 
Charles  was  born  and  when  he  was  a  year  and 
a  half  old  on  November  2,  1860,  David  was 
born. 


By  this  time  Grandfather  was  busy 
making  plans  for  a  new  home  to  accomodate 
the  growing  family.  Before  the  home  was 
completed  another  son,  Richard  Hugh,  was 
born,  September  16,  1862.  When  Richard 
was  a  little  over  a  year  old  the  family  moved 
out  of  the  fort  to  their  new  home  on  what 
became  known  as  Railroad  Street. 

This  home  had  more  conveniences  than 
the  other  for  Grandfather  made  the  first  kitchen 
sink  in  Nephi,  in  this  home.  It  was  made  of 
wood  with  a  square  wood  drain  pipe  through 
the  wall  and  lined  with  tin  from  five -gallon 
molasses  cans.  When  the  drain  pipe  became 
clogged,  the  poker  solved  the  difficulty.  In 
the  winter  when  the  pipe  became  frozen  the 
poker  was  heated  and  put  into  use  again. 

Grandfather  made  a  cheese  press  and 
a  leach  tub  for  making  lye  from  hard  wood 
ashes.  These  articles  made  the  rounds  of 
the  neighborhood  every  spring  and  fall.  He 
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made  an  Italian  fluting  iron.  Then  there  was 
the  trundle  bed  for  the  children  which  could 
be  made  up  and  slipped  under  the  big  bed 
during  the  day.  He  used  most  of  his  spare 
time  making  things  more  convenient  and 
pleasant  in  the  home. 

On  September  21,  1874,  Grandfather 
became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  the  Teritory  of  Utah  and  received 
his  papers  at  that  time. 

At  the  October  conference  in  1875, 
Grandfather  was  called  to  fill  a  mission  in 
Europe.  His  call  was  dated  October  11,  1875, 
and  was  signed  by  President  Brigham  Young 
and  Daniel  Wells.  He  set  about  immediately 
to  make  preparations  for  his  departure.  He 
sold  part  of  his  hay  to  pay  his  expenses  and 
arranged  for  a  man  to  look  after  the  team  and 
farm.  On  October  25th  he  left  Nephi  for  Salt 
Lake  and  stayed  one  week,  leaving  November 
2nd  for 'New  York  and  arriving  there  at  7:30 
a.m.  ,  November  8,  1875.  (He  arrived  in 
Liverpool,  England,  November  20,  1875.  He 
was  later  chosen  to  preside  over  the  Bristol 
conference. ) 

This  assignment  brought  with  it  many 
duties.  Some  days  he  walked  from  eight  to 
twenty -five  miles  in  his  travels  through  the 
branches  and  many  times  his  feet  were  so 
badly  swollen  and  blistered,  he  had  to  take 
time  off  to  doctor  them.  One  afternoon  he 
left  Cheltenham  for  the  Countryside.  After 
walking  nine  miles,  part  of  the  time  in  the 
rain,  he  arrived  at  the  home  of  a  Brother 
Hanks.  He  had  no  accomodations  to  offer 
Grandfather,  and  the  place  he  was  to  have 
stayed  was  two  miles  away.  Grandfather 
was  so  tired  and  wet  that  he  was  glad  to 
stay  there  and  have  a  bed  on  some  chairs. 

The  next  few  nights,  the  accomodations 
were  not  much  better  for  he  had  to  make  his 
bed  on  a  bench.  When  he  left  this  community 
he  had  to  walk  a  distance  of  seven  miles  to 
the  railroad  station.  He  had  been  traveling 
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eleven  days  mostly  on  foot  and  when  he 
arrived  in  Bristol  he  was  suffering  from  a 
severe  cold  and  a  violent  pain  in  his  back 
which  confined  him  to  his  bed, 

William  had  hoped  to  serve  a  full  time  mission 
in  his  native  land  but  due  to  his  illness,  he  was 
released  to  return  home  earlier  than  planned  for. 

He  arrived  home  November,  1876  a  sick  man.  He 
died  a  few  months  later  in  his  home  in  Nephi,  Utah, 
January  5,  1877,  surrounded  by  his  loving  family. 

His  funeral  took  place  on  Sunday, 

January  7,  his  remains  being  carried  from 
his  late  residence  to  the  meeting  house  by 
the  members  of  the  High  Council,  the  Nephi 
Brass  Band,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  play¬ 
ing  the  funeral  march.  The  large  meeting 
house  was  filled  to  overflowing,  and  his  re¬ 
mains  were  followed  to  the  cemetery  by  a 
large  concourse  of  citizens,  over  seventy 
teams  being  in  the  cortage.  While  his  re¬ 
mains  were  being  deposited  in  the  grave, 
the  choir  sang  a  favorite  hymn. 

His  brother,  David,  said  of  him: 
’’William  Evans  was  a  true  pioneer  in  his 
own  family.  He  was  first  to  hear  the  Gospel, 
first  to  be  baptized,  first  to  come  to  America 
and  first  to  fill  a  mission  and  first  to  answer 
the  final  call, 

Charlotte  Hyder  Evans,  the  mother  of  Alice 
Ann  Evans  Bird,  was  born  in  Cambridge,  England, 
September  24,  1834.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Richard  Hugh  Hyder  and  Sarah  Jarrold  Hyder, 

She,  with  her  widowed  mother  and  her  two  sisters, 
heard  Mormonism  through  the  missionaries  in 
England,  Following  their  conversion  they  imigrated 
to  America. 

Charlotte  attended  school  at  Cambridge  and 
was  a  well  educated  person  for  her  time.  This, 
however,  did  not  influence  her  desire  to  come  to 
Zion  where  she  would  exchange  the  English  envir¬ 
onment  for  the  rugged  life  of  the  pioneers, 

Charlotte  was  a  small,  dainty  woman  with 
a  proud  and  reserved  manner.  She  was  always 
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neat,  clean  and  precise.  Her  nimble  fingers  were 
always  busy  and  she  was  apt  at  hand  sewing,  knitting, 
and  crocheting.  When  her  husband  passed  away  in 
their  early  mature  years,  she  assumed  respons¬ 
ibility  for  her  large  family.  There  were  six  boys 
and  six  girls,  nine  of  whom  grew  to  adulthood.  Her 
thrift  and  good  management  helped  her  through  those 
difficult  years. 

She  made  their  clothes  by  hand  as  no  sewing 
machines  were  available  at  that  time.  The  children's 
clothing  was  made  from  hand-me-downs  and  material 
sent  by  a  sister  who  lived  in  Salt  Lake.  In  this  way, 
she  kept  her  children  neat  and  well  dressed. 

Their  income  was  the  produce  from  their 
farm.  Charlotte  added  to  this  by  sewing  at  inter¬ 
vals  for  prominent  families  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

During  her  near  thirty  years  of  widowhood 
with  the  care  and  responsibility  of  their  large 
family,  she  found  time  to  help  others  and  to  render 
service  to  her.  church,  especially  in  Relief  Society 
work. 


She  passed  away  in  Salt  Lake  City  December 
2,  1906  at  the  age  of  72  years.  Her  burial  was  in 
the  Nephi  Cemetery  near  her  departed  companion, 
William  Evans. 

Charlotte  Evan's  father,  Richard  Hugh  Hyder, 
served  as  cleaner  and  dyer  for  England's  Royal 
Family.  While  he  was  thus  employed,  he  was 
Knighted  and  given  the  Hyder  Coat  of  Arms.  (  a 
replica  of  this  family  crest  has  been  kept  through 
succeeding  generations.  )  Richard  Hugh  Hyder 
was  born  in  London,  England,  May  9,  1806.  He 
died  March  17,  1838,  at  Ely,  England.  His  wife 
Sarah  Jarrold  Hyder,  who  was  born  in  Summerville 
Kork,  Ireland,  July  20,  1800,  carried  on  the 
cleaning  and  dying  business  for  the  Royal  Family 
after  the  death  of  her  husband.  This  service  was 
rendered  during  several  years  of  the  beloved 
Victoria's  reign  as  Queen  of  England.  Her 
daughter,  Charlotte,  mother  of  Alice  Evans  Bird, 
modeled  the  Queen's  gloves  as  they  were  cleaned. 
Sarah  J.  Hyder  and  her  three  living  children- - 
Sarah  E.  ,  Charlotte,  and  Martha  B.  ,  were  con- 
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verted  to  Mormonism  and  emigrated  to  Utah  in  1851. 
They  made  their  home  in  Salt  Lake  Cith  where  the 
mother  and  two  of  her  daughters  lived  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  Sarah,  Grammie  as  she  was  lovingly 
called,  lost  her  eyesight  many  years  before  her 
death.  But  she  was  alert  and  able  to  care  for  her¬ 
self  most  of  those  years.  She  had  been  a  great 
reader  and  she  loved  the  scriptures.  Often  when 
friends  and  relatives  came  to  see  her  she  would 
ask  them  to  read  certain  parts  to  her  from  the 
"Holy  Books’1.  Sarah  Jarrold  Hyder  died  March 
18,  1897  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  She  would  have 
been  97  years  old  in  July  of  that  year. 

The  following  portrays  a  few  more  historical 
events  in  the  lives  of  William  M.  and  Charlotte 
Hyder  Evans: 

BIRD  FAMILY  REUNION 
Held  at  Manti  City  Park,  Saturday,  August  8, 

1959 

Hosts:  Melroy  and  Ephai  B.  Kjar  Family 

Presentation  of  a  skit  from  the  life  of  William 
Minshell  Evans  and  Charlotte  Jarrold  Hyder, 
written  and  directed  by  Eleanor  P.  Kjar. 

Reader  -  (Janet  Kjar,  daughter  of  Eleanor  and 
Ronald  Kjar) 

As  descendants  of  wonderful  pioneer  ancestors, 
we  feel  that  we  should  know  more  about  these 
grandparents  and  great  grandparents.  Last 
year  some  of  the  great  grandchildren  were 
studying  Utah  history  and  one  of  them  remarked, 
"We  studied  all  about  Orson  Pratt,  but  if  I  had 
known  one  of  my  great  great  grandparents  came 
across  the  plains  with  him,  I  would  have  studied 
it  a  lot  harder.  "  Today  we  are  going  to  give  you 
a  few  incidents  from  the  life  of  William  Minshell 
Evans  and  Charlotte  Jarrold  Hyder,  our  great, 
great  grandparents. 

William  Minshell  Evans  first  heard  the  Gospel 
in  an  upstairs  room  of  a  rickety  old  building. 

He  was  walking  down  the  street  when  he  heard 
singing.  .  . 

Group  Singing  -  "We  Thank  Thee  Oh  God  For  a  Prophet. 
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Going  in,  he  heard  the  Gospel  preached  and 
went  home  to  tell  other  of  his  family  who 
came  to  the  meetings  and  soon  a  number 
of  them  were  baptized. 

Scene  -  Pioneer  Group  (Children  of  Lloyd,  Ben, 
Barbara,  Maurine,  Evan  and  Eleanor) 
pulling  covered  wagons. 

The  children  pulled  the  wagons  into  a  circle 
and  sang  with  the  rest  of  the  group  "Come, 
Come  Ye  Saints."  The  girls  in  the  group 
danced  a  polka  with  Mary  Lou  Bailey, 
daughter  of  Glen  and  Barbara  Kjar  Bailey, 
accompanying  on  the  accordian.  The  group 
sang  as  the  children  lay  down  to  sleep,  then 
Me r win  Kjar,  son  of  Lloyd  Kjar,  played 
"Taps".  After  a  few  moments  of  silence, 
the  buglar  played  "Reveille.  "  The  children 
rose  and  pulled  their  wagons  on  singing 
"Come,  Come  Ye  Saints.  " 

Reader  -  The  buglar  you  heard  represented  William 
Mins  hell  Evans  who  was  the  official  buglar  for 
the  company  as  they  made  their  journey. 
Charlotte  Jarrold  Hyder  was  in  the  same 
company  and  heard  that  bugle  each  night  and 
morning  but  did  not  know  then  that  she  would 
meet  and  marry  him  when  they  reached 
Utah. 

Group  Singing  -  "Just  a  Song  at  Twilight,  "  with 
accordian  accompaniment. 

Reader  -  That  fall,  William  left  his  new  bride  in 
Salt  Lake  City  to  go  to  Nephi  where  he  found 
work  as  a  carpenter.  In  the  spring,  Charlotte 
grew  anxious  to  join  her  husband  and  left 
Salt  Lake  City  and  boarded  a  mail  coach  and 
rode  as  far  as  Spanish  Fork  where  the 
following  scene  took  place: 

Scene  -  (Read  by  Janet  in  the  absence  of  characters) 
Coach  Driver:  The  river  is  so  swollen  at  the 
crossing,  we  will  have  to  find  lodging  in 
Spanish  Fork  for  a  few  days  until  the  waters 
go  down  and  we  can  cross  safely.  I  think  the 
people  here  will  make  room  for  some  of  you. 
Come  with  me  and  we  will  see.  (Passengers 
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follow  driver  into  a  house;  Charlotte  lingers 
by  the  doorway,  ) 

1st  Stranger:  You're  not  going  to  cross  the 
river  tonight,  are  you?  It  is  taking  your 
life  in  your  hands! 

Znd  Stranger:  These  oxen  have  carried  me 
safely  over  all  spring,  I  guess  they  will  not 
fail  me  tonight, 

Charlotte:  I  couldn't  help  overhearing  what 
you  were  saying,  I  am  so  anxious  to  get  to 
Nephi;  will  you  take  me  with  you? 

Znd  Stranger:  You  heard  what  that  man 
said,  didn't  you? 

Charlotte:  I  am  so  anxious  to  get  to  my 
husband,  I  will  risk  it, 

Znd  Stranger:  All  right.  Come  along. 

Reader  -  The  crossing  was  made  safely, 

Charlotte  found  friends  she  stayed  with  in 
Pays  on  that  night  and  continued  her  journey 
by  ox  team  the  next  day.  On  their  way, 
they  saw  the  ruins  of  the  Mail  Coach  which 
had  been  burned  with  the  driver  being  killed. 
When  they  arrived  in  Nephi,  Charlotte  found 
that  William  had  gone  to  Salt  Lake  City  for 
her,  going  around  by  Utah  Lake  and  walking 
all  the  way.  After  William  and  Charlotte 
were  united,  they  had  lived  for  a  while  in 
their  wagon  where  their  first  baby  was  born 
in  June,  1853.  Our  great  grandmother, 

Alice  Ann  Evans,  was  their  third  child.
